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Lieut. James J. Mayes, 24th U.S. Inf., gold medalist 
of the Military Service Institution, is taken to task 
by the New York Times, which, in reviewing his prize 
essay, in the current M.S.I. Journal, on military train- 
ing and the schools, says: “We are sorry to say that 
Lieutenant Mayes does not, in some parts of his essay, 
show that courtesy and good taste in dealing with those 
to whom he is opposed that we expect from an officer. 
He adopts a tone that is needlessly offensive toward the 
advocates of universal peace and disarmament.” We 
have read very carefully the paper by Lieutenant Mayes, 
and we find in it nothing that we should not expect from 
a young officer in love with his profession, filled with 
enthusiasm and zeal, and, like us, thoroughly disgusted 
with the attitude of misrepresentation adopted by the 
“edvocates of universal peace and disarmament,” for 
whom the Times appeals. If the opposition to military 
preparedness had been conducted in a spirit of fairness, 
if history had not been twisted, if facts had not been 
distorted, if figures had not been juggled to put the Army 
and Navy in a false light, then there might be more force 
in the criticism of the Times, but when we find leaders 
in the “peace” crusades repeatedly proclaiming that the 
professional soldier has been the cause of wars, that mili- 
tary training destroys the manhood of nations, that navies 
encourage war, ete., despite the fact that they are never 
able to cite any ‘proof of this, whereas the proofs to the 
contrary have been published time and again; when, 
as in the case of Bishop John W. Hamilton, of the 
Methodist Church, we specifically pointed out that he was 
not even sustained by the Bible in his charges against 
military systems and opened our columns to him for 
reply, which, though eight months have elapsed, he has 
not yet sent us; when we exposed the dishonesty of a 
pamphlet sent out by the Peace Society, which gave 
grossly untrue reports of the killed and wounded in the 
battle of Gettysburg; when we see thousands killed every 
year in the United States from wholly preventable in- 
dustrial accidents with no organized protests from these 
anti-army crusaders, who are so wrought up over deaths 
in the distant past and in the possibly equally distant 
future—when all these things we know, we can quite for- 
give Lieutenant Mayes for relieving his mind as he did 
in his essay. The crusade against the Army and Navy 
as promoters of war is essentially dishonest, and is abso- 
lutely without historical basis.

It is significant of the weakness of the cause of the 
peace advocates that so little is heard of their crusade 
on the California coast, and that we find so healthy a 
sentiment prevailing as that which is expressed by the 
Portland Oregonian, when it says: “War has been an 
inevitable event in the life of every recent generation, 
not less or scarcely less frequent than in former times. 
Every nation judges international law for itself, and 
expediency and power are the only conditions that govern 
the conduct of nations toward each other.’ Commenting 
on pamphlets it has received from Mr. Carnegie on 
peace and disarmament, and from Elizabeth Towne, of 
Hoiyoke, Mass., who wants “our disarmed war vessels 
and battleships turned into a White Fleet, a public uni- 
versity of travel, that will tour the world every year,” 
the Oregonian says: “The idea of nationality, never so 
strong as at this day, precludes the idea of international 
peace. Hach of the great competitive nations knows it 
must take care of itself and be prepared for the possible 
emergency. Men collectively are different from men in- 
dividually, and this difference is emphasized rather than 
minimized in recent times. One may be friendly toward 
every native of a country, and yet toward that country 
he may entertain the most hostile and warlike. spirit. 


This is a national feeling. It will not be eradicated. 
The dream, therefore, of universal peace is not likely 
ever to be realized.” Nothing would give us more pleas- 
ure than to see Mr. Carnegie preside at a meeting in San 
Francisco at which the Towne program of turning our 
warships into floating universities was put forth in all 
its details. We think he would understand it is one 
thing to talk about disarmament down on the shores of 
Boston Bay and quite another to do so on the Pacific 
coast. 'The Boston peace enthusiasts are wailing over “the 
melancholy inauguration at the University of Oxford of a 
professorship for the study of war,’ which occurred in 
November last. They would do better to devote part of 
the annual contribution of $50,000, made by Mr. Edward 
Ginn, to the “International School of Peace“ to the 
support of a similar professorship in Boston. It is only 
by the study of a subject that you can reason intelligently 
in dealing with it, and the complete ignorance of war and 
everything concerning it displayed by Mr. Ginn and his 
school is absolutely appalling in view of its possible effect 
upon our national action with reference to war. They 
are in such a state of hysteria concerning war that they 
appear to be wholly incapable of noting the significance 
of the fact that those best informed upon the subject of 
war and who have studied its causes and the means of 
preventing it have reached precisely the opposite conclu- 
sions from those they are spending their money so freely 
to promulgate. They are assuming a grave responsi- 
bility for what time will inevitably show to be the mis- 
chief they are doing. 





The value of military training, with its thorough 
discipline, was never better illustrated than during the 
recent riots in Philadelphia, Pa., where a force of some 
two hundred troopers, known as the State Constabulary, 
succeeded in restoring order in the most effective manner, 
after a body of 3,400 regular policemen had proved power- 
less. ‘These troopers are the most part men who served 
their time in the U.S. Army, and ex-members of the 
National Guard are also in the ranks, while Capt. John 
C. Groome, the commandant, was formerly captain of the 
1st Troop of Philadelphia City Cavalry. The mob had 
committed all manner of outrages, from burning cars to 
assaulting policemen and men employed to take the place 
of striking trolleymen, and openly defied law and order. 
The appearance of the trained cavalrymen, with their 
cool and businesslike action, at once had its effect upon 
the lawless element. In the midst of a trying situation, 
which at times might have offered a good excuse for 
firing a volley into a mob, these cavalrymen at no time 
used their carbines, which they had left behind them, 
but made a vigorous use of their long clubs on the heads 
ef the unruly, and rode into them. The crowds realized 
that the troopers were not to be trifled with, and were 
soon on the run. One stone throwing rioter was shot in 
his tracks by a trooper with a revolver, and the mob 
quickly realized that when shooting was deemed neces- 
sary it would be done. The constabulary, thanks to their 
military training, exhibited splendid self-control, while 
the work accomplished cannot be too highly praised. 
These mounted men also had a great advantage over any 
force on foot, as they could get quickly from one point 
of disturbance to another, and the mere sight of deter- 
mined and disciplined men on horses that the crowd knew 
would ride over them if it did not disperse was frequently 
sufficient in itself. In the trolleymen’s strike in Brooklyn, 
N.Y., some years ago, Squadron A, then under the com- 
mand of Major Charles F’. Roe, an ex-officer of the Army 
(now major general, N.G.N.Y.), covered an immense 
district, and, occasionally using as clubs their scabbards 
with sabres in them, quickly put the unruly to flight, and 
Long Island toughs over Greenpoint way are pretty bad 
men. Squadron A did not fire a shot, but one trooper 
rode right into a saloon and captured a rioter who had 


sought refuge there. 
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Another extended hearing like that which has been 
conducted on the reorganization question is in prospect 
when the President’s Naval Personnel bill is before the 
House Naval Committee. The attitude of the House 
Naval Committee toward the recommendations in the 
President's special message cannot be said to be un- 
friendly. The majority of the members of the committee 
admit that some legislation along this line is desirable. 
But, as a member of the committee expressed it »after 
he had read the President’s message, “we fear that the 
President has not gone into the details of the problem 
as far as he should, and that while the general prin- 
ciples which he lays down are true, it will be difficult to 
formulate legislation which will carry out the scheme 
which he advocates.” As soon as the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill passes the House the House Committee will 
take up the Personnel bill. Plans for the hearing have 
not yet been formulated, but it is expected that the Sec- 
retary and the Bureau Chiefs will be asked to appear 
before the committee. Retired Navy officers who are not 
under the supposed influence of the Department will also 
be called, as the committee will be anxious to hear all 
sides of the question from unprejudiced sources. If, as 
it is claimed, the passage of the Secretary’s Personnel 
bill will not increase the cost of maintaining the Navy, it 
is not thought that it will encounter much serious op- 
position. But to secure a favorable report from the 
House Naval Committee, in time to secure its passage 
through the Senate, it will be necessary to demonstrate 
to the members of the committee that the legislation 
will not increase the -naval appropriation. The commit- 
tee will also look carefully into the provisions of the 


bill, so that when it is in effect the plan for advancing 
younger cfficers in the Service will be carried out. In 
the opinion of the older members of the committee the 
last Personnel bill, which was enacted by Congress, was 
a failure. ‘The charge is made that it took special legis- 
lation to send the line officers into the engine room, while 


this was the purpose for which the bill was originally 
passed. 





Against H.R. 15,798, known as the Rifle Club bill, 
there may be raised the objection that in providing for 
the issue of U.S. magazine rifles to rifle clubs organ- 
ized under the rules of the National Board for the Pro- 
motion of Rifle Practice, it may place government 
weapons in the hands of men who, as rioters, might use 
them against the police or military. Again, it may be 
urged that if men wish to indulge a taste for rifle shoot- 
ing they can do so by joining the National Guard. One 
of the best informed men in the country on the National 
Guard has expressed to us the fear that indiscriminate 
issuing of magazine rifles to civilian clubs will tend not 
to encourage but discourage enlistment in the Organized 
Militia, and that is a thing always to be guarded against. 
If men without joining the Guard can obtain one of the 
most important privileges conferred by Guard member- 
ship, the service in the Militia will necessarily lose some 
of its attractiveness. Rifle shooting is an important de- 
tail in developing the military spirit of a nation, but to 
be effective in meeting modern conditions it should go 
hand in hand with that discipline and that training in 
co-operative activity which alone can be supplied by an 
organized and uniformed body of men drilled according 
to military standards. This Rifle Club bill also includes 
as beneficiaries schools having a uniformed corps of 
cadets and carrying on military training in sufficient 
number for the conducting of proper target practice. 
With the elimination of the provision for rifle clubs the 
bill might be made more acceptable to those who believe 
that the wisest policy of the Government is to restrict 
the issue of its magazine rifles to bodies organized in a 
military way, with adequate military safeguards against 
the misuse of such firearms. 
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It was fortunate both for the United States and our 
South American sister republics that the mission of offi- 
cially visiting those countries in 1906 was confided to so 
forceful a person as Secretary of State Root. Former 
Director of the Census Robert P. Porter, now American 
representative of the London Times, on his return re- 
cently from a tour below the equator, said that the visit 
of Mr. Root has done more than any other thing toward 
cementing the friendship between the South American 
countries and the United States. In Brazil they showed 
Mr. Porter an address of Mr. Root which had been il- 
luminated and which the public men prized highly. Had 
Mr. Root been of a type of man inclined to represent less 
than the full power of the United States there might 
have grown up misunderstandings as to our attitude 
toward European countries and the southern republics, 
but the Secretary of State had been Secretary of War, 
and in all his dealings with the authorities of these re- 
publics they could not fail to recall that their dis- 
tinguished visitor from the United States had had a close 
association with the management of the American Army. 
Then, shortly after, the Battleship Fleet visited the ports 
of the southern republics. The natural result of two 
such visits was to strengthen in the minds of the sub- 
equatorial statesmen the idea of military strength. Mr. 
Root is the last man in the world to put into the heads 
of the ruling officials of South America any wishy-washy 
ideas as to national policies, and if the student of na- 
tional motives shall dig deeply enough perhaps he will 
find that Argentine’s recently avowed determination to 
have Dreadnoughts for.her navy is based in no small de- 
gree upon the impressions which her leading men gath- 
ered from their contact with the able representative of 
the American government.

Mariners all over the world will be pleased to learn 
that the publication of the pilot charts, which contain 
such valuable data for navigators, will continue to be 
compiled by the Hydrographic Office of the Navy De- 
partment, despite efforts of William L. Moore, Chief of 
the Weather Bureau, to have it transferred to his do- 
main. The Navy Department has been informed that 
the Committee on Appropriations of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, after hearing all the evidence, has decided 
that the publication of the chart shall not be trans- 
ferred, and that such data as is supplied to the chart 
by the Weather Bureau shall be credited to that bureau 
in the publication. This practically leaves the status 
of the pilot chart as it was before the campaign to get 
possession of it was begun. It is fortunate that the ship- 
ping and maritime interests throughout the country rose 
in such protest against the proposed transfer that it 
was deemed unwise to put the guidance of ships at sea 
under persons who had no sea experience. Despite the 
great political influence used to bring about the proposed 
transfer, the opinion of “those who go down tothe sea in 
ships” has prevailed, as it should. 


The pyramid tent, which by recent orders is to supplant 
the Sibley conical tent for Army use, was developed by 
officers of the Quartermaster’s Department and worked 
out at the Philadelphia depot. Inspector General Gar- 
lington, Major John T. Knight and Capt. John R. R. 
Hannay all had a part in its evolution. 
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Major William H. Johnston, 16th U.S. Inf., believes 
that the expense of a commission deters many worthy 
non-commissioned officers from accepting office in the 
National Guard, and Jeads in small cities to the enforced 
selection of officers with little previous military service, 
but with financial credit and responsibility for property 
and with means to purchase the necessary personal equip- 
ment. As a result, he finds that many soldiers of ten 
years’ service are in the ranks, while often officers are 
distinguished from the farmers of their community solely 
by the uniform which labels them soldiers, though they 
hardly look the part. This evil might be corrected, in his 
opinion, if the States paid from their own appropria- 
tions the actual expense of the enlisted candidate’s jour- 
ney to appear hefore a board of examination, and pro- 
cured from allotments for equipment (Act of May, 1908) 
such articles as sabers, belts, field glasses, compasses, 
revolvers, ete., and invoiced them to some officer at each 
station who is under bond, just as equipment for en- 
listed men is treated. Horse equipment is now furnished 
in this manner, and there is equal legal authority, Major 
Johnston holds, for providing the officer with his personal 
equipment. After leaving the Service he has no use for 
such articles, but if government property they may be 
transferred to his successor in the position vacated. Off- 
cers of the Regular Army that may not have a clear 
idea of the varied and often exacting work which militia 
officers do and the handicaps they labor under will do well 
to read these remarks of Major Johnston, which appear in 
the annual report of the Chief of the Division of Militia 
Affairs. Major Johnston once carried a rifle as a citi- 
zen soldier and speaks from a_ personal knowledge of 
the conditions surrounding that service when he says 
that “the National Guard officer is a slave of his pro- 
fession, and is charged with multifarious duties for which 
his only compensation is occasional pay. when doing camp 
fluty, and a sense of duty performed.” Capt. H. J. 
Price, 2d U.S. Inf., after service with the Ohio National 
Guard, also takes up the subject of uniforms, and recom- 
mends an annual monetary allowance to all officers suffi- 
cient to cover the cost of uniforms and equipment. Under 
present conditions, wherein the demands are so great 
upon an officer’s time, he considers it absolutely indis- 
pensable to the efficiency of the Guard that it be made. 
These officers, especially company officers, are patrioti- 
cally and consistently giving their time, thought, Jabor 
and money to the state, and he asks what they receive in 
return—“‘the honor of belonging to the organization, and 
in case they fall short in the instruction of their or- 
ganizations, or in the care of the arms, clothing and 
equipment entrusted to them, the added distinction of be- 
ing singled out for criticism therefor. The remarks of 
these officers do not apply to all states, for in some 
states regular appropriations are made for uniforms and 
equipment of the commissioned officers.

In accepting a gold medal from the American Geo- 
graphical Society in New York city on Feb. 15, for 
his work in ascertaining the source of the Nile, thirty- 
six years ago, Col. Charles Chaillé-Long referred to the 
“methodical ignoring” of the achievements of the Ameri- 
can military mission to Egypt, and the part Americans 
have played in the recent history and development of 
Egypt. The statement is not accurate that ten U.S. 
Regular officers were detached on a year’s leave of ab- 
sence from the U.S. Army. If every American officer 
that served in Egypt between 1867 and about 1876 with 
any former Regular service is counted, then the num- 
ber will be considerably more than ten. If one con- 
siders the officers actually in the Regular Service who 
entered the service of the Khedive of Egypt, there were 
but two: Lieuts. Robert M. Rogers and Eugene O. 
Fechét, both of the 2d U.S. Art., the latter now a major 
in the Signal Corps. Major Fechét was the first officer 
to enter the Egyptian service while retaining his Regu- 
lar commission. He received leave for one year, and 
this leave was twice renewed. Officially there was 
nothing to show that he had taken service with Egypt, 
although it was well known unofficially, as his position 
was given to him by General Sherman, then the head of 
the Army. When he was serving in Egypt, several offi- 
cers with former U.S. Regular service were also there, 
such as Stone, Loring, Rhett, Alexander Reynolds, 
Frank Reynolds, Sibley, Jenifer, while Field, Lockett, 
Dennison and Loesh came later. Not a single one of 
these who entered the Egyptian service had any idea he 
had been selected to do duty on a military mission. The 
purpose of the mission was first political, then scientific. 
It was proposed to overturn the Turk and place on his 
throne perhaps the progressive Ismail Khédive. Foiled 
in this by foreign intervention, the mission was employed 
in scientific objects. It was an American who designat- 
ed Tel-el-kebir as a defense against a threatened Turk- 
ish invasion, an American who made the preliminary 
hydrographic studics at Assouan in 1870, which inspired 
the dam at Assouan a generation later; an American 
who, charged with the coast defenses of Egypt, 
constructed a ecounterpoise disappearing battery, which 
has been adopted by the United States Govern- 
ment; an American who made a treaty with Uganda 
adding that country to Egypt, and navigating the un- 
known Victoria Nile, discovered Lake Ibrahim. Ameri- 
eans finally of the United States Navy and Marine 
Corps saved Alexandria, saved thousands of lives, among 
them the Khédive and family, and saved the City of 
Alexandria from entire destruction.

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About a year ago the Scientific American instituted 
a competition for the best simple explanation of the 
fourth dimension and offered a prize of $500 to the 
winner. The winner of the prize was Lieut. Col. Gra- 
ham Denby Fitch, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., as we have 
heretofore noted, and his essay, with a number of the 
others received, now appears in a volume, entitled “The 
Fourth Dimension Simply Explained” (Munn and Com- 
pany, New York), edited by Prof. Henry P. Manning, 
of Brown University. Another essay in the volume by 
a graduate of the Military Academy is that of Major 
Wilmot E. Ellis, Art. Corps, U.S.A. The essays give an, 
interesting insight into the imaginative side of mathe- 
matics and into the possibilities of a non-Euclidean 
geometry. No abstract mathematics will be found in the 
volume, The essayists endeavor to explain the fourth 
dimension both by imagining the effect of transporting an 
ordinary third-dimension human being into fourth-dimen- 
sional space and also by explaining a third-dimensional 
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man’s possibilities in one and two-dimensional space. 
Professor Manning, who was one of the judges of the 
competition and is perhaps the leading American author- 
ity on the subject of the fourth dimension, contributes 
an introduction in which he explains how the concept of 
the fourth dimension gained such mathematical promi- 
nence, briefly reviews the work that has been done in 
this field. and critically comments upon the essays in 
explanatory footnotes. 





That there is a close correspondence between the rail- 
road business of carrying passengers and freight and 
the movement of an army and its supplies is shown by 
the success which is attending the application of the 
unit system to the Union Pacific and other railways. 
This system is simply the adaptation to the management 
of railways of army methods as modified for civilian 
transportation purposes by Major Charles Hine, formerly 
of the U.S. Army and a graduate of the Military Acad- 
emy, class of 91. It is now in use in twenty-one divi- 
sions of the Union Pacific and one general office. The 
latest railway to adopt it is the Central South African 
road, covering a distance of about 2,390 miles, including 
Pretoria, Johannesburg, ete. The application of his 
ideas necessitated an amount of traveling by Major 
Hine last year that reached 60,000 miles. On June 12. 
1909, the AkMy AND Navy JourNAL described the chief 
features of this system, which subsequent trial and de- 
velopment have shown to promise a still better organiza- 
tion of railway forces than has formerly prevailed. Per- 
haps it will be found that much of the difficulty in 
enabling railroads in new countries, and possibly in old 
ones, too, to meet their large expenditures and keep 
out of the hands of receivers lies in the failure to apply 
the principles of military organization to their passenger 
and freight traffic. 








A correspondent of the Philadelphia Bulletin says: 
“Why not swap the present navy yard for Fort Mifflin 
and turn League Island over to the city for a park, 
wharves, drydocks, hospital and commercial purposes? 
There are a thousand acres—plenty of room for all these 
—and as Broad street already runs through it to the 
Delaware front, a ferry there would serve to open up 
the opposite Jersey coast, where is some of the finest 
suburban building land to be found anywhere. The in- 
come from drydocks and wharfage would be an immense 
revenue, and the general usefulness of the trade would 
be felt by all South Philadelphia, by commerce and all 
the river interests, where three miles of shore would be 
restored to business purposes and the most difficult sec- 
tion of the river relieved and set free. As to Fort 
Mifflin, it belongs to the Army technically, but the Navy 
is using it now and has for many years, and could get 
it turned over easily to them, and it is quite suitable 
for a navy yard, and sufficiently adjacent to the city to be 
as useful in the way of labor and business as it is at 
present. The city could well afford to pay enough for 
it to defray the expense of removal, and if not then the 
Pennsylvania Railroad probably would—gladly. They 
bought the old navy yard uptown after it was abandoned 
about 1876.” 








One hundred and thirty entries had been received up 
to Feb. 28 for the trials to determine the personnel of 
the United States team in the International Small-bore 
Rifle Match, which will be shot with Great Britain and 
Australia the week ending April 2. Twenty-three cities 
have so far been designated as places where the trials 
are to be held under the supervision of judges appointed 
by the N.R.A. These trials will be held during the week 
March 7-12. The cities designated are: Birmingham, 
Ala.; Boston, Mass.; Bridgeport, Conn.; Buffalo, N.Y.; 
Butte, Mont.: Denver, Colo.; Elizabeth, N.J.; Los Ange- 
les, Cal.; Manchester, N.H.; New Haven, Conn.; New 
York city; Philadelphia, Pa.; Pittsburg, Pa.; Portland. 
Me.; Rochester, N.Y.: Sault Ste. Marie, Mich.; Schenec- 
tady, N.Y.; Seattle, Wash.; Staunton, Va.; St. Louis, 
Mo.; St. Paul, Minn.; Warren, Pa.; and Washington, 
D.C. The conditions of the match, and also the trials, 
eall for each man firing fifty shots at seventy-five feet, 
using a .22-caliber rifle, on which the telescope may be 
used if desired.

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Owing to an error in Cullum’s Register of Graduates 


of the Military Academy, we gave in our issue of Feb.. 


19 the initials of General Armistead, who was kill@d at 
Gettysburg, on the Confederate side, as F. S., when they 
should have been IL. A. Both were cadets at the Military 
Academy, but F. S. Armistead finished his course, while 
the other, who entered in 1834, was found deficient, his 
name not appearing in the Register of 1836. If he had 
finished he would have had as cograduates young men 
who afterward won high renown in the Civil War, such 
as Gen. Irvin McDowell, who commanded the Northern 
forces at Bull Run, and Generals Hardee and Beaure- 
gard, of the Confederate Army. It was probably on 
account of his poor record at West Point that L. A. 
Armistead, on entering the Confederacy, received no 
higher rank than major. Later he was made colonel, 
and at Gettysburg, where he was killed, commanded one 
of the brigades of Pickett’s division of the Army of 
Northern Virginia, with the rank of brigadier general. 
F. S. Armistead was not killed in action, but died in 1889.

OUR MILITARY EXPENSES. 


We challenge the correctness of the comparison made 
by Chairman Tawney, of the House Committee on 
Appropriations, between the cost of our military estab- 
lishment and the total revenue. Of late that gentleman 
has been seeking to show that our military expenditures 
amount to seventy-two per cent. of the total revenue, and 
his figures have been seized upon with avidity by oppo- 
nents of the Army and Navy, and accepted by others who 
are impressed by the apparent accuracy of the computa- 
tion. But Mr. Tawney has chosen the wrong basis for 
his computation. The proper standard should be the 
relation which the cost of our Army and Navy bears to 
the total wealth of the country, which is to be protected 
against invasion, in accordance with that axiom that 
operates in all lines of insurance, viz., that the cost of 
protection is proportionate to the cost of the thing pro- 
tected. Business men in cities where the cost of great 
buildings is high do not grumble at the price they pay 
for adequate protection against fire, although the expendi- 
ture might seem enormous and beyond reason to people 
accustomed to the little buildings of a small town. 
Millionaires with residences filled with articles of great 
value not only are protected by the municipal police, but 
even pay for private watchmen and most elaborate 
burglar and automatic fire alarms. Here the relation of 
the cost of protection to the value of the thing protected 
is clearly demonstrated. Unfortunately, in the arguments 
bearing upon the cost to this nation of the military 
establishment, no attention has been paid to the trivial 
proportions of the expense when it is compared with the 
value of the wealth protected. The yearly cost of the 
Army and Navy amounts to a tax upon the entire 
property of the United States of eighteen cents on the 
hundred dollars, while the rate for fire insurance on prop- 
erty in the city of New York varies from between eight 
and ten cents a hundred to $15 a hundred in some cases, 
that of cotton, for example; to which should be added 
for fair comparison the cost of the police and fire depart- 
ments. 

We recall that many of the Democratic leaders who, 
in 1896, demanded the free coinage of silver asserted that 
the business transacted between the states of the Union 
is greater than that done in the whole of Europe exclusive 
of the British Isles. Of this there can be no doubt. The 
comparative railroad mileage alone ought to prove that. 
In 1908 the total railway mileage of the whole of Europe 
was 199,385, while that of the United States was 233,677, 
an excess in favor of this country equal to the total 
mileage of South America—34,000. The total railway 
mileage of the entire world is 594,867, of which the 
United States has 39.4 per cent. Communities do not 
have railways unless the needs of business demand them. 
Making due allowance for the more closely inhabited 
countries of Europe and the serving of large populations 
by the same road, and for the long stretches of country 
in the Western states which contribute little traffic to 
the roads that run through them, the volume of business 
between the states represented by this overwhelming rail 
mileage will be found to equal that of the continent of 
Xurope. If Mr. ‘Tawney will add together the military 
expenses of the countries comprising continental Europe 
he will ascertain the insignificance of our Army and Navy 
expenditures. 

n the United States we have. lying between the At- 
lantic and the Pacific, a dozen of what would be called 
empires and kingdoms in Europe. The trouble with us 
is that we Americans have become so accustomed to the 
gigantean dimensions, resources and production of our 
country that we do not think of them as wonderful or as 
justifying an expenditure for defense greater than that of 
any one of the large countries of Europe. Not until we 
understand the business activity of this country, as con- 
trasted with that of Europe, will we be able to form the 
right perspective in estimating the justifiability of our 
military expenditures. 

The usually well informed New York Times is deceived 
by the cleverly handled figures of Mr. Tawney, and an- 
nounced in its issue of Feb. 23 that Chairman Tawney 
“has shown that the annual cost of armed peace to the 
United States, which is a tranquil nation, is $400,- 
000,000.” Of course, Mr. Tawney has shown nothing of 
the kind. His bare statement is not a conclusive demon- 
stration. If the Times will read the Army AND Navy 
JOURNAL of Jan. 15, 1910, at page 565, it will see how 
completely Chairman John A. T. Hull, of the House 
Military Committee, proves that the military expenses of 
this nation are modest. instead of extravagant. Instead 
of those expenditures amounting to 72 per cent. of our 
revenues, he showed that they are only about 25 per cent. 
Replying then so effectively to Mr. Tawney, Chairman 
Tiull called attention to the work of the Engineer Corps 
of the Army, which is included in the cost of maintaining 
the War Department, and asserted that there was not a 
member of the House willing to advocate taking away 
this work from the Army and giving it to civilian en- 
gineers. 

We shall go even further than General Hull, and 
say that the Panama Canal is a certainty to-day solely 
because of the Engineers of the American Army. The 
mistake President Roosevelt made following the pre- 
liminary steps he took leading up to our acquisition of 
the Canal Zone territory and the French rights, in putting 
the Canal in charge of civil engineers was fortunately 
corrected by employing the Engineers of the United 
States Army, a body of experts upon whom he could rely 
to construct the Canal. Unless this change had been 
made we are prepared to say that we never could have 
succeeded in the herculean task of cutting the backbone 
of the Western Hemisphere. When this Canal shall be 
finished it will be a tribute not only to the engineering 
ability in the ranks of our Army officers, but also to the’ 
wise counsels of preparedness in the nation which, in 
the face of the frenzied appeals of misguided advocates 
of peace, have heen striving to follow the sane advice of 
Washington to avert war by prenaring for it. 

Suppose this country had followed in the steps sug- 
gested by Mr. Tawney. At the conclusion of the Civil 
War our Congress would have decided that the Engineer 
Corps should be abolished or reduced to the necessities of 
strictly military engineering, and that the tasks they are 
now directing in river and harbor improvement should be 
assigned to civilian engineers. With a Corps of Engineers 
reduced to the mere skeleton which it would then have 
been compelled to take. there is scarcely any probability 
that President Roosevelt would have felt like undertaking 
the building of the Panama Canal, for the reason that the 
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i in charge of all great public works of engineer- 
ae ead have ad civilians, and would have been the 
force to which naturally the President would have looked 
for the experts to whom to confide the stupendous work 
of cutting the Canal, unless he had had the Army En- 
vineers as a reserve to fall back upon when civilian 
management should demonstrate its incapacity. The fact 
that civil engineers were first tried makes the present 
svecess of the military men in charge all the more con- 
spicuous. What the digging of the Panama Canal needed 
was not only military engineering skill, but military 
organization, military directness, military simplicity of 
purpose, military freedom from political contamination, 
and that fine esprit de corps of a military branch which 
makes the success or failure of one member of it the 
personal concern of the whole body. Therefore we feel 
justified in pointing to the Canal situation to-day and 
the inevitable completion of that waterway as a triumph 
of military preparedness, although this country is far 
from having what it should have in the way of a military 
establishment. 


JUSTICE BREWER AND MR. SHAW. 


With profound respect and the assurance of our distin- 
guished consideration, we would direct the attention of 
Justice Brewer, of the Supreme Court, to the Washing- 
ton’s Birthday words of Judge Robert W. Tayler, of the 
U.S. District Court, who made an address at Trinity 
Cathedral, in Cleveland, Ohio, and who gave expression 
to this sentiment: “There is more democracy wrapped up 
in a musket than in all the oratorical and academical 
platitudes ever spoken. Free government is not wholly 
due to an ethical sense of justice. Man has always 
yearned for it, but he never could have it until he could 
get it and keep it by resort to arms. Physical potentiality 
is the main thing after all.” In this address, if we are 
to irust the newspaper reports, Judge Tayler expresses 
a view directly opposed to that of Justice Brewer, who 
thinks armies and navies are instruments of the Evil One, 
designed to defer the millennium and the golden day of 
universal brotherhood. The fact that this deliverance by 
Judge Tayler was called out by the contemplation of 
one of the best poised and sanest characters in our or 
any other nation’s history—the Father of his Country— 
might suggest to patriotic societies and those interested 
in the Army and Navy, past and present, that they make 
more on each recurrence of this anniversary of the 
aphorism of Washington, “To be prepared for war is one 
of the most effectual means of preserving peace.” This 
might well be made the keynote of many addresses on that 
day It is the falling away of the country from this 
standard that is most to be feared in this land. 

Another striking utterance of that day was that of a 
former Cabinet officer. Richmond P. Hobson, formerly of 
the Navy, has been roundly abused by a certain element 
among our newspapers for having boldly affirmed the 
need of adequate naval protection in the Pacific Ocean, 
but what will they say of that pure civilian, Leslie M. 
Shaw, former Secretary of the Treasury and a son of the 
Hawkeye State, where they know more about corn and 
wheat than they do about battleships, for asserting, in an 
address to the Washington Association of New Jersey at 
Morristown, that “Japan proposes to dominate the Pacific 
or make it run red”? We take the newspaper accounts 
of his speech, in another part of which he is reported to 
have said, “We can make the Pacific Ocean an American 
sea if we have the courage, fortitude and a merchant 
marine to possess it.” 5 

In explaining these remarks Mr. Shaw says he did not 
mean to predict war, but merely to cite certain facts that 
spell war. He says: “I called attention to the fact that 
Japan can put 200,000 soldiers in Hawaii in thirty days 
without firing a shot, and, being then at war, we could 
not put a hundred thousand over there to contest the 
territory in two years. We have no ships with which to 
do it, and in the event of war we could neither hire nor 
buy. Japan can land a fleet at Seattle any foggy day 
without so much as causing the barking of a dog, and she 
can march her troops down the coast and take every ex- 
cuse for fortifications which we have on the coast without 
serious opposition. I also cited the fact that if every 
powder mill in the United States were to make powder 
twenty-four hours a day for thirty days the product 
would last our present Navy two hours, so that in case 
of war if every powder mill were to quit making sporting 
powder and blasting powder and work twenty-four hours 
a day for the Government we could fight two hours every 
month. And still we go on building battleships. In this 
we do well, but battleships without colliers and transports 
are absolutely worthless. In case of war we could not 
get our Atlantic Fleet to San Francisco. No vessel in 
the fleet can carry enough coal] to take it there, and we 
have no colliers and could then hire none. I did not 
predict war, but I did predict what we would wake up to 
in ease of war.” 

These remarks of Mr. Shaw have caused considerable 
comment in Tokio, the cable despatches say. Unfortu- 
nately, it is quite likely they will cause far more com- 
ment there than in the United States, where such 
revelational and prophetic utterances are most needed. 
We are ready to believe, though we say it with regret, 
that Mr. Shaw’s remarks went into one ear of the Amer- 
ican people and out of the other. While perhaps some 
will. question the wisdom of a man formerly occupying 
high public position who expresses views that may pro- 
voke resentment and engender ill feeling in a foreign 
country, it should always be borne in mind that warnings 
of the few Americans who are awake to our ostrichlike 
attitude of confidence in all that pertains to Pacific coast 
defenses often take on a striking rhetorical tone because 
the speakers believe that that is the only way in which 
to make the public in the United States listen. A calm, 
dispassionate appeal for the recognition of our needs in 
matters dealing with our naval policy in the Pacific would 
fall upon deaf ears, or would be met with a silly flood 
of protests from peace societies. Many of our public men 
realize this, and they can scarcely be blamed if their re- 
marks frequently are pitched in a key of sharpness and 
asperity because of their understanding of this dangerous 
national indifference. 
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Canada’s land defenses are to be reorganized. Across 
the St. Lawrence from Montreal, near the entrance to 
Victoria Bridge, barracks and.forts will be erected and 
a force of between 700 and 800 men will be permanently 
employed. It is said that the Council has decided upon 
the complete re-establishment and re-equipment of the 
militia and that the permanent corps shall be greatly 
strengthened. 


THE PRESIDENT ON NAVAL PERSONNEL. 


A message from President Taft:on the proposed Naval 


Personnel measure was sent to Congress on Feb. 26. We 
give the message in full: 
To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

I wish to bring to the attention of the Congress the 
urgent need of legislation for the improvement of the per- 
sonnel of the Navy. ; 

I am strongly of the opinion that the future of our 
Navy will be seriously compromised unless the ages of 
our senior officers are materially reduced, and opportu- 
nity is given thereby for experience and training for 
battleship and fleet commands. Under our present system 
the average age of captains is 55 years and of rear 
admirals 60% years. This is the direct result of an 
absurd system which allows nearly all officers, provided 
they retain their health, to pass through the various 
grades and retire as rear admirals. The greater number 
of our older commanding officers have had inadequate ex- 
perience in command. Experience in command of a large 
vessel in the battle fleet is essential to the command of 
a division or squadron of the fleet, and preliminary train- 
ing in flag officers’ duties is necessary before succeeding 
to the chief command of a fleet. We are now training 
officers in command of battleships and armored cruisers, 
many of whom cannot serve as flag officers on account 
of their short time on the active list after reaching that 
grade. 

The line of the Navy is in an abnormal condition, the 
result of past legislation. There is still a “slump” in 
the flag and command grades, there is a great deficiency 
of officers of suitable ages for the intermediate grades, 
there is the beginning of a new “hump” in the lower 
grades, and the total of all the grades is very considerably 
short of the requirements of the Service. The Congress, 
in 1903, authorized an increase in the number of mid- 
shipmen at the Naval Academy, without increasing corre- 
spondingly the grades of officers, and the result is now 
a large “hump” near the bottom of the list, due to the 
large classes graduated since that date. Unless legisla- 
tion relieves the situation, these young officers will have 
little promotion for many years to come. From now on, 
about 160 officers per year will enter the junior lieu- 
tenants’ grade, and, under existing law, but forty a year 
will be promoted out of it; so that that grade will 
increase out of proportion to the others. 

The following table shows the ages of the oldest and 
youngest and the average ages of the flag officers of 
different grades and captains in the English, French, 
German, Italian, Austrian and United States navies at 
the present time:

The averages of rear admirals of different countries, 
about Jan. 1, 1910, were thus as follows: Japanese, 50 
years; German, 51 years; English, 52 years: Austrian, 
AD years: Italian, 56 years; French, 59 years; American, 
60.5 years. The effect of the proposed measure would 
be to promote our officers to the grade of rear admiral 
at an average age of 54 to 55, and to make the average 
of all the rear admirals about 58. 

The average ages of captains about Jan. 1, 1910, were, 
from the same table, as follows: English, 44 years; Ger- 
man, 45 years: Japanese, 45 years; Austrian, 50 years; 
Italian, 51 years; French. 54 years; American, 55 years. 

The effect of the proposed measure would be to pro- 
mote officers to the grade of captain at an average age 
of 46 to 47, and to make the average age of all the 
captains about 50. The ages for rear admirals and 
captains produced by the proposed measure are not young 
enough, in my opinion, for the arduous duties of the 
modern vessels of war and for the best success in a fleet 
engagement should war come, but they are a decided 
improvement. To reduce the ages stil] further would not 
increase the cost: but, for other reasons, I am unwilling 
to advocate any further reduction at the present time. 

The creating of higher ranking flag officers is a mili- 
tary necessity. Through custom and tradition, at a time 
when the Service was small, grades higher than that of 
rear admiral were regarded as rewards of merit for ex- 
ceptional war service. The size of the fleet now demands 
two grades above that of rear admiral, which still would 
not compare with the grades to be found in foreign 
services. The customary naval grades are admiral of 
the fleet (grand admiral), admiral, vice admiral, rear 
admiral. Foreign fleets are commanded by admirals and 
vice admirals. In international council, or in combined 
operations, the American admiral, whatever the impor- 
tance of his command, must assume the junior position 
Tn our Atlantic Fleet there are now four rear admirals. 
There should be an admiral in command, a vice admiral 
for the second squadron and a rear admiral for each of 
the other two divisions. 

Considerations of proper military efficiency, as well as 
a due sense of national dignity and self-respect. as be- 
fitting this great ration, urge that the existing situation 
shall cease. The Secretarv of the Navy has prepared a 
tentative bill for reorganizing the personnel of the Navy, 
which is at the disposition of the Congress should it be 
desired. This proposed plan for relief meets with my 
hearty approval. 

OUTLINE OF PROPOSED MEASURE. 

The personnel of officers and men is based on the 
tonnage of effective ships. Increases or decreases of ships, 
due to authorization by Congress or to sale or other 
disposal, will increase or decrease the personnel in a fixed 


proportion. In time, though, the increases in new tonnage 
will be offset by old ships struck from the list. Adequate 
provisions are, made to guard against sudden fluctuations 
in the personnel. The ratio provided is 100 men and

five line officers and midshipmen for everv 2,000 tons of 
shins, including shins authorized and building, the prin- 
ciple being followed that it takes as long to train the 
midshipmen and enlist and train the men as it does to 


build the ships. With 1,200,000 tons of ships, as now 
authorized, the ultimate personnel would reach 3,000 line 
officers and midshipmen and 60,000 enlisted men, but 
under the measure as drawn the full authorized strength 
of officers and men cannot be reached for a number of 
years to come, nor in any case except with the approval 
of the Congress year by year, 

The officers, as now, are to be drawn from the Naval 
Academy, with certain additions from the ranks, as 
authorized by existing law; but it is not proposed to 
increase the present size of the Naval Academy classes, 
and it is estimated that under present conditions it will 
take about eight years for the full strength of officers to 
be reached. As regards the men, the present authorized 
strength is 44,500. The current estimates provide for 
47,500, which estimates are not to be altered. In future 
years, if approved by the Congress, the number can be 
brought up graduaily to the proportion required for the 
actual ships, the present measure not authorizing any 
increase. After the grades of officers assume the fixed 
proportions set for them there will be an excess in the 
upper grades due to promotion for length of service, 

Each July 1 a board of high ranking officers recom- 
mends suilicient retirements to reduce such excess. The 
rate of pay for such retired officers will depend on length 
of service. After eighteen years they would get about 
one-fourth pay, after twenty years about one-third pay, 
after twenty-four years about one-half pay, and after 
thirty years three-fourths pay. The method of retirement 
is an important part of the proposed plan. At present 
too many officers reach the highest grade and retire with 
the rank of senior rear admiral, without adequate return 
to the Government. The present personnel law of 1899 
has been in operation eleven years. In that time 304 
officers have retired from age, length of service or by 
operation of the law. In the next eleven years, if the 
proposed measure becomes operative, there will be about 
138 retirements from the same causes, at a cost of less 
than one-half of the former 304. 

The lengths of service proposed for line officers in the 
various grades will bring promotion, at the latest, at 
the ages set forth following: Age at entry, 18 years; 
ensign, 22 years; lieutenant (junior grade), 25 years; 
lieutenant, 28 years; lieutenant commander, 36 years; 
commander, 42 years: captain, 47 years; rear admiral, 
55 years. The Staff Corps are put on the same basis as 
the line, as nearly as the requirements of the different 
corps will permit. 

EXPENSE OF PROPOSED MEASURE. 

In drawing up the measure which I have approved 
a prime consideration was that there was to be no imme- 
diate increase in expense, nor, except for authorized 


increases in ships, any eventual increase. On the basis 
of tonnage, any increase in both officers and men must 
be authorized each year by Congress when it authorizes 
ships. The saving in this measure is principally in the 
retired list of the line. Under the present law, and that 
which preceded it, most retirements were from the higher 
grades at the higher rates of pay. Under the proposed 
plan, with the exception of the captains already due for 
promotion to the grade of rear admiral, no increase of 
rank is allowed on retirement, and retirements will be 
distributed along the grades at rates of pay which depend 
on length of service. 

Finally, I wish to emphasize to the Congress that this 
measure is intended primarily to reduce the ages of the 
officers in the senior grades of the line of the Navy and 
to secure more efficient captains and flag officers. Inci- 
dentally it is intended to increase the efficiency of the 
Staff Corps by providing some measure of compulsory 
retirement for them and some increases which are neces- 
sary. While it might be possible to include improvement 
in some other minor details of the line and Staff Corps, 
these matters are not directly concerned with improving 
the military efficiency of the fleet, and I deem it best not 
to complicate the desired improvement by introducing 
them at this time. 

The wisdom of Congress, urged by the overwhelming 
voice of the people of qur country, has provided us with 
ships of the best quality. It is necessary that our per- 
sonnel of officers match these superb vessels if the Navy 
is to be at the efficiency which is vitally necessary for its 
chief purpose and only reason for existence. I earnestly 
urge upon the Congress the passage of suitable personnel 


legislation.

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SECRETARY MEYER CROSS-EXAMINED. 

In his supplementary hearing before the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, Feb. 17, the Secretary of the 
Navy called attention to the fact that in the dockyards of 
England and Germany the natural divisions of hull and 
machinery are adhered to almost universally. It is so in 
American shipyards, “and yet in the navy yard reorgani- 
zation scheme put into effect by Mr. Newberry the naval 
constructor was given work that is not entrusted to him 
in outside establishments.” Referring to the Newport News 
Shipbuilding Company and the Cramps, Mr. Meyer said: 
“At both establishments the naval architect is purely and 
simply a hull designer whose duties, training and, ap- 
parently, inclination tend to make him indifferent to 
administering the work of the shop.” Mr. Meyer argued 
that it was cheaper to repair and refit a large vessel by 
contract and that we should follow the policy of England, 
which is to build up private yards as a splendid national 
asset. The necessity for military control in government 
yards, which require first of all the highest military 
efficiency, does not apply to private establishments or- 
ganized for profit. 

Mr. Loud remarked that we have too many yards 
already, and that to carry a lot of private yards would in- 
crease them, Mr. Meyer held, on the contrary, that it would 
tend to the abolition of some of the government yards. 
Ordinary repair work could be better done in a navy yard, 
but if a vessel is to be practically reconstructed it should 
go to a private yard, where the work would be done 
systematically and promptly, instead of intermittently, 
as at a government yard. 

Chief Constructor Capps came in for some sharp 
criticism by the Secretary, who characterized his inquiry 
into the expenditures uf steam engineering as an assump- 
tion of authority for which there is no justification. The 
explanations of the naval constructor at League Island 
were misleading. An expenditure of $3,000 on the fire 
protector system recommended by the constructor was 
saved by the expenditure by the civil engineer of $73 for 
adapters. The Secretary said: 

“It is not correct to say, as stated by Mr. Capps, that 
‘under present conditions one bureau has definite and full 
responsibility for the installation of the system (of 
auxiliary machinery) as a whole.” This is not true of 
any material part of a ship, its machinery or battery, 
since no ‘system as a whole’ is completely designed, fur- 
nished and installed by one bureau.” The entire responsi- 
bility of electric installation on the Kearsarge and Ken- 
tucky was not, as Mr. Capps stated, with the Bureau of 
Construction. The work was done by the General Electric 
Company, and a former line officer of the Navy chad a 
considerable share in it. In fact, the electric equipment 
has been brought to its present state by line officers. Mr. 
Meyer said: ‘A 

“If we count the experience of the line officers gained 
by operating the machinery in the ship while the con- 
structor is pursuing an advanced theoretical course, the 
constructor has not as good an equipment for design as 
the line officer. In neither Great Britain, Italy, France 
nor Germany do the constructors have anything to do with 
design or cognizance of any auxiliary or electrical 
machinery. The French navy dropped from second to 
fifth place among the nations, and its condition is a cause 
of grave concern to its government and people. This con- 
dition, it is generally conceded, is directly caused by the 
exclusion of seagoing officers from any participation in 
the preparation of their fleet for war. I hold—and ex- 
perience has demonstrated the fact—that the alternation 
of sea and shore duty produces the very best designers of 
machinery. This was fully exemplified in the cruise of 
the Battleship Fleet around the world, which nowhere 
provoked such unstinted praise of both design and opera- 
tion of the machinery as it did in the Mediterranean, 
where the fleet met the vessels of Great Britain, France 
and Italy. The papers of these countries were unstinted 
in praise of our machinery. It is not beyond our concep- 
tion that the day may come when all our machinery—the 
main as well as the auxiliary—will be electrically driven. 
It would be the height of folly to put the main engines 
under the cognizance of a bureau whose sole concern 
with them is their installation only; and yet there would 
be just as good reason for doing this in the case of the 
main engines as of the auxiliaries. If there is time for 
the constructor to devote so much attention to engineer- 
ing, there is only one conclusion—that there are tvo 
many constructors.” 

The Secretary explained that the Sperry Board was 
not appointed in any spirit of hostility to the Newberry 
plan. If Mr. Newberry had remained in office he would 
have had to appoint a similar board to reconcile the 
conflicting instructions in the new Naval Regulations 
which were issued two days after he left office, when he 
was in no position to appreciate the confusion he had 
created. 

Mr. Hobson, of the committee, used his expert knowl- 
edge to subject the Secretary to a severe cross-examination 
as to his plans. As a result, the ex-naval constructor 
expressed himself as on the whole in hearty sympathy 
with the Meyer plan, but, he asked, “Is the personnel 
that is now in charge of the work concerning these hull 
accessories that are transferred from the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair to the Bureau of Steam Engineering 
competent to accomplish the work efficiently ? 

“Secretary Meyer: I think there is no doubt of it. 
The Engineering Bureau now has the greatest amount 
and variety of machinery, and they will have no difficulty 
in taking care of the simple auxiliary machines which 
are to be transferred from Construction and Repair. The 
greatest amount of auxiliaries will come from Equipment, 
and will be under the same line officers who are now 
handling them in the Engineering Bureau under Cone. 

“Mr. Hobson: These earnest and zealous young 
officers, who are willing to tackle the universe, are willing 
to grapple with it, if you put it on them. But the ques- 
tion is, when you come down to recommending to us in 
this measure, what things you hold to as being funda- 
mental to promote your plan. 

“Secretary Meyer: I was in doubt myself in the begin- 
ning, and took the best expert information that I could 
get, and I studied the matter, and I became satisfied. 

“Mr. Hobson: Pardon me an interruption there: did 
you consult with the Chief of the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair? 

“Secretary Meyer: Not personally on taking away the 
little he loses, but I got his views in writing, and I also 
asked him to look into and report to me as to navy yard 
organization in England and Germany. 

“Mr. Hobson: Have you gone into the present qualifi- 
cations of the personne] of the two corps as to electrical 
appliances and auxiliary? 

“Secretary Meyer: As regards electrical appliances, 
yes; as regards auxiliary, it seems to me that a bureau 

' 


that can handle the machinery plant of a ship can handle 
without difficulty the steering and anchor engines, which 
are insignificant in power and quite simple compared to 
the other machinery. 

“Mr. Hobson: It resolves itself into this: Shall one 
bureau be reduced in its manufacturing operations when 
there is no evidence of inefficiency, and another bureau 
be given between two and three million dollars of an in- 
crease of manufacturing operations when it has not made 
any preparation for adding suddenly that responsibility? 

“Secretary Meyer: It is not a question of manufactur- 
ing operations. They buy these things. 

“Mr. Hobson: But two and a half to three millions of 
dollars that would be expended if this were carried out 
would be in the hands of men who had not been doing 
that work and who have only been put on notice for a 


. few months to get ready to do it. 


“Secretary Meyer: ‘The identical men will continue to 
do the electrical work, and the total increase of other 
work (from C. and R.) amounts to only $275,000. And 
those men have to do that work when they are at sea. 

“Mr. Hobson: Would you, then, advise making a test 
of your system, allowing an important part of the sug 
gested system to go into operation without adequate 
preparation of the personnel, and would that reaily be ea 
fair test. if a year from then these inexperienced officers 
had made a failure, or had made errors? 

“Secretary Meyer: I cannot agree with you that the 
officers are inexperienced in the auxiliary engines. They 
have more experience with them than the man who has 
been putting them in. What I hold to is the endeavor 
to get everything that is moving machinery or engine 
motive power into one bureau, the Bureau of Engineer- 
ing, where it logically belongs. 

“Mr. Hobson: If you will permit me there, suppose 
you do? Let us assume you do, and that it would be 
wise to do it, for the sake of stopping any further argu- 
ment, ought you to do it all at once? 

“Secretary Meyer: Not if they are not equipped to do 
it, but I believe they are; it is in line with their experi- 
ence and work. 

“Mr. Hobson: Increasing almost fifty per cent. of the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering, and doing it in that class 
of work they have not heen doing, and taking it away 
from another bureau that has been doing it, the first year 
you put that plan into operation? 

“Secretary Meyer: As I understand it, the auxiliary 
machines taken away from the Construction Bureau only 
involve $275,000. The principal electrical work they 
have not had; it is in the Equipment Bureau, under line 
Officers. 

“Mr. Hobson: But they have installed it? 

“Secretary Meyer: They have installed their own 
auxiliaries, but the Mquipment had their own to install, 
too. 

“Mr. Hobson: They go along to the dynamo, and the 
moment you leave the dynamo and generate the elec- 
tricity Construction has taken it up and taken it to every 
part of the sbip. 

“Secretary Meyer: They will still do most of that, I 
believe, all that is hull work, as they will for Ordnance 
In fact, their position as regards hull will be strengthened, 
and there will be !ess complication. 

“Mr Hobson: Ordnance never drills a hole in the ship 
except with Construction, and the running of those con- 
duits, the installation, practically the whole thing. It 
might have been paid under certain other appropriations, 
but if you forbid them to go ahead and take part in this 
installation [I do not see, myself, just where it will come 
to. I do not see how the Engineer people can go and run 
over the Constructor’s work, his deck and his holes and 
his beams, or bore holes there and take that out of his 
hands.”

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CIVIL WAR VOLUNTEERS RETIRED LIST. 

The subcommittee of the Senate Military Committee, 
Senators Warren, du Pont, Dick, Foster and Frazier, 
Feb. 19 gave a hearing on the bill (S. 4183) to create 
a Civil War Volunteer officers’ retired list. The argument 
on behalf of the bill was made by General Nettleton, 
who cited Sec. 5, Act of July 22, 1861, which provides 
that Volunteers shall in all respects be placed on the 
same footing as to pay and allowances as similar corps 
of the Regular Army. Genera] Nettleton said, in part: 
“These pledges were accepted at par by the states, and 
by them published to their citizens as a sure guaranty of 
a square deal if they enlisted. No surviving Civil War 
Volunteer officer criticises the liberal reward of genuine 
Civil War service extended to officers of the Regular 
Army and Navy by the successive acts of Congress cited 
herein. ‘The policy is both just and expedient. The 
American people are now simply asked, in pursuance of 
the same policy of equity and forethoughtful expediency, 
to see that there shall be no indefensible and humiliating 
discrimination maintained against Union Volunteer 
officers who rendered Civil War service precisely iden- 
tical in merit, danger and duration. It is our observation 
that the Warner-Townsend bill has the approval of fair- 
minded officers of the Regular Army and Navy who have 
acquainted themselves with its nature and purpose. The 
experience of common and equal service in the campaigns 
and battles of the Civil War uprooted the former spirit 
of caste and prejudice as between Regulars and Volun- 
teers, and substituted a good understanding and spirit 
of comradeship, which still exist. 

“Every year Congress unanimously votes large appro- 
priations for retired pay of officers and men of the Army 
and Navy, and for retired judges, every line of which 
illustrates the application of this rule and practice. On 
May 15, 1828, forty-five years after the close of the 
Revolutionary War, Congress, representing the genera- 
tion that followed and enjoyed the first-fruits of that 
historic conflict, made provision for the old age of the 
survivors of the patriot army. This legislation, which in 
effect provided a retired list for the survivors of Washing- 
ton’s Army, was especially advocated by Daniel Webster, 
passed by a Congress containing such statesmen as 
Calhoun, Van Buren, William H. Harrison, Benton, 
Everett, Silas Wright, Seymour, Clay and Randolph, and 
was approved by Fresident John Quincy Adams. Making 
due allowance for difference in circumstances then and 
now, it is believed that the action of our Government in 
1828-1832 should at this time have all the force that can 
ever be given a valid precedent. Washington’s surviving 
officers based their request for retired pay on service 
rendered, results accomplished and unfulfilled agreements 
of the Government. Lincoln’s surviving officers base their 
present request on a like foundation. On March 3, 1905, 
Congress by unanimous vote selected two then surviving 
Volunteer officers of Civil] War service, who had been 
forty years in civil life, Generals Hawley and Osterhaus, 
and caused them to be placed on the retired list of the 
Regular Army, with the retired pay of brigadier generals. 
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This action could have but one justifiable meaning and 
motive, namely, that the Government thus admitted its 
honorable obligation to legislate in recognition of the 
— and merit of aged Civil War Volunteer officers as 
such. 

“That public sentiment throughout the country now 
unmistakably favors our cause is shown by the fact that 
the legislatures of the ten great states of New York, 
Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, Maine, Wisconsin, 
Kansas, Wyoming and Colorado have unanimously ap- 
proved the enactment of such a measure, and requested 
the Senators and Representatives from those states to 
support it with their votes in Congress. No state legisla- 
ture has declined to take similar action. Also, the files 
of Congress contain the petitions of many thousands of 
taxpaying citizens and of organizations representing large 
numbers of surviving enlisted men of the Union Army 
asking that the pending legislation be passed. The nation 
evidently wishes this thing done. We believe Congress 
will regard that wish.” 

The speaker showed that up to a recent date 617 
Regular Army officers had been given the benefit of in- 
creased rank and pay upon retirement simply for war 
service which the Volunteers had rendered in equal or 
greater measure. “A man who served even one day as 
officer or enlisted man, as Volunteer or Regular, in the 
Civil War, and never heard a hostile shot fired, and subse- 
quently during the forty years of virtual peace reached 
the rank of colonel in the Regular Army, is entitled to 
be retired at the age of sixty-two as a brigadier general,” 
General Nettleton said. “We who request this legislation 
have an average age of between seventy and eighty years, 
We cannot obtain a reprieve under nature’s death sen- 
tence. We have already waited until of the 131 major 
generals of Volunteers commissioned by President Lincoln 
for Civil War service only two survive; of the 446 
brigadier generals, less than a score are now living, and 
ef the 3,930 colonels of regiments 199 are left. The 
thinning of ranks in the junior grades would be in pro- 
portion, except for their lower average age. The present 
average age is approximately 72% years. About one- 
third of the heneficiaries are below seventy. 

“Senator Warner: Who are the two surviving major 
generals? 

“General Nettleton: Gen. Grenville M. Dodge and 
General Stahel, of New York city. 

“Senator Warner: Does not General Sickles come in 
there? . 

“General Nettleton: General Sickles is on the retired 
list as a major general of the Regular Army.” 


MEMORIAL WINDOW AT WEST POINT. 


The final award for the design of the memorial window 
for the new cadet chapel at West Point was made on 
Sunday, Feb. 20, 1910, by a jury of selection comprising 
the committee in charge together with the following archi- 
tects, who were invited to serve as advisory members: 
Mr. C. Howard Walker, Boston, Mass.; Mr. Charles C. 
Haight, New York city; Mr. Milton B. Medary, jr., 
Philadelphia, Pa. Mr. Frank Miles Day, of Philadel- 
phia, originally associated in this work, was in Europe 
on the occasion of the final judgment. 

It is not too much to say that this exhibition of de- 
signs for a church window has not been surpassed, if 
equaled, in interest, importance and beauty of result by 
any that has taken place in America. The firms sub- 
mitting designs represented the leading glass workers 
both in America and England and comprise the follow- 
ing, of which Nos. 2, 3, 10 and 11 are English: 1, The 
Willet Stained Glass and Decorating Co.; 2, Heaton, 
Butler and Bayne; 3, Clayton and Bell; 4, The Gorham 
Co.; 5, Tiffany Studios; 6, D’Ascenzo Studios; 7, Alfred 
Godwin; 8, Walter Janes Studios; 9, Church Glass and 
— Co.; 10, Kempe and Co.; 11, Bromsgrove 
xuild. 

‘hese firms all manifested an intense interest in the 
project aud devoted a very great amount of time and 
study to the production of their best work. ‘Lheir efforts 
in this regard were the more remarkable since the com- 
petition was not paid, and the gratuitous work required 
involved not only the time of their best designers, but 
a large outlay in preparation of the beautiful samples 
in window glass of portions of the designs submitted. 
Nearly all of these specimens of glass work were con- 
siderable in amount and beautiful in execution. So in- 
teresting and important has the competition been re- 
garded by outsiders that the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts has asked permission to exhibit the designs under 
its auspices and at its expense. he premiated design is 
esteemed to be of extraordinary beauty and the architec- 
tural experts are of the opinion that it will constitute 
a work of the very tirst quality and unexcelled in 
America. 

‘Three designs were, after exhaustive study, selected as 
pre-eminent. They were those of the Willet Stained 
Glass and Decorating Co., of Pittsburgh, Pa.; Clayton 
and Bell, London, England, and Heaton, Butler and 
Bayne, London, England. Of these, the first was ad- 
judged decidedly superior, while the other two were 
awarded honorable mention. While all three designs are 
of exceeding beauty, the premiated design combines with 
pre-eminence in this regard a high devotional sentiment 
with a most happy expression of the militant feeling 
appropriate to this memorial and its peculiar significance. 
This sentiment has been expressed in a composition which 
is remarkable for its unity as a whole, while exhibiting 
independent interest and significance in its different parts. 
The artist has presented the leading figures of sufficient 
scale to ensure their individuality, but at the same time 
not so large as to injure the general harmony of color 
and composition. The predellas or small groups beneath 
the leading figures were treated with the same care in 
composition and individual beauty and are wonderfully 
happy in their expression of the spirit of the institution 
and its ideals. ‘The extreme richness of the glass and the 
color scheme cannot be expressed in words, but must be 
seen in the glass itself in order to be appreciated. 

The artist says, in his thesis: “Our aim and purpose 
in designing this window, dominating in its importance 
and influence upon the beholder, has been to design a 
memorial that shall teach a great spiritual truth, empha- 
sizing, by scenes of Biblical and accepted church history, 
‘The Genius of West Point’ through the heroes of the Old 
and New ‘Testament. A note of victory rings true 
through the entire composition. The victory over sin 
and self. That is only possible through belief in Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God and Captain of our salvation. 
In designing a window of such large proportion, in such 
a building and for such a purpose, the temptation is 
great to make some heroic subject that would command 
attention by its very size and prominence, but we have 
refused to yield to what would prove an architectural

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SLANDERERS OF 'THE NAVY ANSWERED. 


The Denver (Colo.) Post has chosen the Army and 
Navy as a subject for a series of sensational articles, 
which have naturally produced much irritation among the 
officers and men stationed in that city. Some of the en- 
listed men have devoted their time to making effective 
answers; so effective, indeed, that the Post does not 
venture to publish them, acting upon the principle of the 
judge who, after listening to one side of a case, refused 
to hear the other, on the ground that he had made up his 
mind and it would only confuse him to hear anything 
more. Like all writers of his class, the Denver sensa- 
tionalist characterizes ignorance as independence, and 
consigns all who write with intelligence on Service mat- 
ters and speak from experience as slaves of the “System.” 
What a wonderful fascination, by the way, this designa- 
tion, “The System,” has for these howling dervishes of 
the sensational press. They use it, apparently, because 
they find it as potent in exciting the unthinking to 
hysterics as the cry “witch” was in the days of Cotton 
Mather. Any paper that respects itself should be m 
better business. 

The character of the misrepresentations of the Post is 
indicated by its inquiry, “Why is it that a stringent rule 
is necessary to keep officers from quitting the Service 
even after they have been graduated from Annapolis and 
West Point?’ ‘To officers who know so well that there 
is no rule compelling them to remain in the Service, and 
that they can resign any day they please, to the great 
satisfaction of those who would thus secure promotion, 
this is ignorance as assinine as that of the man who 
would inquire, “Why is the moon made of green cheese?” 

That the other statements of our Denver contemporary 
are equally wide of the mark is shown by the replies to 
them we have received from those whose communications 
answering the slanders of the Post have found their way 
into its waste-basket. Among its statements are those 
to the effect: : 

That enlisted men are obliged to sneak into 
uniform to protect themselves against “the contempt in 
which the uniform is so evidently held by the people,” a 
statement which answers itself by those who have seen 
how our sailors ashore are welcomed and petted in a city 
like New York, supposed by those who do not know to be 
the headquarters of snobbery. Replying to this, Hospital 
Steward P. V. ‘Tuttle, U.S.N., says: 

“How absurd! Enlisted men never sneak, for it is not 
necessary in the Navy. Navy Regulations permit enlisted 
men to wear civilian clothes while off duty. They are 
now worn to and from shore stations, receiving ships, 
station ships and by the crews of cruising vessels. The 
principal reason that prevents the keeping of a civilian 
wardrobe on shipboard is that a vessel with a complement 
of from 800 to 1,000 men, fitted for sea, can hardly afford 
space for as many trunks. Average intelligence should 
make this explanation unnecessary.” 

In reply to the statement, “Hardly a day passes with- 
out an insult to the uniform,” he says: “Extremely 
exaggerated. The uniform is very rarely insulted, and 
when it is insulted the ignoramus guilty of the discourtesy 
is usually treated as he deserves to be; and, again, the 
person who is uncivilized enough to exhibit a marked 
display of ignorance is either after cheap notoriety, at 
perhaps a penny or so a line, or he is generally the pro- 
prietor of a resort where only a few, who have managed 
to escape the ‘weeding out’ process, seek admission.” 

“Sailors do not enjoy the social standing of the 
worker,” says the Post. He replies: “In refuting this 
falsehood it seems pertinent to draw from my own experi- 
ence. I have attended dress balls in New York, Boston, 
San Francisco, Seattle, our insular possessions and in 
many foreign lands. The admiral of the fleet or captain 
of a ship leads the grand march. I have danced with 
ladies of governors’ families, officers’ families and ladies 
from the best families in society. I have worn the Navy 
uniform for eight years, and have never had the slightest 
aspersion cast on my uniform or character, nor have I 
ever been present at such an occurrence, with one excep- 
tion, when a slightly intoxicated man was unfortunate 
enough to forget himself. This man was punished by his 
commanding officer and ostracized by his shipmates. * * * 

“To state that enlisted men are barred from hotels and 
cafés that serve officers is but another falsehood. I have 
dined in the Hotel Coronado, at Coronado Beach, in the 
Same café and at a table opposite the commander-in-chief 
of the Pacific Fleet; in the Hotel Titchfield, in Jamaica, 
with my own commanding officer; in the Potter Hotel, 
at Santa Barbara; in the Alexander Young Hotel, at 
Honolulu, and I might name scores of others. Officers 
have invariably been present, and I have never received 











even a snobbish glance, but very often a pleasant 
word. * * # 

“While I have studied social problems quite extensively 
in my own and native lands, 1 do not feel prepared to 
comment on conditions outside of my own experience, 
which constitutes service as bookkeeper in a wholesale 
house, stenographer, general clerking, etc., where I slaved 
for ten hours a day. Servility did exist there, but I have 
never experienced it in the Navy. The Navy maintains 
no special door for employees; in most hotels the guests 
come in by the main entrance, the employees via the cellar 
route. Yet officers and men of the Navy use the same 
boats, and when ceremonies are dispensed with and at 
navy yards the admiral and lamplighter use the same 
gangway. 

“Individuality exists in civil life, in a way, and so it 
does in the Navy. The difference, apparently in favor of 
the Navy, is that discipline for the sake of discipline does 
not exist; that it does exist only because of the results 
which it assures; that the disciplinary creed is one which 
few men would be the worse for following, as it teaches 
the exercise of an attitude of respectful deference toward 
superiors, courtesy toward equals and kindly firmness 
toward subordinates. The influences met with in the 
naval Service are salutary, and that the wholesome, clean- 
minded young man will not find it a barrier to his ad- 
vancement toward the highest type of manhood. 

“That the discipline necessary to mold each man into 
a fragmentary part of the maritime fighting machine 
eradicates all traces of individuality is no more true of 
the Navy than it is of any other force of organized labor. 
Each man is a multitude in himself, and a healthy disci- 
pline serves only to check his natural marauding pro- 
pensities and teach him control of self. I can mention 
instances where enlisted men of the Navy have pursued 
the study of law and medicine while in the Service, and 
are now doing excellent work in their chosen professions 
alongside collegians. I know one man who pursued his 
course in theolozy while attached to one of the battleships 
in Philippine waters and was shortly after his discharge 
ordained a divine in one of the larger cities of the Middle 
West. In science we have many Service representatives ; 
some of the brightest minds in the medical profession are 
on the Army and Navy lists. A number of Navy men 
have made themselves world-famous in the sphere 
(perhaps I should say squared circle) of pugilism, and 
if the Post desires any wider divergences of individual 
development T am at a loss how it may be satisfied. 

“As to the salute, the recruit is taught that it is not 
the man, but the uniform worn by him that is saluted: 
that the uniform preseribed by law is the substance and 
the individual who wears it the shadow. but as his knowl- 
edge of life broadens he learns that the wearers of the 
uniform are rarely other than the type of men to whom 


‘he is happy to pay every mark of respect in his power, 


and that by honoring them he also honors himself.” 

In a letter addressed to the Post, R. T. Ostrander, 
electrician second class. U.S.N., said: 

“The article to which I take exception infers that the 
Government does not ‘afford fine opportunity for educa- 
tion, travel and advancement for young men in the Navy.’ 
I have served in the Navy for six years. I entered with- 
out a trade of any kind, but to-day I firmly believe that 
I am competent enough to work in civil life with any 
electrician and earn four or four and one-half dollars 
per day. At present Uncle Sam pays me $51 per month, 
not to mention medical attendance, subsistence, death 
benefit, retirement. ete., and out of my pay necessary 
clothing costs me less than $50 per annum. Does your 
writer think that I would leave my position for one in 
civil life paying less than $150 per month? Show me the 
day worker than can save nine-tenths of his salary, some- 
thing that any bluejacket can do. So much for education 
and advancement. As for travel, I have seen parts of 
Europe, Asia, Africa, both coasts of North America and 
been ‘around the worid’ once, and if the number of miles 
traveled by water alone were placed in a straight line on 
the equator I would have been around the world six 
times. That much to enlighten your writer on travel. 

“As for ‘discrimination against the uniform in public 
places.’ you will find that the discriminator is, without 
exception, some ignorant body who thinks that the sailor 
of to-day is the same kind of man that manned the wooden 
ships a hundred years ago. The crews then, history 
states, were made of a different type of men than to-day, 
the present day bluejacket being a selection from the 
flower of manhood comprising the citizens of our cities 
and country. The sailor has had a bad name long enough, 
and he has done wonders to outlive it, but it is extremely 
difficult, in the face of such articles as your paper of the 
18th contained. 

“My uniform has never received an insult. and if it 
had the offender would have cause to remember it. As 
for social standing, my social standing has not deteriorated 
in the least since I donned the uniform of my country. 
A sailor is allowed to wear civilian’s clothing while on 
shore if he pleases, and can keep it on board shiv if 
he has the necessary accommodations. In regard to 
saluting, go aboard any man-of-war and see for yourself 
how often it is done. Very little, except when an officer 
is addressed, when the salute is returned in the same 
spirit as given. Only a wooden-headed construction would 
make the salute appear as it does in the article ques- 
tioned, for any man is taught that he does not salute the 
person, but the position, in the same sense as we salute 
the flag of our country.”

DIVISION OF MILITIA AFFAIRS, W.D. 


The publication, “American Campaigns,” by Major M. 
F. Steele, U.S.A., may be procured upon proper requisi- 
tion as a charge against the allotment to the state. No 
further gratuitous issue of “Sherrill’s Military Map 
Reading,” “Studies in Minor Tactics,” “Problems in 
Minor Tactics,” parts I. to VII., with 2-inch map of Fort 
Leavenworth, Kas., will be made, but the following 
pamphlets are in course of preparation, and will be issued 
gratuitously to combatant officers: “Study in Camp 
Sanitation,” by Major E, L. Munson, M.C., ,and Capt. 
LeRoy Eltinge, 15th Cav.; “Patrols, Advance and Rear 
Guards and Outposts,” by Major J. F. Morrison, General 
Staff Corps: “Estimating Tactical Situations and Com- 
posing Field Orders,” by Capt. R. S. Fitch, 2d Cav. 

The request for a detail of Regular troops to attend 
militia camp of the state of Connecticut, to be held July 
11-23, 1910, was refused, in view of the expense involved 
and the policy of the Department not to send troops to 
state encampments during the year when camps of in- 
struction for Regulars and Militia are held by the De- 
partment. 

A change of date, from August to July, for maneuvers 
to be held at Leon Springs, Tex., suggested by the Chief, 
Division of Militia Affairs, in view of the fact that Texas 
authorities desire that state troops attend camp from 
July 16 to 19, is disapproved, as it is desired that the 





22d Infantry (which will not return from Alaska until the 
latter part of July) take part in the maneuvers, and one 
of the two states invited to participate has already sig- 
nified its satisfaction with the month of August. A 
change of date, from September to July or August, for 
maneuvers to be held at. Fort Benjamin Harrison, recom- 
mended by the A.G. of Indiana on account of the fact 
that it is difficult for men to leave their business in Sep- 
tember, and that attendance at camp would be twenty- 
five per cent. greater if maneuvers were held in July or 
August, is also disapproved, in view of the fact that such 
change would be detrimental to the interests of the Regu- 
lar Service, and would necessitate a great many changes 
in the proposed scheme for camps in 1910. 

Retired officers on college duty are not required by 
the Government to be mounted, but Cavalry and Field 
Artillery officers on the active list below the grade of 
major on such duty are required to be mounted. 


LETTERS OF GENERAL SHERMAN. 


There was no more fascinating personality connected 
with the Civil War period than that of Gen. William 
Tecumseh Sherman, and it is a great privilege to get 
those glimpses of it in the intimacy of home relations 
which are afforded by “The Home Letters of General 
Sherman,” edited by M. A. DeWolfe Howe and published 
by Charles Scribner’s Sons, New York. 

General Sherman wrote his memoirs in 1875 and re- 
vised them ten years later, and nearly twenty years after 
a liberal part of the lifelong correspondence between 
the General and his brother, the Hon. John Skerman, was 
published (190). The batch of correspondence from 
which this latest interesting volume is made up is the 
last considerable collection of General Sherman’s writings 
left of which the public will perhaps come to have any 
knowledge. Not all of these letters are to his wife, such 
as the one to Thomas Ewing, jr., which is dated May 23, 
1861, at St. Louis, Mo., where Sherman was president of 
the St. Louis Street Railway Company, and which brings 
us down to the war period. In this letter he writes: “I 
am satisfied with Mr. Lincoln’s policy, but I do not like 
that of the Blairs. I know Frank Blair openly declares 
war on slavery. I say the time is not yet come to destroy 
slavery, but it may be to circumscribe it. We have not 
in America the number of inhabitants to replace the 
slaves, nor have we the national wealth to transport 
them to other lands. The Constitution has given the 
owners certain rights which I should be loath to disturb.” 
Writing to the same person on June 3, 1861, Sherman 
revealed his far-sightedness, which it is unfortunate was 
not a gift of other public men much nearer Washington. 
He wrote: “After all, the Mississippi River is the hardest 
and most important task of the war, and I know of no 
one competent, unless it be McClellan. But as soon as 
real war begins new men, heretofore unheard of, will 
emerge from obscurity, equal to any occasion. Only I 
think it is to be a long war—very long—much longer 
than any politician thinks.’ ‘That Sherman knew the 
task ahead of Lincoln is shown by his expression of regret 
that the President did not make his first call for volun- 
teers for three hundred thousand, instead of seventy-five 
thousand. 

Ordered first to inspection duty in and about Washing- 
ton, Sherman found himself, June 30, 1861, in command 
of the 3d Brigade of the 1st Division of the Army, about 
to set forth cn the march which ended so disastrously at 
Bull Run. In a letter describing to his wife the battle 
of Bull Run, Sherman writes: “I had read of retreats 
before, have seen the noise and confusion of crowds of 
men at fires and shipwrecks, but nothing like this. It 
was as disgraceful as words can portray, but I doubt if 
the volunteers from any quarter would do better. Each 
private thinks for himself. If he wants to go for water, 
he asks leave of no one. If he thinks right, he takes the 
oats and corn, and even burns the house of the enemy. 
McDowell aud all the generals tried their best to stop 
these disorders. but for us to say we commanded that 
Army is no such thing. They did as they pleased.’ 

Telling of the battle of Shiloh, he thus writes, under 
date of Camp Shiloh, April 11, 1862: “Well, we have had 
a big battle where they shot real bullets and I am safe, 
except a buckshot wound in the hand and a bruised 
shoulder from a spent ball. The first horse I rode was 
one I captured from the enemy soon after I got here, a 
beautiful sorrel mare, fleet as a deer, and very easy in 
her movements, to which I had become much attached. 
She was first wounded and then shot dead under me. 
This occurred Sunday,when the firing on both sides was 
terrific, and I had no time to save saddle, holsters or 
valise. I took the horse of my aid, McCoy, till it was 
shot, when I took my doctor’s horse and that was shot. 
My camp was in advance of all the others and we caught 
the first thunder, and they captured all our tents, and two 
horses of mine hitched to the trees near my tent were 
killed, so 1 am completely unhorsed. The first man 
killed in battle was my orderly close to my side, a young, 
handsome, faithful soldier, who carried his carbine, ever 
ready to defend me. His name was Holliday, and the 
shot that killed him was meant for me.” 

Sherman’s confidence in Grant was born early, and he 
soon shows his resentment at the abuse of Grant. In a 
letter from Shiloh, dated April 24, he says: “The hue 
and cry against Grant about surprise is wrong. I was 
not surprised and I was in advance. Prentiss was not 
covered by me, and I don’t believe he was surprised; 
although he is now a prisoner and cannot be heard. It 
is outrageous for the cowardly newsmongers thus to de- 
fame men whose lives are exposed. The real truth is, the 
private soldiers in battle leave their ranks, run away and 
then raise these false issues. The political leaders dare 
not lay the blame where it belongs. They. like the Volun- 
teer officers. are afraid of the men, but I will speak the 
truth, and I believe still there are honest men enough to 
believe me. In the 302 dead and 1,200 wounded of my 
division there was not a bayonet or knife wound. and the 
story of the men being bayoneted in their tents is a pure 
lie, and even admitting that officers and men had not 
dressed at 734 a.m. I say they deserved it. Reveille is 
at 514. They should have dressed then. and if they were 
too lazy to get up and dress before 7% they deserve to 
be bayoneted.” Sherman’s resentment against those 
who blamed Grant for the loss of life at Shiloh broke 
forth three days later in a letter to his father-in-law, 
Thomas Ewing. “We all knew,” he wrote, “we were 
assembling a vast army for an aggressive purpose. The 
President knew it, Halleck knew it and the whole country 
knew it, and the attempt to throw blame on Grant is 
villainous. The fact is, if newspapers are to be our 
government I confess I would prefer Bragg, Beauregard 
or anybody as my ruler.” $ 

How near the North came to losing the services of 
Grant is revealed in Sherman’s letter, dated June 6, 1862, 
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in which he again protested against the abuse of Grant, 
which had wrought up that usually imperturbable man to 
a point where he sought refuge from the calumny of the 
press. “Grant had made up his mind to go home; I tried 
to dissuade him, but so fixed was he in his purpose that 
I thought his mind was made up and asked for his escort 
a company of 4th Illinois. But-last night I got a note 
from him saying he would stay. His case is a goo 

illustration of my meaning.” ‘Then follows this estimate 
of Grant: “He [Grant] is not a brilliant man and has 
himself thoughtlessly used the press to give him éclat in 
Illinois, but he is a good and brave soldier, tried for his 
years; is sober, very industrious and as kind as a child. 
Yet he has been held up as careless, criminal, a drunkard, 
tyrant and everything horrible.” 

Sherman’s experience as a teacher in the South before 
the war had so instilled in him the belief of an irre- 
pressible conflict between slave and master that he could 
not easily understand how the slave could be freed, as he 
shows in his letter of date of July 31, 1862, only half a 
year before the Emancipation Proclamation: “As to 
freeing the negroes, I don’t think the time is come yet. 
When negroes are liberated either they or masters must 
perish. They cannot exist together, except in their pres- 
ent relation, and to expect negroes to change from slaves 
to masters without one of those horrible convulsions 
which at times startle the world is absurd.” ; 

Even his own state of Ohio he did not spare in de- 
nouncing the greed of Northern traders, as in his letter 
July 31, 1862, written from Memphis: “The South was 
nearly out of bacon and salt meat, but the desire of our 
people to trade soon supplied this. Cincinnati has sent 
enough salt to supply all their Army for six months. In 
like manner the Jews and speculators have sent in enough 
gold to get all the cartridges necessary. Of course, our 
lives are nothing in the seales of profit with our commer- 
cial people.” Still further disclosing the greed of the 
Northern traders, he writes this under date of Aug. 10: 
“J find more tronble in combating the North, whose 
merchants and traders think they have a right to make 
money out of the present state of things, and Memphis 
was on my arrival fast becoming a depot of supplies for 
the hostile Army in the interior.” : 

That Sherman had reason for being disgusted with the 
Volunteer Service is seen in the letter from Memphis of 
Aug. 20, 1862. in which he speaks of the newspaper 
allegation that he had said he did not want cowards from 
the hospital in his Army. “TI said.” he wrote, “that the 
sanitary committee had carried off thousands who were 
not sick, except of the war, but the real sick receive from 
me all possible care. Our surgeon has a very bad way 
of getting rid of sick instead of taking care of them in 
their regiments. and once in the general hospitals they 
rarely return. ‘This eause nearly defeated us at Shiloh, 
when 57.000 men were absent from their regiments with- 
out leave. McClellan has 75.000 ahsent from his Army.” 

Reading his letter of May 6, 1863, from Grand Gulf, 
Miss., any Southerner, we believe, would acquit Sherman 
of having had any conscious part in the burning of 
Columbia, §.C.. or in any other wanton destruction of 
property. Under date of May 6, 1863, he wrote of the 
destruction wrought on a fine plantation in the path of 
the Army, and added: “It is done, of course, by the 
eursed stragglers, who won't fight, but hang behind and 
disgrace our cause and country. Of course, devastation 
marked the whole path of the Army, and T know all the 
principal officers detest the infamous practice as much as 
I do. T expect and do take corn, bacon. ham, mules and 
everything to support an army, and don’t object much to 
the using of fences for firewood, but this universal de- 
structicn of private property is not justified in war.” 

Here is General Sherman’s opinion of the women of 
the South as given to a woman of the North, his wife. in 
a letter from Vicksburg. a few days before its surrender: 
“T doubt if history affords a paralled to the deep and 
bitter enmity of the women of the South. No one sees 
them and hears them but must feel the intensity of their 
hate. Not a man is seen: nothing but women, with 
houses plundered, fields open to the cattle and horses, 
pickets lounging on the very porch and desolation sown 
broadcast, servants all gone, and women and children 
bred in Inxury, beantiful and accomplished, begging with 
one breath for the soldiers’ rations and in another pray- 
ing that the Almighty or Joe Johnston will come and kill 
ns as the desnoilers of their homes and all that is sacred. 
Why canuot they Jook back to the day and the hour when 
I, a stranger in Louisiana, begged and implored them 
to pause in their career, that secession was death, was 
everything fatal, and that their seizure of the public 
arsenals was an insult that the most abject nation must 
resent. or pass down to future ages an object of pity and 
scorn?” 

Here is an analysis of Grant that is worth reading 
the whole book to come unon: “MeClernand could not let 
his mind get beyond the limits of his vision, and therefore 
all was hriliiant about him and dark and _ suspicious 
beyond. My style is the reverse. I am somewhat blind 
to what occurs near me, but have a clear conception of 
things and events remote. Grant possesses the happy 
medium, and it is for this reason T admire him. T have 
a much auicker perception of things than he. but he 
balances the present and the remote so evenly that results 
follow in natural course.” This estimating of the worth 
of 2 man by the ability of getting the proper perspective 
on the near and the remote we do not recall having seen 
before in any hook.

A STRANGE NATTICAL ILLUSION. 

In the pilot chart of the North Atlantie Ocean for the 
month of February, 1910, published by the U.S. Hydro- 
graphic Office, is an interesting article which gives dis- 
proof of the existence of Reed, or Redfield, Rocks in the 
Pacific Ocean. “For fifty years mariners continued to 
believe. or to be unable to disbelieve.” says the article, 
“in the existence of dangerous rocks in the Pacific Ocean 
in a position about 700 miles westward of San Francisco. 
In 1850 Captain Reed. of the brig Emma, reported that 
he had seen two rocks, measuring from 600 to 900 feet 
long and from 250 to 400 feet broad, and having a depth 
of about three fathoms of water over them, in latitude 
37° 24’ N. and longitude 137° 22’ W. of Greenwich: 
and in 1851 a report came from the U.S. sloon-of-war 
Falmouth confirming the existence of rocks in this geo- 
graphical position. Captain Redfield, of the whaler 
Susan Abigail, also reported in 1856 that he had dis- 
covered some rocks with abont ten feet of water over 
them, in a geographical position eleven miles to the 
northward of the geographical position stated bv Captain 
Reed: anil in 1866 rocks were again said to have been 
seen by Captain Cave, whose report assigned to them a 
position one mile to the northward and five miles to the 
eastward of the geographical position agreed upon bv the 
eriginal authorities. Commander Franklin, of the U.S.S. 





"Mohican, reported, in 1870, that the office of the harbor 


master at Honolulu contained records showing that the 
ships Kuttosoff and Eliza Kimball had found these rocks, 
which by that time had come to be known as Reed, or 
Redfield, Rocks, and that the latter ship had anchored 
in five fathoms of water there and described three of the 
rocks as extending considerably above the surface of the 
water.’ 

The article, which was written by Mr. G. W. Little- 
ton, hydrographic engineer, details the efforts made by 
the U.S.S. Kearsarge, Marcy, Hassler and Narragansett 
to locate the rocks, between 1870 and 1875, but without 
avail. In 1888 the master of the ship British Yeoman 
reported that he had seen these rocks in passing them, 
and in 1889 the master of the schooner Una reported that 
he had observed a peaked rock standing four feet above 
the surface of the sea in latitude 37° 24’ N. and longi- 
tude 137° 26’ W., saying: “There is not any room for 
doubt as to this being a rock, but the position may vary 
a little on account of the sights not being extra good.” 

The article also says, in part: “The whole question was 
finally set at rest in the early part of the year 1901, 
when the U.S.S. Wheeling, under instructions prepared 
by the Hydrographic Office, searched the area marked out 
by assigning extreme errors of + or — 60’ in longitude 
and + or — 40’ in latitude to the average of the reported‘ 
geographical positions, by sounding down to the bottom of 
the ocean at intervals so closely spaced that no formation 
composed of the materials which constitute the earth’s 
crust and shaped with sufficient strength to resist crush- 
ing under its own weight and the weight of the superin- 
cumbent body of water could rise from a depth of 2,600 
to 3,000 fathoms to the surface of the ocean in the inter- 
val between any two of the sounding stations. The 
soundings that were taken demonstrate that there is 
no submarine mountain culminating near the surface of 
the sea in this region, and shows with equal force that 
there never were any rocks here nor any shoal upon 
which a vessel could have anchored. This is not a local- 
ity in which the floating things of the ocean are apt to 
collect, and it will, perhaps, ever remain a mystery as 
to what misleading appearances of the surface of the 
sea could haye given rise to the reports which caused the 
representation for fifty years in the charts of all the 
great maritime nations of a dangerous feature which had 
no real existence.”

REGIS DE TROBRIAND. 


Among the foreigners who reached high rank in the 
Civil War on the Northern side was the Count Regis 
de Trobriand, of France, who was breveted a major 
general of Volunteers for “highly meritorious conduct in 
the campaign terminating with the surrender of General 
Lee,’ having previously held the rank of colonel and 
brigadier general of Volunteers. His “life” and memoirs, 
from the pen of his daughter, Mrs. Charles Alfred Post, 
has just come from the press of E. P. Dutton and Com- 
pany, New York. The count, then a baron, was visiting 
New York in 1842 when he met Miss Mary Mason Jones. 
A year later he married her in Paris. The early part of 
their married life was spent in Venice on account of the 
interest of the baron in the cause of the French royalist 
pretender, the Count of Chambord. In 1854 M. de 
Trobriand came to the United States to stay, and from 
that year until the outbreak of the Civil War he was 
a contributor to the Courier des Etats-Unis, of that 
city, making the acquaintance thus of all the literary 
lights of the time. On July 21, 1861, de Trobriand was 
elected colonel of the 55th New York Volunteers, known 
as the French regiment, and from that time till 1879 he 
remained continuously in the active military service of 
the United States, with the exception of an interval of 
a few months between his Volunteer and Regular service. 
After being mustered out of the Volunteers in January, 
1866, he entered the Regular Army as colonel of the 31st 
U.S. Infantry July 28, 1866: was breveted brigadier 
general March 2, 1867, for gallant and meritorious serv- 
ice during the war, and was retired in 1879, dying in 
1897 at the age of eighty-one. He took part in the 
Peninsula campaign in Virginia in 1862, and later in that 
year his regiment was consolidated with the 38th 
New York under his command, and fought at Fredericks- 
burg and  Chancellorsville. Colonel de Trobriand 
commanded a brigade at Gettysburg, where he lost 
half his men in front of the wheat field. He became 
a brigadier general of Volunteers in January, 1864, and 
was assigned to the unwelcome duty in war time of 
commanding the military forces in and around New York. 
General Meade soon asked to have him sent to the Army 
of the Potomac, with which he served at Petersburg and 
until the end at Appomattox. His appointment to a 
coloneley in the Regular Army after the war was deemed 
a high compliment, in view of the large number of Volun- 
teer officers who desired such appointment and the small 
number of regiments in the Regular Establishment. The 
most stirring event of his life after the war was when 
he arrested the Louisiana legislature in January, 1875. 
For this act he was bitterly criticised. but the official 
records show that he merely obeyed the orders of his 
superior officer, Gen. William H. Emory, commander of 
the Department of the Gulf.‘ Two rival Governors 
claimed authority, and when a Federal judge declared 
William Pitt Kellogg lawfully elected the latter asked 
for Federal troops to prevent disorder. Rival legislatures 
were also sitting, and it was the one considered illegally 
elected that General Emory directed General de Tro- 
briand to arrest. Luckily for his reputation, the latter 
did not take any action until he had requested more 
specific orders from General Emory. These were so ex- 
plicit that he could do nothing but send his soldiers to 
the legislative hall. 

General de Trobriand was a courageous, chivalrous and 
high idealed soldier, bringing to his duty a devotion to 
the best traditions of the martial side of his native coun- 
try. He was a graceful and captivating writer, and a 
gentleman who is held in the pleasantest memory by the 
officers of the Federal Army who met him intimately in 
the Civil War. This man. who led his men so bravely in 
the bloody fields in Virginia, was an amateur painter of 
much talent, which might have made him famous in the 
sphere of art if he had not had a roving and adventurous 
spirit. We know of no painter who ever_rose to so high 
a rank in war as did he. Much of this book is made un 
of letters written in French of the purest and often of 
the liveliest style. It is unfortunate that their length 
did not permit a translation of them to annear annexed. 
General de Trobriand was a gentleman by birth. a soldier 
by profession and a scholar..bv preference, reviving the 
traditions of the War of the Revolution, when so many 
representatives of the old noblesse of France fought with 
us for our independence. 

The description of the last meeting between .General 





de Trobriand and General Sherman makes one of the 
most interesting parts ef this well printed volume, for 
the characteristics of the latter are described with all the 
brightness and sparkle with which a clever woman can 
illuminate a narrative. Mrs. Post tells us that General 
Sherman was a brilliant talker, and his mind was so filled 
with reminiscences of events which never will see the 
records of history that as the two generals exchanged 
ee the listeners in the family sat entranced for 
ours. 

In 1881 General de Trobriand felt the depressing effect 
of watching the Army dwindle away, and, in writing to 
General Davout, Duke of Auerstaedt, from New Orleans 
in June, 1881, said: “Why remain in a service under 
conditions existing in time of peace in our tiny Army 
where the general officers have only fictitious commands 
and where the colonels themselves can die of old age 
without having had the chance of commanding in 9 
battalion drill? The bloody troubles in Louisiana in 1874 
were necessary to place under my command for several] 
months twenty-two companies, just the number of regi- 
ments composing the division which I commanded when 
General Lee surrendered.” The foreigners who reached 
the rank of major general of Volunteers during the Civil 
War were Sigel, Stahel, Schurz and Osterhaus. Besides 
de Trobriand, the following reached the rank of brigadier 
general of Volunteers: Corcoran, Blenker, Schaeff, Von 
Steinwehr, Meagher, Asboth, Bohlen, Salomon, Ferrero, 
Cluseret (afterward Secretary of War for the Paris 
Commune), Schimmelfennig, Krzyzanowski, Stolbraud. 


HINTS AS TO ELIMINATION. 


To THe Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

Within the last few months I have read many articles 
concerning the stagnation of promotion in our Army and 
the remedies suggested for it. I have not yet seen any 
remedy offered that did not favor some and work hard- 
ships upon others. It is needless to go into details con- 
cerning “elimination by selection,” “elimination by age 
in grade,” ete., because they have all been thoroughly 
discussed in your columns. If something really must be 
done, I would propose using elimination in two cases and 
retirement in one. This method, I believe, if conscien- 
tiously carried out, would work injustice and hardship 
upon none, but it would do away with much of our 
present political pull and favoritism. 

An examination is prescribed for entrance into our 
commissioned Service and one for promotion from one 
grade to the next. As long as we propose to do this, why 
not treat every man the same? Let one examining board 
be appointed in each arm of the Service for the examina- 
tion of applicants for commissions and applicants for 
promotion. Send all men before the same board. Let 
them all comply with the same requirements; and in 
every case let the decision of the board be final as to 
whether or not the candidate shall be commissioned or 
promoted, This is the great place to look after elimina- 
tion. Why is it not better to eliminate here than to 
require some good. efficient officer of twenty or twenty- 
five years’ service to he retired on the “undesirable” list 
for the purpose of stimulating promotion for his juniors, 
some of whom were never able to even pass the entrance 
examination? 

Our present court-martial is nothing but a red-taped 
farce. A general court is usually composed of thirteen 
officers. who take their oath to find according to the evi- 
dence produced. Why not trust to their judgment and 
finding? Surely if they are not to be trusted they are 
not competent to sit upon the court. At present we 
cannot say that the sentence of the court prevails in the 
majority of cases. If an accused officer has any political 
influence he immediately “gets busy,” and explains his 
dilemma to a Senator or a Representative. How many 
of these sentences of “dismissal” by the court, when 
promulgated in orders, are not commuted to a reduction 
of from five to fifty files in lineal rank? Is that justice? 
Why not accept the decision of the thirteen officers on 
the court, sworn to do their duty, and eliminate the un- 
desirable, instead of making the court a mere figurehead 
and allowing the opinion of one man, not sworn in the 
case, to outweigh that of the thirteen? 

The general idea of retirement and promotion that I 
would propose is about the same as the present system, 
including retirement for injuries in line of duty and per- 
mitting retirement after thirty years of service: but 
reducing the age of compulsory retirement to sixty, or as 
much sooner as the officer may have completed thirty-five 
years of commissioned service. All promotions to be 
strictly by seniority in grade, except general officers to 
be selected from the grades of colonel, lieutenant colonel 
and major. 

This system of retirement after thirty-five years of 
commissioned service probably would not promote some 
as fast as they would like, but it does give every officer 
an opportunity to pass from the lowest to the highest 
grades in less than thirty-five years. I believe nearly 
any officer would rather remain two or three years longer 
in the lieutenant grades, and know that when his time 
comes he will have an equal chance at the best positions. 
than to flourish for ten or fifteen years in the lower 
grades. then to be thrown out on practically nothing 
when he is too old to begin life anew.

While the war office of anv government is not compelled 
to. do. this, it would be helnful to those desiring informa- 
tion to know the origin of the data, and encourage the 
furnishing of accurate and reliable data and information 
by investigators which might otherwise be withheld. 
Anvone who has done hard and conscientious work, gone 
to the expense of elaborate experimentation, without hope 
of any great financial return, would appreciate depart- 
mental courtesy, and be grateful for any credit that might 
be given him in obtaining facts that were beneficial to 
mankind.

If the free, untrammeled life of the man of commerce 
is to be the model in contrast to the “degenerating in- 
fluence of military training,” then Congress should hasten 
to enact into law the bill for the amelioration of the 
condition of the American seamen (S. 6155), as the 
petition presented to the Senate by Mr. La Follette from 
the seamen of the United States reveals a situation which, 
if not overdrawn, is not gratifying to those who have 
seen the steady advance in the environment of our blue- 
jackets. ‘This petition sets forth that “the seamen stand 
in the same relation to the vessel as the serf did to the 
estate, as the slave to the master.” The object of the 
pill is to “abolish the involuntary servitude imposed upon 
seamen in the merchant marine in the United States 
while in foreign ports and the involuntary servitude im- 
posed upon seamen of the merchant marine of foreign 
countties while in the ports of the United States.” The 
petition gives a number of reasons why the American boy 
does not go *to sea, which include the small and often 
unsanitary living space on board ship, the signing away 
of wages, ete. Bills of fare enjoyed by seamen of other 
nations are given and other data. It is desired by the 
seamen that the laws of the United States be so amended 
that forecastles shall be sanitary, that crimping shall 
cease, that seamen shall be paid on demand in any port 
of call and on discharge a reasonable percentage of wages 
earned; that standards of skill for “ordinary seamen,” 
“able seamen” and “firemen” shall be established; that 
imprisonment for violation of civil contract shall not 
be visited on seamen, and that American merchant ves- 
sels shall be obliged, in some measure, to train American 
boys in practical seamanship. The condemnation of the 
existing system does not apply to the domestic shipping 
trade of the United States. In our issue of Dec. 25, 
1909, page 469, we told of a mass meeting of protest held 
in New York city, at which were denounced the methods 
of certain mission societies in encouraging crimping, or 
the decoying of men on board ships in need of hands. 
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A court of inquiry, consisting of Rear Admirals Albert 
S. Baker and Charles H. Davis, U.S.N., and Major Gen. 
Charles Heywood, U.S.M.C., will meet at the Washington 
Navy Yard Monday, March 7, to determine the facts and 
responsibility in a personal controversy that has arisen 
between Major Gen. G. F. Elliott and Col. C. H. 
Lauchheimer, Adjutant and Inspector, U.S.M.C. The 
origin of the difficulty is not generally known, but is sup- 
posed to have been a difference of opinion as to the use 
of language in an official report. In consequence of re- 
marks made by Colone] Lauchheimer, General Elliott 
suspended him for five days, and this the former resented 
in a way that led to the demand for the court. It is 
understood that Colonel Lauchheimer, because of the 
obloquy that might be cast upon the corps, protested 
against the court. Secretary Meyer has ordered that the 
proceedings before the court be conducted with closed 
doors. It is stated on good authority that General Elliott 
protested to Secretary Meyer against closing the doors of 
the court, but the Secretary adhered to his original order 
and declined to make any change in the conditions of the 
precept for the inquiry. Rear Admiral Marix and Lieut. 
Comdr. Ridley MclI.ean have been designated to act as 
counsel for Colonel Lauchheimer, and Major Henry 
Leonard and an officer yet to be selected will act for 
General Elliott. 
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In the loss of the Navy tug Nina, Shipping Illustrated, 
of New York, sees a reason why the Navy Regulations 
shonld be amended so as to provide “against the possi- 
bility of a repetition of such a disaster. Many vessels 
of less size than the Nina sail the oceans in safety, but 
the unfortunate tug had wooden deckhouses, low freeboard 
and inadequate protection for heavy navigation. She 
doubtless dived in a head sea once too often, and took 
another over her rail at the same time which finished her. 
The chief boatswain evidently thought it his duty, having 
been ordered to take his eraft to Boston, to get her there, 
and, without exercising the discretion which must always 
he reposed in a shipmaster, kept on until it was too late.’ 
We are at a loss to understand how our marine contem- 
porary can find in this accident a necessity for revising 
the Regulaticns, if it is true, as it says, that the disaster 
was due to the neglect of the officer in charge to exercise 
the diseretion which is reposed in him, as in every other 
shipmaster. There is no provision in the Regulations 
directing a shipmaster to put his ship in jeopardy, and 
that is precisely what the effect would be of any provision 
taking from the master of a ship the right to decide that 
the elements were too strong for his vessel and that he 
should make for port. 
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Secretary of War Dickinson March 2 sent to Congress 
the report of the Board of Review of Army Engineers, 
recommending a 35-foot channel for the Delaware River 
from Allegheny avenue, Philadelphia, to the Delaware 
Zay. ‘The proposed channel, 35 feet deep by S800 feet 
wide, with a width of 1,000 to 1,200 feet at the bends, 
will cost $10,920,900, with an estimated cost for main- 
tenance of $300,000 annually. In his report of the Board 
of Eneineers endorsing the recommendations of the dis- 
trict Kngineer, Major Herbert Deakyne, Col. William 
T. Roselle says: “It seems evident from the information 
now available that the channel dimensions of the present 
project are insufficient to meet the demands of the grow- 
ing commerce of Philadelphia and vicinity. It is believed 
that the depth of thirty-five feet now proposed will be 
utilized by the time it can be made available.” In his 
endorsement of the report, General Marshall, Chief of 
Engineers, says: “J am of the opinion that the cost of 
the maintenance, both during the execution of the work 
and after the 35-foot channel is secured, has been under- 
estimated: therefore liberal appropriations will be neces- 
sary to ensure sa-isfactory progress.” 
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Calling the testimony of Chief Constructor Capps in 
opposition to the naval reform movement “insubordinately 
offensive,” and referring to his warning that in case of 
war the yards would be left unofficered because of the 
need of the officers at sea, the Marine Journal says: 
“The United States Navy has a reserve line force superior 
to that of any other naval Power in the world. The list 
of retired rear admirals of from sixty-two to seventy 
years of age is large enough to meet the demands of all 
shore duty that might possibly occur—men of eminen¢ 








ability ; and, while not constructors in name, can through 
their practical and technical education and experience 
tell an assistant constructor if necessary how to go about 
any job that is necessary in construction and repair of 
vessels during war or any time, and see that it is done 
promptly, economically and shipshape. No better reserve 
could be imagined on which to draw in case of emergency. 
There can be no question about the capacity of the line, 
either active or retired, to take permanent and continuous 
charge of navy yard administration.” , 
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Surgeon General] Stokes delivered Wednesday, March 2, 
before the Society of the Alumni of Bellevue Hospital, 
New York city, the occasion being the 203d meeting of the 
society, which was held at the Yale Club, an interesting 
paper on “Some Surgical Aspects of Filiariasis.” The 
paper was illustrated with many very instructive stere- 
opticon pictures from  misroscopic photographs, The 
cases described by Dr. Stokes were those that have come 
under his observation in the Service. He was in New 
York several days, and while there inspected the Naval 
Hospital and other parts of the Navy medical system. 
This is in line with the Surgeon General’s purpose to 
promote as completely as practicable a progressive plan 
for placing every part of the medical service in the very 
best possible condition. 
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Judge Lewis in the Federal Court at Denver, Colo., 
on March 3, in the suit of widow Carley for $5,000 
damages from former Adjutant General Bell for the 
killing of her husband, John Carley, during some labor 
troubles said: “T find not one particle of evidence to show 
that Sherman Bell is guilty of having wantonly and mali- 
ciously been responsible for the death of John Carley. 
General Bell went to Dunnvile under orders from the 
governor of Colorado to break up a force of armed men 
whom he believed to be in insurrection against the Gov- 
ernment. His information proved correct, for his force 
was fired upon by the men gathered at Dunnville. In 
the return fire one of the men was killed. General Bell 
was acting entirely within his rights and is not respon- 
sible for the death of John Carley, a man whom he did 
not even know. I order a verdict for the defendant.” 
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The recent convention of the Nationa] Guard Associa- 
tion of New York, at Albany, offered an excellent oppor- 
tunity for the exchange of views between officers of the 
Army and National Guard on national and state legisla- 
tion relating to the military service. In addition to the 
papers read before the convention, noted in our issue of 
Feb. 26, page 748, Col. Charles W. Larned, U.S.A., on 
duty at West Point, made an interesting address on the 
general topics of war and national defense, which we 
shall refer to another week. Capt. F. W. Lewis, 29th 
U.S. Inf., senior assistant to Colonel Larned, has been 
giving instruction in problem work to the commissioned 
officers of the Guard for some time past, and has met 
with a most cordial reception, while the officers have 
taken hold of the problems enthusiastically. 
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In a talk before the Milwaukee Press Club, March 2, 
Lieut. Gen. Arthur MacArthur, U.S.A., retired, urged 
his newspaper hearers to inaugurate a movement for 
the establishment of mobilization depots in various 
centers of population in which to store arms and equip- 
ment for 250,000 men, to be used when emergency arose. 
The General spoke on the subject of the war correspond- 
ent and the work of newspapers in time of war, and re- 
ferring to the Russo-Japanese War, declared that all in- 
dications pointed to the fact that the intervention of the 
United States leading to the Portsmouth Conference 
was not spontaneous, as generally supposed, but a clever 
diplomatic move on the part of the Japanese. The bill 
now before Congress to loan arms to rifle clubs and 
school cadets could be so amended as to be auxiliary to 
the plan proposed by General MacArthur. 
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Navy officers who desire to enter the School of Marine 
Ingineering at Annapolis will be required to make appli- 
cation for detail to this duty by Aug. 15, 1910. The 
school, according to current reports, is making excellent 
progress in its work. There are now nine student officers 
there. Under the regulations but ten officers of the line 
may be detailed for instruction at the school. These 
stuRent officers will continue there for another year, to 
finish their studies. Officers who desire permanent duty 
tas designing engineers will also be required to file applica- 
tion for detail by Aug. 15. Officers will be selected for 
permanent engineering duty at the rate of about two per 
annum, and not over twenty will be detailed to this 
special duty at one time. Those taken after 1912 must 
be graduates of the School of Marine Engineering. 
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The Army Appropriation bill is being held up in con- 
ference by the Senate amendment for promotion of five 
brigadier generals to the rank of major general. Said 
one House conferee: “We will never agree as long as 
this provision is in the bill. One of the generals was in 
West Point during the Civil War, while he is supposed to 
be promoted because of war record.” It is stated by a 
member of the House Committee that there is no prospect 
for the passage of legislation giving “advance rank” pay 
for Philippine War officers. This provision in the bill, 
inserted by the Senate, was stricken out in conference. 
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It is expected that the failure of the Senate amend- 
ment to the Army bill legalizing the pay of officers who 
exercised command in higher grades during the Spanish 
War and Philippine Insurrection will result in the 
stoppage of pay to these cases, as was the case a year 
ago when a similar amendment failed of passage on the 
Army bill. There are upward of 150 officers affected 
by this legislation, and in some cases the excess pay 
amounts to several thousand dollars. 














The Senate Commerce Committee on March 3 reported 
a bill providing that submarine bell signals to warn 
vessels from dangerous points during the prevalence of 
fog be established under the supervision and direction of 
the Lighthouse. Board along the coast line of the United 
States and in the waters of the Great Lakes. Practically 
all first class battleships of the United States and many 
gcean Jiners are gow: equipped with apparatus which 


enables them to determine their approximate location by 
receiving from under the water these bell signals sent 
from light vessels, buoys and shore stations. 





The Legislative Appropriation bill, carrying $33,895,- 
765, was reported to the House March 3. The bill is a re- 
duction of $584,124 from the estimates submitted by the 
various departments, and a decrease of $549,754 from 
like appropriations for the current fiscal year. There 
are 14,599 salaries provided for in.the bill, or 112 less 
than for the current year. 
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The old nine p.m. gun at the Norfolk Navy Yard 
boomed the hour Feb. 28 for the first time after 
having been silent for almost a year, and was received 
with an outburst of enthusiasm by the 200,000 people 
who were within hearing distance of it. A great volun- 
teer band, organized for the occasion, serenaded Captain 
Marshall, now commandant of the yard, who ordered 
that the gun mark the hour again. The Norfolk Light 
Artillery Blues fired a salute in his honor, bells rang 
and whistles blew. 
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In the recent civic parade at the Panama Canal cele- 
bration at Tampa, Fla., says a correspondent, “the blue- 
jackets in white mustering suits, from U.S.S. Dubuque 
and Marietta, took the cake, and then the Army. The 
Florida National Guard looked very well also. The 
floats in the parade would have been O.K. if the char- 
acters had been in respective floats, but nearly all of 
Tampa’s floats were devoid of characters. The hotels 
turned people away every hour of the day, the city was 
so crowded.” 
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The Cramps brought suit in the Court of Claims for 
$49,792.66 for extra expense incurred in building the 
U.S.S. Alabama because of delay in the delivery of 
armor. The case was decided against them on the ground 
that they had signed a paper agreeing not to enter suit 
against the Government. In answer, it was shown that 
extras were covered by a separate agreement. The U.S. 
Supreme Court on appeal has reversed the lower court, 
thus opening the way for other suits against the Govern- 
ment.

The Judge Advocate General of the Army has rendered 
an opinion that where the civil authorities asked for the 
custody of an enlisted man sentenced by general court- 
martial to two years’ confinement, and the man was 
required in order to convict several other soldiers impli- 
cated with the prisoner in a burglary, the man can 
be properly given up, and that while held by the civil 
authorities his sentence would run, and at the expiration 
of the military sentence the War Department would have 
no further control of him. 
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The Baltimore Sun informs us that the increase of 
1,000 tons in the battleship, 26,000 to 27,000 tons, in- 
volves an increase in cost of at least $2,000,000 for 
each ship. The Secretary of the Navy, in his hearing 
before the Naval Committee Feb. 26, said the increased 
cost would be only $279,188, due to the increased size 
of the hull alone, and that the additional cost of a 
28,000-ton ship would be only $230,000. The Sun must 
have been getting its figures from the secretary of the 
Peace Society.

The party of officers, consisting of Brig. Gen. William

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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Major Eugene O. Fechét, Signal Corps, U.S.A., who 
retires on March 14, 1910, was born in Michigan March 
14, 1846, and his retirement leaves but two officers on 
the active list with Civil War service dating back to 
1861, viz., Generals Morton and Hodges. When Fort 
Sumpter was fired upon Major Fechét was a boy just 
one month past fifteen. In July he joined a company 
being raised in Port Huron, Mich., by his father, a French 
Emigré who had seen military service in Algiers. This 
company became a part of the 2d Michigan Battery (later 
Battery B, 1st Michigan Light Artillery), and young 
Fechét was mustered into the service of the United States 
at Grand Rapids, Mich., Nov. 26, 1861. At Pittsburg 
Landing April 6, 1862, the battery held an advanced 
position in front of Prentiss’ division and was attacked 
before reveille, and with difficulty escaped capture before 
its enns could be brought into action. The battery was 
heavily enzaged all day holding the “Hornet’s Nest with 
Infantry support, until finally, at the close of the first 
day’s fighting. the small remnant was captured. Young 
Fechét suffered all the privations of Southern prison life 
nntil exchanged in November, 1862. He served with his 
battery in Northern Mississippi in the region of Corinth 
and Iuka and in Tennessee until November, 1863, when 
he re-enlisted as a “veteran volunteer” to serve until the 
war was over. At this time he was first sergeant of 
the battery. although the voungest man In the command. 
April 10, 1864, he was discharged from the Volunteer 
Service by reason of appointment as a cadet at the U.S. 
Military Academy, and _ entered the class of 1864, 
graduating in June. 1868, as second lieutenant, 2d U.S. 
‘Artillery. He served with the first troops that garrisoned 
‘Alaska in the fall of 1868, and afterward had frontier 
service in Arizona. Oregon and Nevada. In 1872 he was 
selected by Gen. W. T. Sherman. commanding the Army. 
to serve as chief signal officer of the Egyptian army, and 
went to Egvpt on a long leave of absence, where he re- 
mained until 1875. He joined his battery at Raleigh, 
N.C.. March. 1875, and, finding the outlook for promotion 
in the Artillery so discouraging. he resigned and went ta 
South America in charge of extensive mining operations 
for the Remington Arms Company. From 1875 to 1898 
he engaged as a mining engineer in South America 
Mexico. Arizona and Nevada. He was appointed U.s 
Consul. 1884, at Paso del Norte (now Juarez), Mexico, 
and U.S. Consnl at Piedras Negras Mex (now C.P. 
Diaz) from 1889 to 1893. On declaration of war with 
Spain he immediately offered his services, and was ap- 
pointed major, Signal Corps, U.S. Volunteers. He was 
on duty in the office of C.S.0.. War Denartment, May, 
1R98, to September. 1901. as disbursing officer. Captain, 
Sienal Corps. Regular Fistablishment, Feb. 2, 1901, and 
maior Aug. 2. 1905. From 1901 to 1903 and 1906 to 
1908 he served in the Philippines as signal officer of mili- 
tary departments, and finally as Chief Signal Officer of 
the Philinpines Division. In November last a letter was 
presented to President Taft. signed by the entire Michigan 
delegation to Congress, urging the appointment of Major 
Fechét as brigadier general in the vacancy nearest to the 
date of his retirement, and several Senators had personal 
interviews with the President, who objected on the ground 
that it would establish a precedent that would give him 
tronble. The argument for the promotion of Major 
Fech¢t was that he is the only remaining officer under the 
rank of brigadier general with 1861 service, and that his 
appointment as a brigadier general would be a just recog- 
nition of his honorable service in two wars, and at the 
same time would in no wise interfere in the slightest 
degree with the promotion of any other officer. 

Lieut. Col. William W. Robinson, jr., QM. Dept., 
U.S.A., promoted colonel Feb. 17, 1910, vice Pullman, 
retired, served in the Civil War from March 17 to June 
30, 1865, as a private in the 7th Wisconsin Infantry. He 
was appointed to the U.S.M.A. July 1. 1865, and upon 
graduation, June 15, 1869, was promoted to the Army as 
a second lieutenant and assigned to the 3d Cavalry. He 
served on the frontier at Fort Selden, N.M., and at other 
posts in Arizona, Wyoming, Dakota and Kansas froin 
Oct. 8, 1869, to Dec. 30, 1890. During this time he took 
part in the Nez Percés expedition in 1877 and the cam- 
paign against the Sioux Indians from November, 1890. 
to Jan. 1, 1891, being engaged in the action at Wounded 
Knee, S.D., Dec. 29, and White Clay Creek, S.D., Dec. 
30, 1890. He was transferred to the 7th Cavalry Jan. 
26, 1876, and remained with that organization until ap- 
pointed 2 captain in the Quartermaster’s Department 
June 1, 1891. Since that time his duties have included 
supervision of construction work at Fort Sam Houston, 
Tex., and Seattle, Wash., and his last assignment was as 
Chief Q.M., Department of the Lakes, with headquarters 
in Chicago, Ill. He was born in Ohio April 21, 1846. 

Col. Leonard A. Lovering, 30th U.S. Inf., who was re- 
tired on Feb. 28, 1910, for disability incident to the 
Service, was born in Vermont Nov. 13. 1854, and is a 
graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1876. After being 
assigned to the 4th Infantry as a second lieutenant, he 
served on the frontier at Forts Fetterman, Sanders, and 
Fred Steele. Wyo., to Aug. 3, 1881, taking part in the 
Ute expedition of 1880. After serving as an assistant 
professor of chemistry at West Point from August, 1881, 
until August, 1885, he was again assigned to frontier duty 
at Fort Omaha, Neb., and Fort Sherman, Idaho, to Aug. 
28. 1888, and served as aide-de-camp to Gen. John 
Gibbon and Gen. T. H. Ruger from September, 1889, 
until August, 1892. He took part in the expedition to 
Cuba in 1898. and was present at the battle of E) Caney 
and the operations ending in the surrender of Santiago. 
He also served in the Philippine campaign as major and 
lieutenant colonel of the 30th U.S. Volunteers. He was 
honorably mustered out of the Volunteer Service in April, 
1991, and was detailed to the Inspector General’s Depart- 
ment in 1903. He was promoted to lieutenant colonel, 
4th Infantry, in 1905, and colonel, 28th Infantry, 
September, 1909. Shortly after he was transferred to 
the 30th Infantry. 

Lieut. Col. Charles Richard, Med. Corps, U.S.A., pro- 
moted colonel Feb. 18, 1910, vice Havard, retired, was 
born in New York Nov. 10, 1854, and was appointed an 
assistant surgeon in the Army June 3, 1879. He reached 
the grade of lieutenant colonel April 10, 1908, and his 
last post of duty was in the Philippines. 

Med. Dir. George E. H. Harmon, U.S.N., who retires 
for age on March 5, 1910, is a native of Maryland, and 
was appointed as assistant surgeon in the Navy in 1873. 
Among other duties he has served on the Franklin. Min- 
nesota, Alert, Michigan, Pensacola, Yorktown, Monon- 
a Amphitrite, Brooklyn, Baltimore, Oregon, and

RECENT DEATHS. . 


Col. Edward Webb Morrill, of Sarasota, Fla., who 
died of an abscess of the stomach on Feb. 13, was born 
in Virginia in 1839, and at the start of the Civi] War 
was an assistant paymaster, U.S.N., and stationed at the 
navy yard, Pensacola, Fla. “Colonel Morrill,” writes a 
correspondent, ‘‘went with the South and served under 
General Lee in the Artillery Corps. After the war he 
took up surveying and civil engineering, and settled in 
Mississippi, at Biloxi. About 1899 or 1900 he moved to 
Florida, and was more familiar at the time of his death 


with the Florida west coast than almost any other man 
living. At the time of his death Colonel] Morrill was a 
deputy U.S. surveyor, was city engineer of Sarasota and 
was the premier insurance agent on the west coast, being 
associated with the best companies of the country and 
Great Britain. On Monday, Feb. 14, the Masons con- 
ducted the funeral services from the house to the grave. 
The Colonel was a typical member of the old before-the- 
war type of Southern gentleman, and was the possessor 
in his younger days of a rather hasty temper, but with 
age it became subdued. He was cordially liked by all 
here in Manatee county, and by all was sincerely 
mourned. He leaves his widow here behind.” 

Sara Mills Kimbrough, the little daughter of Capt. 
and Mrs. J. M. Kimbrough, 6th U.S. Inf., died at Griffin, 
Ga., Feb. 22, 1910. 

Mrs. Benjamin F. Flagler, sister-in-law of the late Gen. 
Daniel W. Flagler, U.S.A., was instantly killed Feb. 25 
when a big touring car in which she was riding was 
struck by a fast New York Central train on the Buffalo 
road, just outside Niagara Falls, N.Y. When struck 
the automobile was tossed to one side and turned com- 
pletely over. Mrs. Flagler never knew what happened. 
Her neck was broken and her body hurled into the ditch. 


Miss Dorothy Davis, daughter of Major Milton F. 
Davis, U.S.A., retired, died at Cornwall-on-the-Hudson, 
N.Y., Feb. 25, 1910. Her death was due to an attack 
of cholera, following scarlet fever and diphtheria. 

Lieut. Col. Bernard Abert Byrne, U.S.A., retired, died 
at San Francisco Feb. 28, 1910, after a lingering illness 
of disease contracted while on duty in the Philippine 
Islands. He was born in 1853, son of Dr. Bernard 
Byrne, Surgeon, U.S.A., and Louisa (Abert) Byrne, was 
educated at Columbia University, and appointed second 
lieutenant, 6th U.S. Infantry, from the District of 
Columbia by President Grant. He was still on duty with 
the 6th Infantry at the outbreak of the Spanish-American 
War, and was one of its officers in the charge on San 
Juan Hill. Later he performed distinguished service in 
the Philippine Islands. He was awarded a medal of 
honor for gallantry at Babong, Negros, P.I., July 19, 
1899, where he twice routed hordes of bandits by leading 
his men up steep mountain paths in the night and attack- 
ing the bandits in their strongholds. He was a member 
of the Sons of the Revolution and the Society of the 
Santiago. He is survived by his wife, a daughter of Col. 
Albert Barnitz, U.S.A., retired, and three children, Albert 
Barnitz Byrne, Bernard Abert Byrne, 3d, and Bertha 
Elizabeth Byrne. 

Mr. Robert F. Martin, father of Major W. F. Martin, 
5th U.S. Inf., died at Zenia, Ohio, Feb. 28, 1910. 


Mr. Edward W. Very, inventor of the Very night 
signal, naval ordnance expert and a graduate of the U.S. 
Naval Academy, class of 1867, and who resigned from the 
Navy in 1885 while holding the rank of lieutenant, died 
in New York city March 1, 1910, after a short illness. 
He was born in Maine in 1845, and was appointed to 
the Naval Academy from Washington Territory in 1863, 
receiving the first appointment ever issued from that 
territory. In the following year he obtained a leave and 
volunteered for active service during the Civil War. He 
was ordered to the steamer Agawam, then at Dutch Gap, 
James River, and later served aboard the Gettysburg in 
the blockade off Wilmington. He returned to the Academy 
in 1864 and was graduated in 1867. In 1869 he was 
commissioned an ensign and in 1871 a lieutenant. After 
years of service in European and Asiatic waters he was 
ordered to ordnance duty at the Washington Navy Yard 
in 1874, and it was there that he first became noted for 
his genius for naval ordnance. He later became attached 
to the U.S. Legation in Paris, his duty being to watch 
the development of ordnance in Europe. He was the ~ 
author of the work “Navies of the World,” published in 
1880. Entrusted with letters to Minister Washburn, he 
entered Paris with Marshal MacEwen at the head of the 
latter’s army in the days of the Commune, following the 
siege of Paris by the Prussians. He had many thrilling 
experiences in the Spanish Commune, and saw consider- 
able fighting during the Shogun wars along the coast of 
Japan. Mr. Very resigned from the Navy in 1885 and 
became a representative of the Hotchkiss Ordnance Com- 
pany of Paris, visiting Turkey, China and other countries 
which were acquiring arsenals. After resigning from the 
Hotchkiss firm he became vice president of the American, 
Ordnance Company, and was successful in obtaining a 
battery of guns from an English firm, forestalling nego- 
tiations which Spain had opened for the same battery 
just previous to the Spanish-American War. Mr. Very 
has recently devoted his time to writing and to his pro- 
fession as a consulting ordnance engineer. 

Mr. Robert Nelson, of the old 13th Infantry, U.S.A., 
who, when seventeen years old, carried the flag over the 
Confederate works at Vicksburg in the Civil War, and 
who is a brother of Major William Nelson, U.S.A., re- 
tired, died recently at La Grange, Mo. The deceased is 
also a brother of Mrs. Mary E. Sans, Des Moines, Iowa, 
and Mrs. John Beckwith, Los Angeles, Cal. 

Mrs. Harriet Pauline Vosburgh, widow of Fletcher 
Vosburgh and daughter of the late Col. Nathan Thayer, 
U.S.V., died at Brooklyn, N.Y., Feb. 24, 1910. Mrs. 
Vosburgh was a member of the board of governors of the

Lieut. Col. Thomas Talbot, commander of the First 
Corps Cadets of Massachusetts, died Feb. 25, 1910, of 
pneumonia, at the house of his sister, Mrs. V. I. Cumnock, 
in New York city. Lieutenant Colonel Talbot was born 
in Billerica Sept. 18, 1866, the son of Thomas Talbot, 
who was Governor of Massachusetts in 1879. He was a 
graduate of Harvard, and enlisted in the First Corps 
Cadets April 11, 1889, and was promoted through all. the 
grades.. When the Spanish War broke out he was given 
a commission of second lieutenant in Company M, 6th 
Massachusetts, U.S.V., and was mustered out Jan. 21, 
1899. He was again elected first lieutenant in the First 
Corps April 11, 1899, and resigned to take a commission 
of captain July 5, the same year, in the 26th Regiment. 
U.S.V., and served in the Philippines until May 1, 1901, 
when he was mustered out. He again went back to the 
First Corps, and was elected captain Dec. 8, 1901, and 
major Jan. 17, 1902. When the late Lieutenant Colonel 
Edmands resigned he was unanimously chosen com- 
mander of the corps on June 22, 1906. Beside the Puritan 
Club, he was a member of the B.A.A., the Country Club, 
of Brookline: the Vesper, Country and Yorick clubs, of 
Lowell, and the New England Kennel Club, of Braintree. 
He belonged to the Order of the Carabao, the Military 
and Naval Order of the Spanish War and the National 
Rifle Association. His remains were buried with military 
honors on March 1, the First Corps of Cadets, under 
Major Franklin L. Joy, acting as escort. The pallbearers 
were Col Daniel Appleton, representing the 7th Regi- 
ment, N.G.S.N.Y.; Col. F. E. Pierce, representing 2d 
Regiment, M.V.M., and a veteran of the Spanish War; 
Col. George H. Priest, representing the 6th Regiment, 
M.V.M., in which Colonel Talbot served in the Spanish 
War; Col. John J. Sullivan, representing the 9th Regi- 
ment, M.V.M. and the Mass. Vol. Militia; Lieut. Col. 
Jesse F. Stevens, representing the First Corps of Cadets 
and the Sons of the Revolution; Major J. W. Hurd, 
U.S.A., representing the Regular Army and the Military 
Order of the Carabao. The honorary pallbearers were 
Major Gen. Curtis Guild, jr., Major Gen. Francis H. 
Appleton, Brig. Gen. James A. Drain, of Washington ; 
Brig. Gen. Charles K. Darling, Brig. Gen. James G 
White, Col. Edward J. Gihon, Lieut. Col. George R. 
Rogers, Lieut. Col. John BH. Spencer, Lieut. Col. George 
H. Doty, Lieut. Col. William A. Hayes, 2d, Major Fred- 
eric A. Washburn, jr., 26th Inf.; Postmaster Edward C.

Charles E. Hatfield, Herbert F. Carter, Frederic Ss.

Rear Admiral James H. Dillaway, ex-commander of 
the Naval Brigade of Massachusetts Naval Militia, died 
at his home in Cambridge, Mass., Feb. 26, 1910. During 
Admiral Dillaway’s connection with the Naval Militia he 
served in every commissioned office since first receiving 
his commission as ensign in Company B on Jan. 31, 
1893, until he was elected Chief of Brigade on Dec. 16, 
1907, to succeed Rear Admiral Buffington. He was 
always an advocate of a permanent ship for the brigade, 
and by his eiforts obtained the Newport and Gloucester 
for summer use, and this winter the Winslow. During 
the Spanish War he served as a Volunteer lieutenant on 
the monitor Lehigh, and later was in command of the 
Seminole. Some three months ago, when obliged to retire 
from the Service on account of health and business, the 
Governor placed him on the retired list with the rank of 
rear admiral. For eight years previous to entering the 
Naval Brigade he served in the 1st Battalion of Cavalry. 
He was a member of many organizations, among them 
being the Sons of the American Revolution, Society of 
Colonial Wars, Naval and Military Order of the Spanish 
War, the Old Guard of Massachusetts, Army and Navy 
clubs of New York and Washington, and the Boston 
City Club. He was also a prominent Mason. The 
funeral took place on March 1. The arrangements al 
the church were under the direction of Colonel Lombard, 
and these officers were pallbearers: Col. Charles C. 
Nutter, C.A.C., representing the Naval and Military 
Order of the Spanish War; Lieut. Col. H. C. Lombard, 
C.A.C., Major Dr. Harry H. Hartung, C.A.C., represent- 
ing Abadour Lodge of Masons; Col, Robert B. Edes, 
M.V.M., retired, representing the Old Guard of Massa- 
chusetts; Capt. David P. Henry, representing the Sons 
of the American Revolution, and Asst.

Charles Poor, jr. 


Mrs. Anna Elizabeth Barrett, widow of Major Clarence 
T. Barrett, U.S.V., and sister of Mrs. Edward B. Hardin, 
wife of Colonel Hardin, U.S.A., retired, died on March 2, 
1910. 

Q.M_ Sergt. George Wehrkamp, U:S.A., retired, died 
Feb. 26, 1910, at Fort Myer, Va. The interment was at 
Arlington Cemetery. Sergeant Wehrkamp is survived by 
his widow, Mrs. Margaret Wehrkamp, and two daughters, 
Mrs. J. E. Moulton and Miss Mabel Wehrkamp. He 
was placed on the retired list last July, after thirty-one 
years in the Service. Since his retirement he had been 
employed in the quartermaster’s office at the Fort Myer 
post.

He was 
appointed brigadier general June 22, 1905, and was re- 
tired upon his own request after more than forty years’ 
service, June 23, 1905. General Lebo saw a great deal of 
Indian fighting, and in 1880, while a captain in the 10th 
Cavalry, he took part in the campaign against the 
Apaches under the Chief Victoria. Genera] Lebo fol- 
lowed a trail to the top of Sierra Diabola and captured 
Victoria’s supply camp. He also took part in the cam- 
paign against Geronimo and served in the Philippines.

Some important changes are to take place in the 
British navy during the next few weeks, when the com- 
mands of the Mediterranean and the Atlantic fleets are 
likely to become vacant. Admiral Sir Arthur D. Fan- 
shawe, now in command at Portsmouth, is likely to get 
promotion to Admira! of the fleet, in succession to Sir 
FE. V. Seymour, who will be placed on the retired list on 
reaching the age limit. Admiral Seymour, it will be 
remembered, represented Great Britain at the Hudson- 
Fulton Celebration at New York in October. Admiral 
Fanshawe will be succeeded at Portsmouth by Admiral 
the Hon. Sir A. G. Curzon-Howe, the present commander 
of the Mediterranean fleet. Admiral Curzon-Howe will 
be followed by Vice Admiral Prince Louis of Battenberg, 
now holding the command of the Atlantic fleet. Until 
quite recently Prince Louis acted as second in command 
of the Mediterranean fleet, so that he will be returning 
to a familiar sphere of action. His successor in the 
command of the Atlantic fleet has yet to be determined, 
and several names are under the consideration of the 
Board of Admiralty at the present time. 

Gen. Isaac S. Catlin, U.S.A., retired, who resides in 
Owego, N.Y., has received the following letter from 
Mayor Frank M. Baker, who is temporarily sojourning 
‘at Newport News, Va., under date of Feb. 18, 1910: 
“My dear Comrade-—I am here for rest, and took a trip 
out to ‘Big Bethel’ (ten miles) yesterday to look over 
the battlefield.. If I remember correctly, you were ‘in 
it,’ and perhaps will be pleased to know as to the situa- 
tion out there. The earthworks are in a fair state of 
preservation. I suppose you ‘Yanks’ fired the church, as 
the one now there appears to have been recently built. 
In the corner next to the highway is erected a Con- 
federate monument. I found one old darky who was on 
earth at the time of the fight—‘Uncle’ John Seely. He 
is past seventy years, and his plantation of thirty-five 
acres is on the right of Bethel Church. He gave me 
some bullets and shot he had ploughed up on his farm. 
The negro houses and farms about Bethel are well kept, 
and beyond the church they have a nice building used as 
Masons’ Hall; also a ‘hard-shell’ Baptist church, both 
of which are painted white. The highways are fine most 
of the distance from Newport News, and I enjoyed the 
ride very much. I forward by to-day’s mail two sprigs 
of holly, which I eut from the battlefield, on the left as 
you approach Rethel. I hope you are well. Sincerely, 
Frank M. Baker.” At the time of the battle at Big 
Bethel General Catlin was a captain in the 3d New York 
Volunteers. 

Telling in the New York Sun the history of James 
Shields, Vincent F. O’Reilly reports that he was born 
in County Tyrore, Ireland, and after sailing the seas. 
being one of three saved in a shipwreck and breaking 
both legs in falling from aloft, landed in Illinois, and 
became a lawyer, a member of the state Legislature with 
Lincoln, Douglas. Palmer and Davis, a justice of the 
State Supreme Court to succeed Dougias, and finally 
Cemmissioner of Lands under Polk. In 1846 the Mexican 
War broke out, and Shields resigned the office to “assist 
in the field.” He was commissioned brigadier general, 
assigned to the command of the Jllinois regiments and 
distinguished kimself by his daring. At the battle of 
Cerro Gordo his body was pierced by grapeshot. His 
recovery was remarkable. He was twice wounded after- 
ward. On his return to the States Shields was clected 
to the U.S .Senate from Illinois in 1849. At the conclu- 
sion of his term Shields removed to Minnesota and 
founded the town of Shieldsville. Soon afterward Presi- 
dent Pierce appointed him Governor of Oregon, a position 
which he held only a short time. In three years we find 
him again in the Senate, representing Minnesota. As 
soon as his term was over he removed to California to 
practice law. While there the Civil War broke out and 
he again took the field as brigadier general. He com- 
manded a division of General Banks’s Army, and on 
March 23, 1862, defeated Stonewall Jackson at Kerns- 
town. Being severely wounded the. day previous by a 





splinter from a shell, Shields issued orders from a litter 
upon which he was borne to the field. Lincoln nominated 
him for a major generalship, and the appointment was 


held up by Stanton. Shields resigned his commission 
and retired to California. After a few years he moved 
to Missouri, where he became 4 member of the state 
Legislature, Railroad Commissioner and U.8. Senator.

FREDERICK D. GRANT IN THE CIVIL WAR. 

In favorably reporting H.R. 21075, to cotrect the mili- 
tary record of Frederick D. Grant, now a major geh- 
eral of the U.S. Army and in command of the Depart- 
ment of the Lakes, the House Military Committee re- 
sponds to an earnest demand of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, which organization of Civil War veterans de- 
sires to welcome General Grant to its membership. At- 
tached to the recommendation of the conimittee is the 
following communication addressed to the Chairman of 
the Military Committee by Getteral Graitt. Describing 
an occasion when he was uiider fite with his father at 
Vicksburg, General Grant says: “My father was very 
cool and showed no excitement. This made me (I beitig 
at his side) feel that there was no danger, ard I ie- 
mained calm utider the ex¢itement. Upon the boat was 
the Hon. Richard Yates, then governor of Lllitois, who 
appreciated the danger, and after we came out from 
under the artillery fire he seemed to think I had shown 
great self-posSession, atid said to the, that he would give 
me & Commi8sion as a captain. Of course I became 
very kéen to have him carry out his promise, and neg- 
lected no opportunity of pressing him to do so immedi- 
ately. My father called me aside and told me that he 
did not wish me to have the commission from the govy- 
ernor, as it would interfere with my returning to school; 
that I was young to stay with the Army, but that he 
would make it all right for me by giving me a position 
as volunteer aide upon his staff, and that I could accom- 
pany him in that campaign and as much longer as pos- 
sible. He thereupon wrote out a short note appointing 
me volunteer aide with the rank of captain, which paper 
he gave to me. TI carried this paper until it was wom 
out and, unfortunately, has since been lost. One of the 
officers of the staff gave me a pair of captain’s shoulder 
straps, and an orderly sewed them on. I thought I was 
a full-fledged officer. 

“I was with the troops in the battles of Grand Gulf, 
Port Gibson, Fourteen Mile Creek, Raymond, Jackson, 
Champions Hill, Big Black, and the entire siege of Vicks- 
burg. I was injured in the left leg on the skirmish line 
at Port Gibson, and wounded in the right leg at the 
Battle of Black River bridge. I was the first to enter 
Jackson, getting into the capital before the Confederate 
army had left, and the Confederate troops marched past 
me while I sat on my horse at the corner of the street 
near the capitol building. Of course, my actual position 
in all of this campaign was that of a boy accompanying 
his father, though on several occasions when my father 
was short of staff officers and messengers or orderlies he 
would send me with a written order on the field of bat- 
tle, and I delivered such orders to Sherman, McPherson 
and Logan. Some years ago I was an applicant for 
admission to the Grand Army of the Republic, and I 
sent with my application a certificate, signed by General 
Sherman, that he had received orders from my father 
on the field of battle delivered to him by me. I regret 
to say that this certificate was never returned to me. 
I am anxious to be able to wear the Loyal Legion badge, 
with the red center—original membership—instead of the 
blue center of inheritance; and above all, I would like 
to have my name on the memorial in the Vicksburg Park, 
where it was in the beginning placed by the monument 
committee as desired by the state authorities of Illinois, 
but later it was removed by order of the War Depart- 
ment. The state authorities now insist on replacing my 
name upon their memorial. This is entirely a matter of 
sentiment with me. My being a member of the Grand 
Army of the Republic would give my family and me the 
greatest happiness: would cause pleasure, I believe, 
to the old soldiers, and would cost the Government noth. 
ing and do harm to no one. I feel that I am entitled 
to have my services with the Army a matter of record. 
Under the present laws of the Government, many have 
received substantial material advantage, but have seen 
very much less field service than I have.” 

General Grant mentions the case of two cadets, Adams 
and Merrill. whose claim to promotion, which was 
properly sustained by the J.A. General, was based upon 
the reports of the commanding general, which order was 
given to enable them to obtain transportation to and from 
City Point in 1864. Concluding he says: “If the bill 
passes I should like to be mustered into the Service, be- 
ginning with April 29, 1863, the date of the battle of 
Grand Gulf, and mustered out of the Service on July 4. 
18638, the date of the surrender of Vicksburg. I do not 
wish any pay or allowances to be granted for the time 
intervening between those dates.” 

The War Department does not approve this bill, which 
the House Military Committee, for sentimental reasons, 
has endorsed, the Department taking the position/that 
the creation of a military record by legislation, even in 
so worthy a case as this, is a dangerous precedent and 
shonld be avoided. One officer has remarked that it would 
be as proper to establish Revolutionary War heroes of 
present Army officers in this way.

ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., who has undergone 
two operations at the Johns Hopkins Hospital, Baltimore, 
Md., is so much improved that it is expected he will be 
able to leave the hospital on Saturday, March 5, and 
resume his duties at Governors Island. Mrs. Wood, who 
accompanied her husband to Baltimore and has been his 
constant companion since the operations, said on March 3 
that the General was entirely well and had gained six 
pounds during his stay in the hospital. He now weighs 
197 pounds. ‘That the operations were successful is . 
evident from the fact that a very noticeable limp due 
primarily to the wound received on his head, which caused 
partial paralysis of the right leg, is now barely per- 
ceptible. Assurance is given that this trouble will even- 
tually disappear now that the cause, a small tumor in 
the brain, has been removed. 

The transport Thomas, which is now on the way home 
from Manila, is to go out of commission on arrival at 
San Francisco and undergo a complete overhauling. The 
Sherman will take the place of the Thomas. The Sher- 
man has been out of commission since June 24, 1908. 

A company from the 3d Battalion of Engineers, sta- 
tioned at Fort Leavenworth, and a Signal Corps company, 
from Fort Omaha, are to be ordered to Fort D..A 
Russell. 


A disastrous fire swept through Camp Keithley, Pil., 
last Saturday and destroyed eight barracks, causing a 
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loss of over $100,000. The barracks will be rebuilt at 
once. 

As a result of the regular monthly examination for 
candidates for appointment as first lieutenant in the Army 
Medical Corps, Howard Clarke, of 156 West Fifty-eighth 
street, New York city, has been appointed a first lieu- 
tenant in the Medical Reserve Corps. For this examina- 
tion eight candidates appeared; one was thrown out for 
physical disqualifications, and but one of the remaining 
seven passed the mental examination. There are now 
123 vacancies in the grade of first lieutenant, with fifty- 
seyen in the class at the Army Medical School to enter 
on active duty next fall, and twenty-one in all accepted 
to enter the next class at the school. 

The officers stationed at Fort Leavenworth have or- 
ganized a strong athletic club and provided for the erec- 
‘on on the reservation of a commodious clubhouse suit- 
able for the use of those interested in polo, golf, tennis 
and similar sports. A site for this clubhouse has been 
selected on the hill near the wireless station, which is 
regarded as a very good one. As the matter of athletics 
is now one of strict duty on the Service, it is believed 
that the War Department will allot a part of the general 
building funds for the post for use toward the construc- 
tion of the clubhouse. The greater part of the cost wiil 
be met by the members of the club, who number already 
over 150. 

The Quartermaster’s Department has made the follow- 
ing awards the past week: Presidio, San Francisco—John 
P. Leonard, San Francisco, Cal., water pipe lines, $2,875 ; 
Duneanson Harrelson Co., San Francisco, Cal., sewer 
pipe lines, $1,885; grading, $7,835. Fort Wayne— 
Wolverine Construction Co., Detroit, Mich., extension of 
water mains and constructing meter wells, etc., $3,640. 

The Q.M.D. has this week advertised for bids for the 
construction at Fort Ward of an administration building, 
one quartermaster’s and commissary’s storehouse, one 
quartermaster’s workshop, one guardhouse, one quarter- 
master’s stable, one coal shed. one wagon shed, one fire 
station and one oilhouse. Bids are invited for the con- 
struction of an assembly hall at Fort Moultrie. 

The Army Ordnance Department will issue in time for 
target practice this year the solution employed to re- 
move the metal fouling of the Springfield rifle. This is 
made necessary for the reason that there is out now 
for the season’s use considerable of the old ammunition, 
which was not loaded with the latest form of powder 
and the new primer, which do away with metal fouling. 

A general order has been approved providing for a new 
system of accountability in the Commissary Department, 
and it will be promulgated within the next few days. It 
is regarded by experts as a distinct advance on anything 
in vogue in the Army or the Navy, and it is confidently 
predicted that it will prove of great advantage throughout 
the Service. 

Capt. F. J. Koester, 5th Cav., Capt. Frederick W. 
Stopford, C.A.C., and Capt. William Elliott, Sub. Dept., 
have been appointed a special board to report on the 
trials at the Presidio of San Francisco of the marching 
kitchen constructed on the lines of similar kitchens in 
use in different European armies. The aim is with this 
kitchen not to make it a substitute for the regular field 
kitchen, but to provide an appliance for use in emergency 
conditions by which food may be cooked while the or- 
ganization is on the march, so that when a halt comes 
or camp is pitched time may be saved and the men may 
be furnished a meal as soon as possible when they most 
need it. It is @gubject, of course, to the exigencies of 
rough roads rol bad weather. High winds, sleet and 
snow and rain have all been taken into account, and it 
is believed that the apparatus provided will do what is 
expected of it under all these conditions. 

A new kind of slicker has been issued the past week for 
trial by the 7th Cavalry at Fort Riley and the 5th 
Cavalry at Honolulu. The old slicker has been condemned 
generally throughout the Army for its leakiness and its 
tendency to stiffen and crack. An effort has been made 
to get a material that would stand use in the tropics. as 
well as’ in Alaska.

traveling under orders without troops, on the certificate of a 
medical officer showing the necessity therefor. The enlisted 
attendants accompanying invalid soldiers are entitled to ac- 
commodations equal to those herein allowed to invalid sol- 
diers. 

All non-commissioned officers when traveling undery orders 
without troops are entitled to the accommodations hereinbe- 
fore mentioned, with the exception of a seat in a parlor car, 
when the journey exceeds twelve hours and is not day travel, 
except that when second-class transportation with tourist 
sleeping-car accommodations is available such transportation 
and accommodations will be furnished for the through jour- 
ney. When second-class transportation with. tourist-car ac- 
commodations is not available and the journey exceeds twelve 
hours, a portion involving night travel, st; rd sleeping-car 
accommodations may be furnished for the through journey. 
Tourist sleeping cars will be provided for troops on the basis 
of three men to a section when the journey involves spend- 
ing a night on the train; but when the number of troops is 
too small to justify the hiring of tourist sleepers, second-class 
transportation with tourist sleeping-car accommodations on 
the same basis may be furnished. When the number is less 
than three, each man will be furnished with a berth. 

When the number of officers traveling with troops is too 
small to justify the hire by the Quartermaster’s Department 
of a standard sleeping car for their accommodation they will 
be furnished with such part of a tourist sleeping car, or other 
suitable sleeping car, properly curtained off for their accom 
modation, as the Quartermaster’s Department may provide for 
their use during the journey, one lower berth to be furmshed 
to each officer if practicable.

Knight, of Annapolis; Lieut. Comdr. R. H. Jackson, in 
charge of the proving ground at Indian Head, and Prof. 
P. R. Alger, of the Naval Academy, formally accepted 
the 14-inch gun recently tried at the proving ground and 
recommended its permanent adoption for big ship uses. 
Secretary Meyer made known his approval of the 
recommendations in advance when he surprised Congress 
last Saturday by asking for two battleships of 27,000- 
ton displacement to carry ten 14-inch guns each.

The Army School of Musketry at the Presidio of 
Monterey has reported adversely on the use of the verti- 
eal angle of fire controller which has been under trial 
there. The purpose of this device is to prevent auto- 
matically the pulling of the trigger or the discharge of 
the piece except at the angle of fire ordered by the com- 
pany commander, and set by the marksman on his sights. 
It is held that this adds to the complication of rifle prac- 
tice, and that if a man is intelligent enough to arrange 
his sights or to set a device to control the angle of fire he 
really does not need it at all.

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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE ON PERSONNEL, 


President Taft, in his special message to Congress, 
appearing on page 773 of this number, presents an argu- 
ment on behalf of the personnel of the Navy which is 
convincing, chiefly because of its logical presentation of 
facts as to which there is no dispute. The sole objection 
that can be urged to the President’s plea for the creation 
of the ranks of admiral and vice admiral is that of 
economy, and an economy so pitiful in comparison with 
the increase in the dignity and efficiency of our Navy 
that it should not be considered for a moment. 

As to the question of promotion, the President shows 
that the average age of our admirals, 60.5 years, is over ten 
years in excess of the average age of the admirals of the 
Japanese navy, which may perhaps be in part accounted 
for by the fact that Japan has so recently been engaged 
in war, which has a tendency to bring young men to the 
front. Rut, then, our admirals are nine and one-half 
years older than those of Germany, and they have seven 
and a half years more “anno domini” than the English 
admirals, and are decidedly the deans of the world’s 
admirals; a very honorable position without doubt, but 
not one desirable for a man engaged in the strenuous 
work of sea service. 

There is a corresponding excess of longevity and de- 
crease of vitality in the other ranks of the Navy, as the 
President shows. Even if the changes he proposes are 
brought bout, the ages for rear admirals and captains 
will still be in excess of what he thinks they should be 
“for the arduous duties of the modern vessel of war and 
for the best success in a fleet engagement shofild war 
come.” How can Congress fail to listen to the President 
when he says, under the influence of his appreciation of 
a great necessity which prompts this special message: 

“Considerations of proper military efficiency, as well 
as a due sense of national dignity and self-respect, as 
befitting this great nation, urge that the existing situation 
shall cease. The Secretary of the Navy has prepared a 
tentative bill for reorganizing the personnel of the Navy, 
which is at the disposition of the Congress should it be 
desired. ‘This proposed plan for relief meets with my 
hearty approval. * * * The wisdom of Congress, 
urged by the overwhelming voice of the people of our 
country, has provided us with ships of the best quality. 
It is necessary that our personnel of officers match these 
superb vessels if the Navy is to be at the efficiency which 
is vitally necessary for its chief purpose and only reason 
for existence. T earnestly urge upon the Congress the 
passage of suitable personnel legislation.” 

Secretary of the Navy Meyer, in sending his Personnel 
bill to the House Naval Affairs Committee on March 4, 
said that while the increase for the first fiscal year is 
$201,649, the liabilities under the proposed measure are 
considerably decreased. This, he argued, will result from 
a reduction in the pay of the retired list, the prospective 
annual saving on the retired list permitting an increase 
on the active list without any increase of total expense 
for a number of years. The estimate of increase by the 
Secretary’s bill is for line officers and midshipmen, 
$105,557 : Medical Corps, $5,874; Pay Corps, $49,604; 
chaplains, $9.240; professors of mathematics, $3,540; 
naval constructors, $6,636; civil engineers, $25,683.

PROSPECTS OF THE BATTLESHIP PROGRAM. 

A hasty poll of the House, March 2, showed that the 
two-battleship program recommended by Secretary of the 
Navy Meyer, and agreed to by the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs Tuesday, March 1, would meet with defeat. 
The vote on a one-battleship appropriation would be close 
if taken on that date. With this situation confronting 
them the President and the advocates of a larger Navy 
took up the task of lining up their forces. Chairman 
Foss, although he does not admit it for publication, is 
known to be none too hopeful of passing the bill in its 
present form. But much can happen between now and 
the time when the vote is to be taken on the Naval 
bill, ‘Those who are known to be against the program 
are receiving invitations to call at the White House. 
The President, as Secretary Meyer stated in his hear- 
ing before the committee, is extremely anxious to secure 
the authorization of two battleships at this session of 
Congress, and will endeavor to impress upon Congress the 
importance of legislating for an increase of the Navy. 

Arrayed against this influence is Chairman Tawney, of 
the Appropriations Committee, and a coterie of mem- 
bers who are preaching economy in expenditures. This 
faction is opposed to any battleships and will unite with 
the Democrats and some of the Republicans of the rura} 
districts in voting against the entire program. The more 
moderate opponents to the regular program will favor the 
authorization of one battleship as a compromise. Rep- 
resentative Barthold, of Missouri, who usually supports 
committee bills, is of this class. He is a peace advocate 
and believes that one battleship would be a step in this 
direction. 

“I favor one battleship,” said Representative Barthold, 
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“pecause such a program would maintain our Navy at 
its present strength, We cannot afford to enter into 
a contest with England, Germany and France in build- 
ing our Navy, because such a policy will eventually not 
only impoverish the European countries, but the United 
States as well. If we adopt a more moderate policy the 
other countries will follow our example.” 

All of Secretary Meyer’s recommendations for the 
puilding program were accepted with the exception of one 
submarine. The Secretary asked for five submarines, 
while the committee agreed to report four. In taking 
this action the whole committee rejected a tentative 
agreement which was reached in the subcommittee, which 
provided for cash appropriation amounting to about $12,- 
944,122. The cash appropriation for this year’s bill 
will be approximately $550,000. This will bring the total 
amount €arried by the bill up to $130,000,000, or $5,000,- 
000 less than last year’s bill, instead of a reduction of 
about $9,900,000. 

The increase over the program as planned by the sub- 
committee will be due to the construction of two fleet 
colliers, instead of one, the authorization of an appro- 
priation for a repairship and four submarines. The 
colliers will not be built from the surplus fund, as was 
suggested by Secretary Meyer, as it is feared that such 
legislation would be subject to a point of order on the 
floor of the house. A provision will be inserted in the 
\ill authorizing the reappropriation of the surplus fund 
for construction “herein and heretofore authorized.” By 
this provision it is thought that the surplus fund can 
he used in the building program of the colliers or sub- 
marines, as deemed advisable by the Secretary of the 
Navy. 

The section of the bill which applies to the size of the 
battleship is the same as that which was in last year’s 
hill. It does not provide for 27,000-ton vessels, but gives 
the Secretary of the Navy sufficient authority to con- 
struct battleships of the Wyoming type, with a tonnage 
of 27,000, instead of 26,000. This will be done in order 
to earry ten fourteen-inch guns, as provided in the plans 
for the new ship. For commencing work an appropria- 
tion of $5,932,311 will be carried by the bill. The fleet 
colliers and repairship are not to cost more than one 
million dollars each, while the limit of cost for each of 
the submarines is placed at $500,000. It is expected 
to report the bill about March 10. 

If the House should accept the program of two battle- 
ships there is full confidence that the Senate will do so, 
and already it is regarded as certain that the type of 
the two will be practically the same as the Arkansas and 
Wyoming, with the exception that they may be somewhat 
larger, in order to carry fourteen-inch guns. If this 
should be the decision, and it now seems very likely, the 
two ships will have five turrets, with two fourteen-inch 
guns in each, and the displacement of each ship will be 
97,000 tons. These battleships will complete the division 
of which the Arkansas and Wyoming are the first two. 
The latter will carry six turrets and twelve twelve-inch 
guns.

FOOLISH TALK ABOUT ORDNANCE. 

We know of an Trishman who, when asked who did a 
certain job of painting, said “I did it,” explaining later 
on that he hought the paint and hired another man to 
put it on. This appears to be the view taken by Mr. 
Rainey, M.C. from Tilinois, of the part contributed 
toward the manufacture of our ordnance by the makers 
of steel. In a speech on the bill (S. 1881) to provide a 
revenue cutter for Key West, Fla., Mr. Rainey declared 
that our guns were not made at the arsenals, but at the 
3ethlehem Iron Works. a conclusion that would deprive 
our architects and builders of the credit they are getting 
for modern buildings and bestow it upon the men furnish- 
ing the structural eteel. 

The Bethlehem plant, according to Mr. Rainey, is the 
home of strikes and lockouts and of many labor troubles. 
“For two or three years,” he cried, “the government con- 
tracts have heen going in larger and larger amounts to the 
Bethlehem Steel Works and to Midvale, and the force in 
the government arsenals has been gradually diminishing. 
At the present time in the works of the Bethlehem Com- 
pany 10,000 men are idle, and the strike commenced in 
the government shops. The most poorly paid skilled 
laborers in the country are employed in the works of the 
Bethlehem Steel Company. They make the guns for the 
Army: they make the guns for the Navy. They claim 
they make them up there at Watervliet, but they do not 
do it. The orders for all the castings and all the forg- 
ings of all the guns for the Army and practically all of 
the guns for the Navy are diverted by the officers in 
charge to Midvale and Bethlehem, where the castings 
and the forgings are made by the poorest paid labor 
in all the world. After the castings and forgings are 
finished up at Bethlehem they are simply sent to the 
navy yard and are assembled there. The work of mak- 
ing the guns in the government arsenals now is simply 
the process of assembling the parts, and yet they claim 
they make them there. A public scandal is now brewing 
in this country on account of the operations of these 
private works, which employ the cheapest skilled labor 
in the country. Not long ago, I am informed, a great 
fourteen-inch gun burst in its trials at Sandy Hook. It 
was manufactured and forged and the castings were 
made by one of these private companics. Nothing was 
said about it or how much the Government has lost by 
the bursting of one of the greatest guns manufactured 
in this country. No one knows that.” 

The reliability of Mr. Rainey as a witness can be 





tested by this statement concerning the 14-inch gun. This 
gun is one of the finest pieces of ordnance, and the only 
accident that has happened in testing it was the breaking 
of 2 part of the mechanism of the disappearing carriage 
on which the gun under trial was mounted. The accident 
delayed the tests only a few days, and a full report of 
it was promptly made to the War Department. The 
charge that any officers in the Department have im- 
properly diverted work to the Bethlehem Company is 
equally without foundation. A visit to the telephone and 
an inquiry of the Ordnance Office, which might have 
occupied ten minutes of Mr. Rainey’s valuable time, 
would have saved him from an exhibition of malicious 
ignorance which is not calculated to increase public re- 
spect for the wisdom of our legislators. 


CIVIL AUTHORITY IN RIOT DUTY. 


The wide comment excited by our editorial of last week 
on the necessity of making the laws of all the states 
agree in giving to the commanding officer of troops 
called out for riot duty absolute authority in the tactical 
direction of the soldiers and in determining the kind and 
extent of force to be used makes it worth while to say 
that the expression of our views was stimulated by the 
recollection of the deplorable instance of a conflict of 
authority between the civil and the military authorities 
at the time of the race riots at Springfield, Ill., Aug. 
14-20, 1908. As this clash occurred in the third largest 
state of the Union in point of population, it is highly 
instructive to describe exactly what occurred at those 
riots to weaken the mob-restraining power of the state 
soldiers and often to make their actions a burlesque of 
what a display of military force should be: We have 
before us a copy of the report on the riots to the Adju- 
tant General of Illinois of Major Gen. Edward C. Young, 
commanding the division; Col. R. J. Shand, 3d Inf., 
N.G. Ill.; Col. Joseph B. Sanborn, 1st Inf., N.G: IIL, 
and other officers. General Young’s report contains these 
words: ‘The mob was forced back to Twelfth street, and 
it there made a more determined stand, refusing to 
disperse. After the sheriff had ordered the mob to dis- 
perse and they refused to do so, one volley by his com- 
mand was fired over the heads of the rioters, and one 
volley was fired at the ground in front of the mob. These 
volleys had no other effect than to incite among the mob 
jeers and threats.” 

In the report of Colonel Shand we find this state- 
ment: “ * * * The sheriff informed me that he 
would give the mob a third warning, and if they did 
not disperse at that time he would permit the troops to 
fire, but insisted that they should fire high. I protested 
and said that the troops would never fire high by my 
command, but as he thought his course was the wise one 
and, being directly under his command, I agreed to al- 
low the troops to fire one volley high, provided that if 
the crowd did not disperse we could then fire the second 
volley low. To this he agreed and immediately stepped 
out in front of the troops and commanded the crowd 
to disperse and was greeted with more jeers and vile 
epithets. He stepped back of the line and Captain Walz, 
of Troop D, gave one platoon the order to fire high, and 
they fired a volley of muiti-ball cartridges over the heads 
of the crowd, who responded with more jeers and abusive 
language. I immediately instructed Captain Walz to fire 
a volley low, but the sheriff protested and went along 
the left of the line, instructing the men to fire high. In- 
asmuch as there was so much noise and confusion, it was 
impossible for the men to hear the commands of their 
commanding officer, he being on the right and the sheriff 
on the left; there were only seven or eight men on the 
right of the line who fired low, and as they fired into 
the crowd there were enough multi-ball cartridges that 
took effect to convince the crowd that we meant business, 
and they slowly dispersed with a growl of defiance. 
* * _* At no time during the riot did the actual com- 
mand pass from the sheriff to the military authorities.” 

Col. Frank S. Wood, 5th Inf., N.G. Ill, had this 
humiliating experience to record: “* * * * The Gat- 
ling Platoon, 5th Inf., Lieut. H. W. Styles commanding, 
received orders at 8:10 p.m. to proceed to Loper’s res- 
taurant. The lieutenant and eight men of his organiza- 
tion responded, armed with the Service rifle. The mob 
was throwing bricks through the windows at Loper’s 
restaurant when the detail arrived. After the mob had 
rendered three of the men of this detail helpless by brick- 
hats and shooting a fourth through the head, it closed 
in on them, and in a few moments the wreck of Loper’s 
restaurant was complete. After this occurrence the pla- 
toen was ordered to the arsenal.” 

It would be hard to imagine a more shameful spectacle 
which, but for its serious import, would have been 
ludicrous, than that of troops taking directly contrary 
orders from an officer on one side of the line and a sheriff 
on the other. There should have been no dilly-dallying of 
Colonel] Shand with the sheriff as to who was to com- 
mand and whether high or low fire should be ordered. 
Colonel] Shand should either have taken the complete 
tactical direction of the men upon himself or should 
have placed the full responsibility upon the sheriff. His 
attitude resolved itself in the last analysis into this: 
“Well, Mr. Sheriff, you go ahead and use my troops the 
way you think best. Then, if you fail with them, I’ll 
try to see what I can do.” 

We are not blaming Colonel Shand, it should: be under- 
stood, for both he and those higher up in the military 
establishment were hampered by the state laws. The 
trouble lay with the statutes, and the same trouble is 
likely to occur in other states unless all the states come

to an agreement on the broad proposition that when 
troops are legally called out their officers should have 
complete authority to direct their movements: Under 
the laws of New York, which we cited last week, such 
a fate as that which befell Lieutenant Styles’s platoon 
would scarcely have been possible, and the sight. of sol- 
diers with Service rifles in their hands, standing help- 
less while a mob prostrates first one man and then an- 
other with bullets and bricks, would not likely be wit- 
nessed in the Empire state. 

It seems strange to us that the National Guard Asso- 
ciation of the United States has not before this used 
its influence to bring about a uniformity in state laws 
respecting the control of troops called out for riot duty. 
The sooner the change is made the better, both for the 
troops and the rioters themselves.

Rear Admiral Arthur Nazro, who was ordered home 
from Manila to appear before the retiring board at 
Washington, is being kept on the anxious seat for a 
reason that is at once peculiar and amusing. Admiral 
Nazro was in command of the Naval Station at Cavite, 
and when his time came to take the annual horseback 
ride or its equivalent walking test he failed to accomplish 
the ordeal, or, rather, the medical board declined to sanc- 
tion his attempting the test, and he was accordingly 
“nailed up by the eyelids,” to use an old and expressive 
phrase. He was abundantly able to perform his offical 
duties, but he was confessedly unable physically to go 
through the test that President Roosevelt set for officers 
of the Army and Navy. ‘The retiring board before which 
Admiral Nazro was ordered consists of Rear Admiral 
Conway H. Arnold, president; Rear Admirals A. C. 
Dillingham and W. H. H. Southerland, Med. Dirs. Paul 
H. Fitzsimmons and D. N. Bertolette. As Admirals 
Dillingham and Southerland were junior to Admiral 
Nazro they withdrew from the board, and in their places 
Rear Admirals Marix and Mason were detailed to duty 
with ihe board in this one case. Admiral Nazro went 
before the board this week and admitted that he could 
not take the physical test, but insisted that he could per- 
form all his official duties well and faithfully. The 
situation at once became difficult. Admiral Nazro, if 
retired, would be the first officer of the Navy to be retired 
for failure under the physical tests. Furthermore, if he 
should be retired it would be done when there are fully 
half a hundred officers who have failed to take the tests. 
As a matter of fact, some officers on the very board before 
which he appeared have not taken the tests required. In 
short, it was recognized that to recommend the retire- 
ment of the officer would be to set a precedent that 
might in the future give very much trouble. Besides, 
such a recommendation would sooner or later force the 
Service to confront the question whether the physical 
tests proposed by President Roosevelt were intended to 
compel every officer to be in fit physical condition to 
serve his country and be worthy of the rank and pay 
that he is generously allowed, or simply a means of rail- 
roading officers out of the Service to produce a “healthy 
flow” of promotion. Secretary Meyer has, in part, taken 
the latter horn of the alternative by deciding that extra 
numbers need not take the test ride or walk, and for the 
reason that the retirement of such officers “would not 
promote anyone.” 





It is feared that the Navy is to lose the most valuable 
services of that distinguished officer, Rear Admiral Swift, 
unless some change is made in the Navy Regulations, with 
the approval of the President. Admiral Swift, upon his 
retirement recently, was asked by Secretary Meyer to 
continue in Service to assist the Secretary as aid for 
material. Admiral Swift has heretofore remained on 
duty at the Department. But it appears that under the 
present regulations this is unlawful. Paragraph 4-E of 
the 6th Amendment of the Regulations, which made the 
most radical changes in the Meyer reorganization of the 
Navy, provides for the four aids in the following lan- 
guage: “To assist the Secretary of the Navy in co- 
ordinating and carrying the work of the four divisions 
there shall be in the office of the Secretary four officers 
of the Navy, on the active list, to be known, respectively, 
as the aid for operations, the aid for personnel, the aid 
for materia] and the aid for inspections.” The point 
is made now that under this regulation, which has the 
force of law, Rear Admiral Swift, being a retired officer, 
could not be paid legally the full pay of his grade while 
on active duty, and it may be doubted if any of his 
official acts would be held to be legal. The matter wil! 
be taken under advisement, and a way out of the diffi- 
culty promises to be forthcoming. 


Attorney General Wickersham has rendered an opin- 
ion which will practically nullify Secretary of War 
Dickinson’s recent order providing that no purchasing 
officer under the jurisdiction of the War Department 
shall buy products of corporations that have been ad- 
judged by the courts to be parties to an unlawful trust 
or combination. The Attorney General holds that the 
order should not be construed so as to forbid the pur- 
chase of goods from those who,-in good faith and in 
their own right, have acquired title to them and who are 
not middlemen or agents of unlawful corporations. The 
effect of this opinion will be to enable the War Depart- 
ment to deal with concerns which buy their supplies 
from trusts such as the Standard Oil Company, al- 
though the. actual purchase of commodities from the 
trusts or their agents and middlemen is forbidden, 
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CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 


Other Congressional matter appears on page 790 and 
elsewhere in this issue. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs refused 
to report Senate bill 2325, providing for an increase 
in the number of West Point cadets, at a meeting held 
Tuesday, March 1. While the advocates of the measure 
have not entirely given up hopes of securing its passage, 
it is apt to meet with very strong and bitter opposi- 
tion on the floor of the House if the committee should 
reconsider its action and report it favorably. Represen- 
tative Anthony, of Kansas, who led the opposition to 
the bill in the committee, did it, he said, “to preserve the 
democratic spirit of the Army.” Mr. Anthony explained 
that there are 160 vacancies in the Army by the ordinary 
casualties and retirements. West Point turns out from 
110 to 115 graduates every year. This leaves about 
forty-five vacancies to be filled from civil life and from 
promotion from the ranks. Mr. Anthony insisted that 
such a proportion was not too large for the good of the 
Service. He addressed the committee at length, declar- 
ing that the increase which is provided for in the Senate 
bill would stop all promotions from the ranks and have 
a discouraging, if not a demoralizing, effect upon am- 
bitious young men. Mr. Anthony also urged that the 
door should be left open for young men in private life 
and in the private military academies who are anxious 
to secure commissions. It is profoundly to be regretted 
that the committee should have thought it necessary to 
report adversely on this bill to increase the number of 
cadets, and still more regrettable is the state of mind 
toward the Army shown by this report. The War Depart- 
ment, in urging this legislation, pointed out that appoint- 
ments from the ranks and from civil life both greatly 
increase the expense of maintaining the Army; that it is 
necessary to educate men so appointed precisely as if 
they had been cadets, but with the difference that in such 
educational period they draw the pay of lieutenants, in- 
stead of cadets. 

REINSTATEMENT OF HAZERS. 

Some very severe criticisms were made upon the ad- 
ministration of the Military Academy during the dis- 
cussion of House Resolution 17399. This resolution 
authorizes the President to reinstate former cadets John H. 
Booker, jr., Jacob Swanson Fortner, Richard W. Hocker, 
Earl W. Dunmore, Gordon Lefebvre, Chauncey C. Devore 
and Albert E. Crane, who were dismissed from the 
Academy for hazing. Representative Adamson, of 
Georgia, was urging that the resolution be reported as 
an amendment to S.J. Res. 70, which authorizes the 
Secretary of War to dispose of any hazing cases now 
pending. What Mr. Adamson wants is a court-martial 
for the seven cadets mentioned in the House Resolution 
17399, while the Secretary of War insists that these 
cases are closed. 

In addressing the committee Mr. Adamson declared 
that the cadets never had a fair trial, and that the in- 
vestigation which resulted in their dismissal was a farce. 
With considerable passion the member from Georgia in- 
sisted that Colonel Scott’s administration was one of 
caprice, and was responsible for the alleged demoralized 
condition of the discipline at the Academy. 

Colonel Scott was defended by Chairman Hull, who 
insisted that it would be impossible to place a man in 
charge of the Academy who would be satisfactory to all 
cadets. It is stated that Chairman Hull warned the 
committee against attaching the Lamb-Adamson amend- 
ment to the Senate resolution, as the amended resolu- 
tion would meet defeat either in the Senate or House. 
The statement is made that if the hazing resolution 
should be so amended as to include the reinstatement 
of Cadet Booker and the six other cadets that were dis- 
missed it will not be signed by the President. 

As has been stated in these columns Secretary Dick- 
inson is of the opinion that he has the authority to 
dispose of the cases now pending before him without a 
modification’ of the hazing regulations as is provided in 
the Senate resolution. This being true, if the Congres- 
sional resolution does not come to the President in sat- 
isfactory form it is understood that Secretary Dickinson 
will advise him to veto it. It is thought that the Presi- 
dent will accept the recommendation of the Secretary. 





The House Committee on Military Affairs commenc- 
ing Tuesday, March 8, will conduct hearings upon H.R. 
7117, introduced by Representative Young, of Michigan, 
to increase the efficiency of the Engineer Corps of the 
United States Army. Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, 
Chief of Staff; Brig. Gen. W. L. Marshall, Chief of 
Engineers, and a number of prominent civil engineers 
have been asked to appear before the committee. From 
the present indications this is the only bill providing 
for an increase in the number of officers of the Army 
that will be passed at this session. On account of the 
new River and Harbor policy of Congress the mem- 
bers realize that an increase in the number of engineers 
is absolutely necessary to take care of the work. One 
of the best features of the bill is Section 5, by which the 
government engineers while engaged solely in river and 
harbor work shall be paid from appropriations made for 
the work upon which they are employed. This will take 
this item out of the Army Appropriation bill, which, it 
is said, will amount to a material reduction in the ac- 
credited cost of maintaining the Army. 

The House Naval Affairs Committee, acting upon the 
suggestion of the President, on Wednesday, March 2, 
asked Secretary Meyer to submit to the committee a 
copy of the Department’s Personnel bill. Although the 
committee will not give any formal consideration to the 
bill until after the Naval Appropriation bill has passed 
the House, the members of the committee are anxious to 
secure a copy of it, so that they can begin the study of it 
before it is taken up by the committee. 

The National Executive Committee of the American 
Anti-Trust League, at a meeting held in Washington 
Thursday, Feb. 3, passed a resolution endorsing the Gore- 
McGuire bill. providing for the creation of a reserve oil 
fuel supply for the 1.S. Navy. It is claimed by the 
originators of the plan that the establishment of a 
modern and up to date fuel supply for the Navy would 
result in an enormous saving, running into the millions 
of dollars. ; 

Chairman Hull, explaining the action of the Conference 
Committee on the Army Appropriation bill relating to 
requisitions of governors upon the annual Militia appro- 
priations, explained the action of the committee in strik- 
ing out this provision of the Senate, saying: “The 
committee of the House and of the Senate had no differ- 
ence of opinion when we discussed it that such a 
proposition was bad legislation, and that no state officer 
should ever have the power to divert funds provided by 
Congress for a specific purpose to any other purpose than 


that for which the Congress appropriated that money. 
So, on a full discussion, there was no difference of opinion 
between ihe two Houses, and the Senate receded.” Mr. 
Steenerson has since introduced H.R. 21829, to amend 
Sec. 1661, RS. 

A favorable report on H.R. 21829, introduced by Rep- 
resentative Steenerson, from the House Committee on 
Militia, is practically assured. By the bill “the Secre- 
tary of War is authorized, under a requisition of the 
governor of a state or territory or the commanding gen- 
eral of Militia of the District of Columbia, to pay as 
much of the allotment under the annual Dick appro- 
priation as shall be necessary for the subsistence, trans- 
portation and other expenses of the joint maneuvers as 
may be necessary.” Assistant Secretary of War Oliver 
and a number of officers of the National Guard appeared 
before the committee and advocated early passage of 
the measure. Without this authorization it is urged that 
it will be impossible to hold any joint maneuvers this 
year. This was originally in the Military Appropriation 
bill as a Senate amendment and stricken therefrom in 
conference. 

Senator Hale is to urge legislation making proper pro- 
vision for men incapacitated in the lifesaving service and 
for their families when they lose their lives, and the 
Seeretary of the Treasury has directed that such a 
measure promptly be prepared for introduction in the 
Senate. 

Col. William H. Bixby, C.E., U.S.A., in charge of 
Mississippi River improvements, opposed the contentions 
of the forestry advocates before the House Committee 
on Agriculture March 2, and declared that the head- 
waters of the streams were a negligible quantity so far 
as effect on the navigability was concerned. Colonel 
Bixby was called as an expert concerning the Weeks 
bill relating to the appointment of a commission to 
acquire lands for watersheds for navigable streams. 
Asked if be would forest the banks of streams flowing 
from the Appalachians into the Atlantic Ocean, he said 
he might put one per cent. of forest on them, “just to 
see what would happen.” 

The proposal that the schoolship which New York has 
been maintaining be turned over to Federal control, the 
purpose of a bill introduced by Representative Bennett, 
does not meet with the approval of Shipping Illustrated, 
of New York, which sees in it an indifference on the part 
of the metropolis to the advantages which should accrue 
to a great port through the prestige coming from the 
keeping up of a schoolship. It deprecates the willing- 
ness of so great a city to shoulder upon the National 
Government the responsibility of encouraging American 
bovs to go to sea, and it thinks the New York Nautical 
School should be an institution reflecting an ideal of high 
ambition on the part of the city regardless of expense. 
“New York,” it says, “is the sine qua non of America 
so far as ports are concerned. and yet it stands to lose 
control of a valuable educational institution, the true 
worth of which is being forgotten or minimized because 
those in contro] are too ignorant to appreciate it.”

THE DELAYED CONFIRMATIONS. 


Among the nominations for promotion sent to the 
Senate on Dec. 7, 1909, were the following on the retired 
list of the Army: With the rank of lieutenant colonel— 
Majors Ferdinand E. DeCourcy, Henry F. Brewerton, 
Lafayette E, Campbell, William M. Waterbury, John R. 
Brinklé, Edward G. Mathey, James N. Morgan, Edmund 
K. Russell, Henry M. Kendall, Thomas Sharp, Washing- 
ton T. Sanborn, Henry P. Ritzius, James M. Burns and 
William H. Kell, retired. With the rank of major— 
Capts. John A. Payne, George K. Spencer, William W. 
Tyler, Dillard H. Clark, William O. Cory, Christopher 
W. Harrold, Lewis Merriam, William M. Williams, John 
H. Gifford and Edward I. Grumley, retired. 

These twenty-four officers with Civil War service were 
nominated for promotion to advanced rank on the retired 
list March 16, 1909, under the provisions of the Act of 
Apri] 23, 1904. In making these nominations no date 
was fixed from which these promotions should take effect. 
They were confirmed April 5, 1909, and placed on the 
retired list of the Army under S.O. 84, W.D., with rank 
. take effect from April 5, 1909, the date of confirma- 
tion. 

In a letter of July 17, 1907, to the President, John M. 
Thurston, on behalf of these officers, said, in part: ‘““These 
officers now submit that an evident injustice has been 
done them, and, as they believe, through inadvertance in 
not stating in the nominations the time from which the 
promotions should take effect. All other officers similarly 
situated, who were upon the retired list of the Army 
prior to April 23, 1904 (being 88 colonels, 42 lieutenant 
colonels, 49 majors, 124 captains, 15 chaplains with rank 
of captain, 39 first lieutenants and 6 second lieutenants), 
were advanced in rank under the provisions of the Act 
of 1904 under nominations made by the President and 
confirmed by the Senate, in all of which they were pro- 
moted with advanced rank to take effect from the date of 
said Act, April 23, 1904. Had an adverse opinion of the 
Attorney General, now conceded to be an erroneous 
opinion, not been given all of these officers would have 
been promoted at the same time as the others who were 
promoted, and would have held the additional rank and 
received the additional pay from April 23, 1904. It 
seems essentially wrong, now that their right to promo- 
tion is confirmed, that they should receive from the 
Government anything less in rank or pay than was given 
by the Executive and Senate to the other officers pro- 
moted under the Act of 1904. If the erroneous opinion 
of the then Attorney General by one of his assistants, 
dated June 1, 1904, had not been rendered. or had the 
opinion of Attorney General Bonaparte of Feb. 23, 1909, 
then been rendered, these officers would have been pro- 
moted in the same way and their increased rank and pay 
would have been from the same date as those of their 
brother officers, April 23, 1904.” 

This letter was referred by the President to the Secre- 
tary of War, and by him to the Chief of Staff for report, 
and then to the Judge Advocate General, all of whom 
agreed that the names of the officers should again be sent 
to the Senate to be confirmed. to date April 23, 1904, 
the date of the law under which they were promoted. 

is recommendation was carried out by the President, 
and these names are now before the Senate for confirma- 
tion, te date April 23, 1904. is will give a difference 
of pay between the rank of captain and major for eleven 
of them, and the difference in pay of major and lieutenant 
colonel for thirteen of them from April 23, 1904, and 
April 5, 1909. when last confirmed. There is understood 
to he very little opposition, but the delay so far has been 
caused by one or two Senators asking more time to gain 
further information on the case. There seems to be no 
possible doubt of ultimate confirmation of these nomina- 
tions, and that probably very soon. 





HEARING ON THE NAVY BILL. 


As indicated last week, the Secretary of the Navy 
Feb. 26 appeared before the House Naval Committee to 
explain his naval program for the coming year. The 
basis of his estimate was the report of the General 
Board, which recommended four battleships, four scout 
cruisers, ten destroyers, one repair ship, one ammunition 
ship and one oil-tank ship. This was cut down to meet 
the demands of economy, and the tentative program dis- 
cussed was two battleships of 27,000 tons, carrying 
14-inch guns, one repair ship, two colliers and five sub- 
marines. The approximate total cost of the 27,000-ton 
battleships, with ten 14-inch guns, is $11,830,480, or 
only $274,268 more than the 26,000-ton ship with twelve 
12-inch guns. ‘The guns are fewer and shorter, so that 
the weight is not greatly increased. The cost of the 
28,000-ton ship would be $12,080,408. 

Mr. Loud suggested that either the Prometheus or the 
Vestal be altered into a repair ship, but this would re- 
quire $175,000 for changes in the hullj besides $125,000 
for the tool equipment, and the Secretary did not favor 
it, but asked that the matter be left to his discretion. 
He said: “You need not appropriate anything for the 
repair ship if you allow it to come out of the money 
which is now unexpended. The Treasury Department is 
not counting on it in any of its estimates.” 

The Chairman said: “We have not looked into it, but 
I have felt that we ought to duplicate the program of 
last year and provide two 26,000-ton battleships, and in 
that way have four just alike.” 

Secretary Meyer: “I have thought that way until 
within about sixty days, but we have learned so much 
from the experiments with this 14-inch gun, and it means 
so much more in the way of power, if we increase the 
vessels only about 1,000 tons and add 14-inch guns, that 
if we failed to do it it would almost be, as we did once 
before, going backward instead of forward. At this time 
we get that extra power with a small increase of ex- 
penditure, and the difference in size is not so great but 
that they would be homogeneous and act in fleet 
maneuvers successfully in co-operation with the 26,000- 
ton ships. I have ascertained definitely that this advance 
in size is going on with other nations. The 14-inch gun 
will have less erosion, will wear better, and will be more 
destructive; but what is most important it will be effec- 
tive at ranges beyond the range of the 12-inch gun. It 
would be difficult to give any exact idea of the compara- 
tive value on account of the great advantage in increased 
range and greater effect at long range; but for equal 
ranges about seven per cent. is the increase in value for 
the increased displacement of between three and four per 
cent. For the twelve 14-inch guns the increase in value 
would, mathematically, be thirty per cent. In making 
the mathematical comparison, several other factors have 
been neglected which would favor the 14-inch gun.” 

Asked by Mr. Hobson as to naval bases for the Panama 
Canal, Mr. Meyer said that they were at Guantanamo for 
the Atlantic and Pearl Harbor for the Pacific, with 
Olongapo, P.I., as a limited repair station. He urged 
that our drydocks should conform to the widest scope 
of the Canal, and that would make them accommodate 
the greatest width of our vessels. He added the follow- 
ing statistics of foreign drydocks:

THE ARMY BILL DISAGREEMENT. 


When the conference committee report of the Army 
Appropriation bill was called up in the House on Feb. 
25 Chairman Hull and Mr. Sulzer led in the explana- 
tion of the Senate amendment on which the conference 
could not agree, known as No. 21, and providing that 
“the President may, in his discretion, extend the proviso 
contained under the heading ‘Retired officers’ in the act 
making appropriation for the support of the Army for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1908, approved March 2, 
1907, so as to include any officer who served creditably in 
the Regular or Volunteer forces of the U.S. during the 
Civil War, and who is now and has been for a period 
of not less than one year serving as a brigadier general 
on the active list of the Army, and who at date of retire- 
ment will have served in the Army more than forty 
years.” 

Mr. Hull said: “This proviso is virtually extending 
to, I understand, five officers of the Army now on the 
active list the same retirement privileges that were given 
by the Congress of the United States two or three years 
ago to four officers who had served as brigadier gen- 
erals on the staff in Washington. I am informed that 
this closes up all of the Civil] War men who could have 
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been brigadier generals and served one year before re- 
tirement. This matter was never discussed in the House. 
It was a proposition that, though we had a precedent 
for it, the committee of conference did not believe it 
should bring in any agreement on that which would stop 
the House from expressing itself fully upon the matter.” 

Mr. Sulzer explained that if this proviso should be 
adopted it will affect the following officers: Gens. Earl D. 
Thomas, Charles Morton, Charles L. Hodges, Daniel L. 
Brush and William L. Marshall, now brigadier generals, 
and retire them as major generals. Mr. Sulzer proceeded 
to briefly recite the records of these five officers, show- 
ing that they had been in the Service from forty-five to 
over forty-eight years. Mr. Sulzer continued: “No bet- 
ter soldiers than these heroic men ever served in our 
Army. They, too, should be retired, as well as_ their 
predecessors, as major generals; and when this bill be- 
comes a law and these officers are retired in accordance 
with this provision, that will forever close the doors to 
any more.of these retirements. I believe that we should 
agree to it, and give these grizzled warriors and battle- 
scarred veterans the rank to which they are justly en- 
titled when retired for age.” 

The motion that the House recede from its disagree- 
ment and concur in the amendment of the Senate, never- 
theless failed, and the Speaker reappointed as members 
of a committee for further conference Messrs. Hull, 
Prince and Sulzer. 

Mr. Keifer expressed himself as in favor of the Sen- 
ate amendment, “not because I think it works out equi- 
tably and justly all around in the matter of retiring 
officers of the Army, for there are very many officers on 
the retired list who are just as worthy by reason of 
active field service during the Civil War as the men who 
will be promoted if this provision becomes a law; but as 
we all know it is iiapdualtte to work out justice in every 
case.” He continued: “I know a man in the U.S. Army 
now who ought to be a brigadier general, and should 
have been long ago, who served in the Civil War when 
almost a child. He was in the battle of Chickamauga, 
and other battles in 1863, when twelve years of age. 
fle was small for his age then. He served to the end 
of the war without having any chance to get a good 
-dueation. He solicited, shortly after the Civil] War, of 
General Grant an appointment as a cadet at West Point. 
When he was old enongh General Grant nominated him. 
The old board rejected him on every known ground. -He 
was too short, he did not weigh enough, and he failed 
in mathematics and literature, and in everything else. 
On his way homeward he came to this city, called on 
President Grant, and succeeded in getting into the cabinet 
room, found Grant there alone and told the President 
that he had failed in his examination. Grant, in an as- 
sumed, cold, stern way told this ambitious young man 
and soldier that he was glad he had failed in his ex- 
amination; but before he left wrote a little card and 
put it in an envelope and asked this young man to take 
it over to the War Department, to the Secretary of War. 
He carried it over as requested, and the Secretary paid 
him great respect, and immediately made out an appoint- 
ment for him as a second lieutenant in the Army of the 
United States. He is to-day the senior colonel in the 
Quartermaster’s Department of the U.S. Army—John L. 
“lem. He has acquired an education and become an ac- 
complished officer. I saw him last when he was chief 
quartermaster on the Pacific slope, and he is now serv- 
ing in the line of his duty with great distinction. He 
might be retired as a brigadier general or a major 
general and do credit to this country; but we cannot 
do justice to all the deserving officers and soldiers of the 
great Civil War and all along the line.” 

Mr. Clark, of Missouri, wanted to know if there were 
not “enough officers on the retired list to make a regi- 
ment,” and also “why does not the Government take 
these retired officers and put them to drilling boys 
throughout the country?” 

“Mr. Hull, of Iowa. Because those in charge of the 
boys do not want them. There is no school in the United 
States that will take a retired officer as an original 
proposition if they can possibly avoid it.” 

“Mr. Clark. I am in favor of having a thoroughly 
drilled militia in the United States of a million men, 
so that if we ever have another war we will have an 
army, and these retired officers might as well be drilling 
these boys as sitting around and sucking their thumbs.” 

“Mr. Hull, of Iowa. There is a bill before the House 
relative to rifle practice containing similar features, 
and the gentleman will probably have an opportunity to 
vote on that later.” 

“Mr. Slayden. I believe, as the gentleman from Mis- 
souri [Mr. Clark] evidently believes, that retired officers, 
regardless of the wishes of the superintendents of these 
schools, should be put to work in the schools.”

NAVY ORDNANCE BULLETIN. 

Bids were opened on March 1 for ordnance electric 
apparatus for the turrets of the Wyoming and Arkansas. 
The only companies bidding were the General Electric 
Company and the Diehl Manufacturing Company. For 
the Wyoming the General Electric Company bid $38,100, 
and for the Arkansas the Diehl Company bid $34,700. 

The Bureau of Ordnance has sent a number of special 
mechanics from the Washington Navy Yard to the navy 
yard, Norfolk, Va., to install the turret sights of the 
Delaware. 

Ensigns H. F. Leary and Duncan I. Selfridge, under 
instruction in ordnance, have been ordered to the Naval 
Proving Ground in continuation thereof. 

Lieut. Clarence A. Abele has been detached from duty 
as Inspector of Ordnance at Bridgeport, Conn., and 
vicinity, and ordered to the Chester March 10, and En- 
sign W. P. Williamson, one of the officers under instruc- 
tion, has been ordered as his relief. 

At the Naval Proving Ground the pipe and blacksmith 
shop, lime and cenent shed, 12-inch gun emplacement, 
railroad extension and concreting retaining wall are weil 
advanced, but owing to bad weather work on the last 
three items has beea suspended. At the Powder Factory 
work on the artesian wells is delayed by the contractor ; 
power house inachinery bids opened Feb. 8, still pending ; 
boiler house equipment, new boilers have been purchased 
and resetting old boilers contracted for. The dryhouse 
is fifty per cent. completed; the five houses for employees 
wil! shortly be advertised; the intensifier house, the sol- 
vent recovery house are progressing, the former being 
about twenty-five per cent. completed and the latter about 
five per cent. completed. 

At the Naval Mzegazine, Iona Island, N.Y., the work 
on the fixed ammunition house is about seventy-five per 
cent. completed, and the extension to the sewerage system 
about the same. 

At the Naval Powder Depot, near Dover, N.J., work 
has progressed about as follows: One magazine building 
about sixty-eight per cent. completed; one high explosive 
house about sixty-nint per cent. completed; extension to 
een building about seventy-two per cent. com- 
pleted. 

At the Naval Magazine, Fort Lafayette, N.Y., the con- 
tractor has commenced driving the additional piles and 
strengthening the breakwater. 

At the Naval Magazine, Mare Island, Cal., work ou 
the new office building, two filling houses and extending 
the sewerage is progressing. 

At the Naval Magazine, Puget Sound, Wash., work 
on the watchman’s quarters, observation magazine, stable, 
fuse house and railroad system is well advanced.

THE NEWBERRY PLAN DEFENDED. 


A clear explanation and able defense of Mr. Newberry’s 
naval reforms is found in the second paper of Rear Ad- 
miral Caspar IF. Goodrich, U.S.N., appearing in the 
North American Review for March. He reports that 
under the new system adopted at New York, where he 
commanded, from two to seven days were saved in the 
transmission of correspondence. The dignity of the com- 
mandant’s position was increased, as he was no longer 
reduced to the role of a mere post officer. 

“My relief from the drudgery of the desk,’’ says the 
Admiral, “was great and instantaneous. From having 
daily to sigu many hundreds of papers of no consequence 
I found about forty, on the average, all that really re- 
quired my name. To their contents I was now at liberty 
to give the attention and study which their importance 
demanded. A reduction of clerical force ensued natur- 
ally, as well as opportunity to watch the conduct of 
affairs at the navy yard, check abuses, stimulate activity 
and determine how I could carry out Mr. Newberry’s 
views on the subject of simplifying yard organization and 
methods.” 

As a result, the duplicating shops were consolidated 
and work concentrated. The numerous independent col- 
lections of material were gathered into one general store- 
house, in harmony with the regulations established by 
Mr. Whitney when Secretary, which had been systemati- 
eally ignored. A “Tool Steel Board” was organized to 
establish standards, instead of suffering each Fe to 
choose its favorite brand of proprietary steel. he very 
first “high-speed” tool steel under the specifications 
adopted by the hoard was bought for thirty-odd cents a 
pound, whereas for no better material the price paid had 
previously ranged between eighty cents and a dollar and 
a quarter. The making of lathes and planer tools was 
limited to League Island and the numerous yard tool- 
rooms closed, and a saving, equivalent to $750,000 for 
the whole Navy, was made by doing away with the fixed 
semi-annual allowance of material to ships, which led to 
useless accumulation of unused articles in the store- 
houses. Methods for transporting material in the yard 
were adopted so up to date that private industrial estab- 
lishments studied them. Admiral rich says: 

“These are the broad outlines of Mr. Newberry’s 
scheme—the amalgamation of all manufacturing depart- 
ments; the creation of an independent body of inspectors ; 
emphasizing the commandant’s supreme authority and 
granting him still wider powers; holding up the best 
methods and practices in civil life as the goal to be kept 
always in view; reduction in the number of foremen; 
simplification of papers and reports; placing of command- 
ing officers and others who required work done in imme- 
diate communication and co-operation with those who 
had to do that work, ete. It is not practicable, within the 
limits of a magazine article, to go farther into detail, 
even if this were advantageous. After all, the main result 
achieved was the destruction of the bureau system at the 
navy yards, something once believed to be absolutely 
impossible. * * * One single advantage of Mr. New- 
berry’s scheme ought to outweigh a host of disadvantages, 
if such exist. J/t is essentially a system for time of war. 
On the approach of hostilities the only change in the 
personnel at navy yards will be an increase of force; the 
methods and the managers will remain unaltered.” 

The chief objection fo which Mr. Newberry’s system 
was subjected was his making the naval constructor 
ipso facto manager of the manufacturing department, 
which “revived in full force the always present, if domi- 
nant, line and staff controversy.” ‘My predilection,” 
Admiral Goodrich says, “would naturally have been a 
competent line officer. Doubtless had Mr. Newberry pos- 
sessed the time for experiment he would have asked 
opinions on this score and have given them due weight, 
but time was lacking. It was only about the middle of 
January when he received the Executive sanction, and 
his term of office was to expire on March 4. t was 
to be done must be done quickly or not at all. Is he to 
be seriously blamed for seizing the tool readiest at hand 








and for making it to the interest and credit of the strong 
and able construction corps to push his plan into imme- 
diate operation?”

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Rear Admiral Seaton Schroeder, U.S.N., commander- 
in-chief of the Atlantic Fleet, has reported by wireless to 
the Navy Department on work of the Battleship Fleet 
in Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, for the week ending Feb. 26. 
He says: “During past week fleet continued scheduled 
work. Sunday regiment, consisting of the landing forces 
of the Connecticut, Kansas, Virginia and Missouri, 
pitched camp ashore for two weeks, holding target prac- 
tice small arms, company, battalion, regimental drills and 
camp routine. Thursday forenoon, Second, Third and 
Fourth Divisions, except Virginia and Wisconsin, held 
turning trials and towing exercises at sea. During after- 
noon, fleet except Virginia, and Wisconsin, held fleet 
battle exercises. Upon conclusion, returned to anchorage, 
Guantanamo Bay. Held searchlight exercises at anchor 
in evening. Friday morning, Second and Third Divisions 
went to sea and held towing exercises during entire day, 
returning to anchorage in evening. Continued Admiral’s 
inspection of the Connecticut, Kansas, Mississippi, New 
Jersey, Nebraska, Rhode Island, Virginia and Missouri. 
Boats’ crews all ships in port exercised daily under oars 
and sails. Two ships carried on wall scaling. Severai 
ships carried out anchors and put spring on cable. Sev- 
eral ships had target practice with field pieces and boat 
guns. Continued instruction of all men who cannot swim; 
559 qualified during week. Baseball and other athletics 
on Saturday. Washington’s Birthday observed by usual 
ceremonies. Several boat races and athletic meets ashore. 
Work progressing satisfactorily.” 

Orders have been issued for the return of the Atlantic 
Fleet from Guantanamo the latter part of March, to take 
station at Hainpton Roads for target practice on the 
Southern Drill Ground. It is expected that the fleet will 
be at Hampton Roads by March 30. The fleet had 
maneuvers and target practice at the Southern Drill 
Grounds in September, before the ships were sent to their 
yards for repairs in preparation to go to Guantanamo. 

The South Caroiina, which was placed in commission 
on March 1 at the navy yard, Philadelphia, Pa., will sai! 
March 6 for Hampton Roads, and later proceed to 
Charleston. At Charleston the South Carolina will re- 
ceive a handsome silver service from the Daughters of 
the American Revolution. , 

The Marietta is en route for Hampton Roads, where 
she will undergo inspection, and then will go to her yard 
for repairs. 

The Inspection Board is this week inspecting the 
battleship Michigan at Hampton Roads, preparatory to 
her going to Guantanamo to join the Atlantic Fleet. 

The U.S.S. New York, now in reserve at the navy yard, 
Philadelphia, Pa., has been ordered placed in full com- 
mission. ‘The Navajo has been ordered placed in commis- 
sion at the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal. When 
commissioned and ready for sea the vessel will be assigned 
to duty with the Pacific Fleet for service as tender during 
the target practice of the fleet in Santa Barbara Channel. 

The armored cruiser Washington arrived at San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., March 3, from Puget Sound and is now 
anchored off the quarantine station. No new cases of 
smallpox developed during the run from Port Townsend. 
The crew will be subject to a daily examination for the 
next two weeks, and if no new cases develop the vessel 
will be at the disposal of the Navy Department for 
further orders. The occurrence of smallpox on the Wash- 
ington will be the subject of thorough inquiry. It now 
appears from all official reports that the members of 
the crew of the Washington were exposed to the dis- 
ease at Yokohama. When the ship reached Puget Sound 
it was intended to disinfect the ship at Port Townsend, 
but the facilities there were inadequate and she was 
ordered to Angel Island. The Navy Department received a 
report, dated Feb. 17, 1910, in regard to the outbreak, 
which states that the ship left Yokohama on Jan. 20, 
and that on the 22d F. C. Leonard, oiler, and D. J. 
Thompson, coal passer. were admitted to the sick list 
with fever, which developed into varioloid and variola. 
The whole crew was at once inspected for vaccination 
marks, and all who needed it were vaccinated again. The 
Washington arrived at Honolulu Jan. 31, and as soon 
as possible went alongside the quarantine wharf, where 
everything possible was done, and such disinfection was 
carried on as was deemed necessary by the naval medical 
officers and those of the Marine Hospital Service, at that 
place. After such isolation as was deemed necessary by 
the quarantine officials of the port, the ship was re- 
leased from quarantine, coaled and proceeded on her 
way, leaving Honolulu on Feb. 8. Between Feb. 8 and 
the evening of Feb. 9 five more cases were admitted to 
the sick list with fever, which quickly developed as vari- 
ola. Four of these patients had been vaccinated before 
arrival at Honolulu. On arrival at Sound the 





ship went to the quarantine station, and renovation and 
disinfection were carried on to the degree usual in such 
cases, and the ship was finally released from quarantine 
by the health officials. Another case having appeared 
since that time, the ship was ordered to the large quaran- 
tine station of the Marine Hospital Service, at Angel 
Island, in San Francisco Bay, where the crew was to 
be landed and the ship given the most thorough disinfec- 
tion possible. 

A dramatie scene occurred on board the U.S.S. Cali- 
fornia at San Francisco Feb. 25, when the entire com- 
plement of marines were assembled for inspection on the 
quarterdeck, so that Miss Emma Schwad, nineteen years 
of age, might pick from among the men the one who had 
kept her away from her home. Miss Schwad suddenly 
ran from her mother’s side and jumped overboard rather 
than face the ordeal. The next moment a sailor in full 
uniform jumpeu after her. When a boat was lowered 
the bluejacket could be seen in the water with the girl 
in his arms, and both were picked up just as the sailor’s 
strength was failing. Miss Schwad was taken to the 
Harbor Emergency Hospital, and her life was saved. The 
girl’s mother had made complaint to officers on the 
cruiser, and had compelled the girl to accompany her to, 
pick out the marine who she alleged was responsible for 
her remaining away from home. 

Capt. Albert G. Winterhalter, U.S.N., in command of 
the battleship Louisiana, reported to the Navy Depart- 
ment on March 1 that his ship had made 18.3 knots on 
her “shaking-down” trial off the Virginia Capes. This 
is considered a remarkable record, especially as the sea 
was heavy. Captain Winterhalter made a special report 
commending the work done by the Norfolk Yard in con- 
verting the propellers of the Louisiana from inturning to 
outturning. 

The U.S.S. Tennessee, after an absence of five months 
from Bremerton, Wash., returned there for repairs on 
Feb. 14. Workmen began the work of repairing the 
boilers and engines, and the fire control system will be 
altered and ash ejectors will be installed. The Tennessee 
and the Washington are due to leave the yard on March 
15 for a cruise to Buenos Ayres. Argentine. The follow-

The Naval Academy Squadron, consisting of the Iowa, 
Indiana and Massachusetts, will be commanded this 
summer by Comdr. George R. Clark. Comdr, William 
H. G. Bullard will have command of the Iowa, Comdr. 
Edward H. Durell of the Indiana, and Comdr. Carlo B. 
Brittain of the Massachusetts. 

Announcement was made at the State Department and 
Mexican Embassy on March 2 of an arrangement for the 
continuation of naval target practice by the American 
war vessels at Magdalena Bay. This is to correct re- 
ports that a permit for the practice has been granted 
by the Mexican government for ninety years, and that 
this is resented by the people of Mexico in the belief 
that the’ concession was forced from their government. 
This was denied to-day, and it was stated that Mexico 
had granted the “usual annual privilege” to use Magda- 
lena Bay for a month’s target practice by the Pacific 
Fleet. Most of the ships of the Pacific Fleet, under 
Admiral Harber’s command, left San Francisco for 
Santa Barbara for the annual spring record target prac- 
tice. This firing took place off Southern California last 
spring. The battle practice was held last fall in Manila 
Bay. The next battle practice of the Pacific Fleet wili 
not be held until August, and it is regarded as likely 
that by that time the Navy Department will decide to 
abandon Magdalena Bay permanently for its use. 

The Navy Department will soon determine the question 
as to whether the depth of the sea affects the speed of a 
war vessel steaming through it. The answer is to be 
sought by a series of tests over the Rockland, Province- 
town and Delaware Breakwater courses. The battleship 
Michigan will have its standardization trials over each 
of the courses named. After the Michigan, the battleships 
Delaware and South Dakota will have similar trials over 
the same courses. Then the torpedoboat destroyers 
Flusser and Reid will be put through the tests. 

The rudder of a Navy boat, which the commandant of 
the navy yard, Norfolk, Va., on Feb. 28 reported as 
having been found off Cape Henry, and which it was 
thought might have belonged to the lost Nina, has been 
identified as belonging to one of the boats of the naval 
collier Hannibal, which has been recently employed in 
towing a target raft. 

The Boston Transcript says: “If we are to believe 
the reports emanating from the naval experts abroad, 
Iingland is considerably disturbed, not to say chagrined, 
by the award of the Argentine warship contracts to an 
American firm. To the average Britisher it is almost 
incone2ivable that anyone, anywhere, can create a Dread- 
nought quicker and cheaper than the builders of his own 
eountry. To learn that Fore River for cne and Blohm 
and Voss, of Germany, for another both made more 
acceptable proposals than Armstrong and Vickers comes 
as a terrible jolt to his pride. Yet here is the story told 
by the official statement of the Argentine government: 
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Not only did the Americans bid $40 a ton or ten per 
cent. less than the British, but they offered to complete 
their work in six months less time. The British bid was 
the highest of the five and the length of time required 
by them the longest. 

‘The Navy Department was advised March 2 of the 
death by drowning in Cuban waters of Ship’s Cook Abra- 
ham Jones, of the Potomac.

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THE SIXTY-FIRST CONGRESS. 


SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 

H.R. 3037, signed by the President on Feb. 24, provides 
that in order to correct the lineal and relative rank of 
the officers of the U.S. Army hereinafter named the name 
of Granville Sevier, Captain, C.A.C., shall appear next 
above the name of Robert F. Woods, Captain, C.A.C.; 
the name of Theodore H. Koch, Captain, C.A.C., shall 
appear next above the name of James L. Long, Captain, 
C.A.C.; the name of Richard Furnival, 1st Lieutenant, 
C.A.C., shall appear next above the name of Bruce 
Cotten, 1st Lieutenant, C.A.C., and the name of Clarence 
N. Jones, Captain, F.A., shall appear next above the 
name of Augustine McIntyre, F.A. 

The Senate on Feb. 25 passed S. 5905, to authorize 
the Lawton and Fort Sil] Electric Railway Company to 
construct and operate a railway through the Fort Sill 
military reservation. 

The Senate on Feb. 28 passed S. 6168, creating a 
“Government Rusiness Methods Commission,” to inquire 
into and report to Congress what changes are necessary 
or desirable in the methods of transacting the business 
of the Government. 

The Senate on March 2 passed S. 4399, to pay to 
Major Pierre C. Stevens, paymaster, U.S. Army, $4,000, 
being an amount stolen from government funds in his 
possession at San Juan, P.R., while a major and addi- 
tional paymaster, U.S. Volunteers, and which amount 
he made good from his private funds on or about 
Nov. 18, 1899. 

In the Senate on Feb. 28 Mr. Taliaferro submitted an 
amendment proposing to appropriate $150,000 to extend 
the quay wall at Key West, Fla., intended to be proposed 
by him to the Naval Appropriation bill. 

The House on March 2 passed H.R. 21221, providing 
$500,000 for the construction of two revenue cutters for 
Key West, Fla. Mr. Tawney pleaded for non-passage 
of the bill, saying that the Chief of the Revenue Cutter 
Service himself had declared that the Service did not 
want these cutters at this time unless the revenues of 
the country justified the expenditure. A vote to recon- 
sider was lost, 134 to 144. 

The House on March 1 passed H. Res. 408, calling 
upon the Secretary of the Navy to furnish to the House 
a table showing the prices paid by vessels of the U.S. 
Navy during 1909 in U.S. and foreign ports for beef, 
corned beef, veal, pork, bacon, ham, fowl, ice, eggs, milk, 
bread, potatoes and fruit; also H. Res. 410, requesting 
the Secretary of the Navy to transmit to the House in- 
formation as to what contracts, if any, have been made 
since July 1, 1909, for 12-inch, 7-inch, 6-inch and 5-inch 
guns for the Navy: the firm or firms with which said con- 
tracts have been made, the prices agreed to be paid, and 
the number of each caliber of guns contracted for with 
each firm and the total amount of these contracts with 
each firm. 

In favorably reporting H.R. 89. to reorganize and 
enlist the members of the U.S. Naval Academy Band, the 
House Naval Committee amends the bill to read: “That 
the Naval Academy Band shall consist of one leader, who 
shall have the pay and allowance of a second lieutenant 
in the Marine Corps; one second leader, with pay at the 
rate of $50 per month: twenty-nine musicians, first 
class, and eleven musicians, second class; and shall be 
paid from ‘Pay of the Navy.’ Sec. 2. at the members 
of the Naval Academy Band as now organized shall be 
enlisted in the Navy and credited with all prior service 
of whatever nature as members of said band, as shown 
by the records of the Naval Academy and the pay rolls 
of the ships and Academy: and the said leader and the 
enlisted musicians of the band shal] be entitled to the 
same benefits in respect to pay, emoluments and retire- 
ment arising from longevity, re-enlistment and length of 
service as are, or may hereafter become, applicable to 
other enlisted men of the navy: Provided, That no back 
pay shall be allowcd to the leader or to any member of 
the said band by reason of the passage of this Act.” 

Representative Moore, of Pennsylvania, has introduced 
a joint resolution (H.J. Res. 161) authorizing the Secre- 
tary of State to arrange an international conference to 
fix the maximum depth of rivers, harbors and the ap- 
proaches thereto. 

A subcommittee of the House Naval Committee has 
voted unanimously in favor of the bill introduced by 
Representative Loud, of Michigan, by the terms of which 
the Secretary of the Navy is directed to request immedi- 
ately bids for the removal of the wreck of the Maine 
and for the proper interment of the bodies therein in a 
national cemetery. The President is authorized to make 
the necessary arrangements for a convention with Cuba, 
in which the Senate must concur, to carry out the pro- 
visions of the bill. Money to pay for the work is made 
immediately available. 

The Henry resolution, proposing to the several states 
an amendment to the Constitution, changing the date 
of the inauguration of the President and Vice-President 
from March 4 to the last Thursday in April, has been 
favorably acted upon by the House Committee on Judici- 
ary by a unanimous vote. 

A report of the subcommittee of the House Naval 
Committee in the matter of proposed honors to Civil 
Engr. Robert E. Peary, in the form of a gold medal and 
the thanks of Congress, shows that hut two civilians and 
about a dozen military heroes have had the honor of the 
thanks of Congress bestowed upon them. The civilians 
were Cornelius Vanderbilt. who presented $800.000 to 
the Government for use in time of war, and Captain 
Gleadell. of the steamship Atlantic, for heroism at sea. 
The military men who have been so rewarded are Gen- 
erals Grant. Banks. Burnside, Hooker, Meade, Sherman, 
Sheridan, Terry, Thomas and Hancock: Commodore 
Ringgold, Lieutenant Colonel Bailey, Captain Rogers. 
Admirals Porter, Farragut and Dewey. Captain Winslow 
and Lieutenant Cushing. A vote of thanks also was be- 
stowed by Congress upon the family of General Arm- 
strong for presenting ‘to the Government the sword of 
President Jackson. The subcommittee has decided not 
to appoint an investigating committee, but to ask Pro- 
fessor Otto H. Tittman, of the Geodetic Sur¥ey, and 
Professor Henry Gannett, of the National Geographic 
Society, to appear before the committee and state their 
opinion regarding the discovery of the North Pole. The 
committee’s sole desire is to have some evidence officially 
before Congress that Peary actually made the discovery 
hefore taking action predicated on such discovery. Messrs. 
Tittman and Gannett were members of the committee of 
the National Geographic Society which examined Peary’s 
records. 

It is understood that ¢ joint resolution will be intro- 
duced in both houses of gress, next week, asking for 


a thorough investigation of the death of Lieut. James S. 
Sutton at Annapolis on the night of Oct. 7, 1907, and 


of all of the events leading up to the tragedy. Senator 
Chamberlain, of Oregon, will offer the resolution in the 
Senate, and Representative McCreadie, of Washington, 
will present it in the House. On the same day Henry 
E. Davis, attorney for Mrs. Sutton, mother of the lieu- 
tenant, will institute proceedings in the civil courts of 
Maryland. The mother is as certain as ever, despite the 


finding of suicide by the board that investigated the 


death of her son, that his death was the result of a con- 
spiracy. 

The Conference Committee on H.R. 13410, amending 
Articles of War 122 and 124 and repealing Article 123, 
reported agreement on March 2, the House language 
being retained. The modified articles will now read: 

“Art. 122. If, upon marches, guards, or in quarters, dif- 
ferent corps of the Army happen to join or do duty together, 
the officer highest in rank of the line of the Army,.Marine Corps, 
Organized Militia, or Volunteers, by commission, there on duty 
or in quarters, shall command the whole, and give orders for 
what is needful in the Service, unless otherwise specially di- 
rected by the President, according to the nature of the case.” 

(Art. 123 repealed). 

“Art. 124. Officers of the Organized Militia of the several 

states, when called into the service of the United States, shall 
on all detachments, courts-martial, and other duty, wherein 
they may be employed in conjunction with the Regular or Vol- 
unteer forces of .the United States, take rank next after all 
officers of the like grade in said Kegular forces, and shall 
take precedence of all officers of Volunteers of equal or in 
ferior rank, notwithstanding the commissions of such Militia 
officers may be older than the commissions of the said officers 
of the Regular forces of the United States.” 
The Senate receded from its amendment to Article 122, 
in which are struck out the words “of the Army” in the 
House bill. Chairman Hull contended in the conference 
that striking out “of the Army” would place the officers 
of any other organization not a part of the Regular forces 
of the United States, who happened to be co-operating, 
on the same standing as the regular commissioned officers 
of the Army. The majority of the conferees took the 
sane view of the question, and as a result the bill was 
agreed to as it passed the House. 

The Gallinger “mail pay’ bill, to provide for the estab- 
lishment of mail steamship lines between the United 
States and South America, the Philippines, Japan, China 
and Australia. was ordered favorably reported to the 
Senate March 3. The vote of the Committee on Com- 
merce was practically unanimous. The bill, which 
authorizes the Postmaster General to give increased pay 
to mail lines established between the United States and 
ports in South America, the Philippines, Japan, China 
and Australasia, is in lieu of. a general ship subsidy 
measure which supporters of plans to increase the mer- 
chant marine have been unable to push through Congress,

MEDICAL RESERVE CORPS FOR NAVY. 

S. 6576, Mr. Perkins.—To increase the efficiency of the 
Medical Department of the U.S. Navy. That a Naval Medical 
Reserve Corps, to be a constituent part of the Medical Depart- 
ment of the U.S. Navy, is hereby established as hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec. 2. That for the purpose of securing a reserve corps 
of medical officers a for naval service, the President of 
the U.S. is authorized fo issue commissions as assistant sur- 
geons, with the rank of lieutenant (junior grade), therein to 
such graduates of reputable schools of medicine, citizens of 
the U.S., as shall from time to time, upon examination to be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy, be found ,physically, 
morally and professionally qualified to hold such commissions, 
the persons so commissioned to constitute and be known as 
the Naval Medical Reserve Corps. The commissions so given 
shall confer upon the holders all the authority, rights and 
privileges of commissioned officers of the like grade in the 
Medical Corps of the U.S. Navy except promotions, but only 
when called into active duty as hereinafter provided and 
during the period of such active duty. Officers of the Medical 
Reserve Corps shall have rank in said corps according to the 
dates of their respective commissions therein, and when em- 
ployed on active duty shall rank next below all other officers 
of like grade in the U.S. Navy: Provided, That acting assistant 
surgeons in the naval service at the date of the passage of this 
act who receive the favorable recommendation of the Surgeon 
General of the Navy shall be eligible for appointment in said 
reserve corps without further examination: And provided fur- 
ther, That any acting assistant surgeon who, at the time of 
his appointment as such, was not over the age which would 
permit his completion of .the prescribed course of instruction at 
the U.S. Naval Medical School before reaching the statutory age 
limit of thirty years, shall be eligible to appointment in the 
Medical Corps of the Navy, subject to such examination as 
the Secretary of the Navy may prescribe. 

Sec. 3° That in emergencies the Secretary of the Navy may 
order officers of the Medical Reserve Corps to active duty in the 
Service of the U.S. in such numbers as the public interests may 
require, and may relieve them from such duty when their 
services are no longer necessary: Provided, That nothing in 
this act shall be construed as authorizing an officer of the 
Medical Reserve Corps to be ordered upon active duty as herein 
provided who is unwilling to accept such service, nor to pro- 
hibit an officer of said corps not designated for active duty from 
performing service with the ilitia or with the Volunteer 
troops of the U.S. or in the service of the U.S. in any other 
capacity, but when so serving with the Militia or with Volunteer 
troops, or when employed in the service of the U.S. in any 
other capacity, an officer of the Medical Reserve Corps shall 
not be subject to call for duty under the terms of this section: 
And provided further, That the President is authorized to dis- 
charge honorably from the Medical Reserve Corps any officer 
thereof whose services are no longer required: And provided 
further, That officers of the Medical Reserve Corps who apply 
for appointment in the Medical Corps of the Navy may, upon 
the recommendation of the Surgeon General, be placed on 
active duty by the Secretary of the Navy and ordered to the 
Naval Medical School for instruction and further examination 
to determine their fitness for commission in the Medical Corps: 
And provided further, That any officer of the Medical Reserve 
Corps who is subject to call and who shall be ordered upon 
active duty as herein provided, and who shali be unwilling and 
refuse to accept such service, shall be discharged from the 
Medical Reserve Corps. 

Sec. 4. That officers of the Medical Reserve Corps, when 
called to active duty in the Service of the U.S., as provided in 
Sec. 3 of this act, shall be subject to the laws, regulations and 
orders for the government of the Regular Navy, and during 
the period of such service shall be entitled to the pay and 
allowances of assistant surgeons in the Medical Corps of the 
Navy, with increase for length of service now allowed by law, 
said increase to be computed only for time of active duty: Pro- 
vided, That no officer of the Medical Reserve Corps shall be 
entitled to retirement or retirement pay, nor shall he be en- 
titled to pension except for physical disability incurred in 
the line of duty while in active service: And provided further, 
That nothing in this act shall be construed to prevent the 
appointment in time of war of medical officers of volunteers 
in such numbers and with such rank and pay as may be pro- 
vided by law. 








S. 6728, Mr. Warren.—Providing for the retirement of cer- 
tain officers of the Philippine Scouts. Same as H.R. 21677, 
published page 755, our issue of Feb. 26. 

S. 6799, Mr. Perkins.—Fixing the pay of paymasters’ clerks 
in the U.S. Navv. That the Act for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1909, approved May 13, 1908, be amended as follows: 
Under “Pay of the Navy,” in the clause providing that ‘The 
pay of all warrant officers and mates is hereby increased 25 
per centum, and all paymasters’ clerks shall, while on duty, 
receive the same pay and allowances as warrant officers of like 
length of service in the Navy,” strike out the words ‘on duty” 
and substitute therefor the words “holding appointment in ac- 
cordance with law,” so that the clause may read as follows: 


“The pay of all warrant officers and mates is hereby increased 

25 per centum, and all paymasters’ clerks shall, while holding 

appointment in accordance with law, receive the same pay and 

allowance as warrant officers of like length of service in the 
avy.” 


S. 6867, Mr. Overman.—That any officer of the Medical De- 
partment, U.S. Army, below the grade of brigadier general, who 
served creditably as an acting assistant surgeon in the Army dur. 
ing the Civil War period to April 9, 1865, and has heretofore been, 
or may hereafter be, retired on account of wounds or disability 
incident to the Service, or on account of age, or after forty years’ 
service, may, in the discretion of the President, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, be placed on the retired list 
of the Army with the rank and retired pay of one grade above 
that actually held by him at the date of his retirement. 

S. 6876, Mr. Root.—To authorize the Secretary of the Navy 
to erect a suitable monument over the remains of Rear Admiral 
tee Wilkes, U.S.N., in the National Cemetery at Arlington,

S. 6877, Mr. Root.—To amend an act entitled “An Act to 
incorporate the American National Red Cross,’’ approved Jan. 
5, 1905. 

S. 6885, Mr. Cullom.—Authorizing the President to appoint 
Alexander H. Holt to be a colonel of the U.S. Army. 





H.R. 21397, Mr. Shackleford.—To appoint Major C. B, 
Ewing, U.S.A., retired, to the grade of lieutenant colonel, ‘as 
if he had been retired by reason of physical disability incurred 
in line of duty.” 

H.R. 21442, Mr. Oonry.—For the appointment of S. A, 
Russel, late a captain in the 7th Inf., U.S.A., to be a captain 
of Infantry in the Army, and upon such reappointment to place 
him on the retired list, such retirement to be in addition to 
the number of officers now authorized by law. Mr. Russel en- 
tered the Army in August, 1861, and was honorably mustered 
out on Jan. 1, 1871. After thirty-nine years following civil 
pursuits Mr. Russel desires an appointment to the Army retied 
list, paying him $1,800 per annum. 

H.R. 21757, Mr. O’Connell.—Requiring all vessels under the 
control of the Government, excepting torpedoboats, torpedoboat 
destroyers and submarines, to be equipped with wireless tele- 
graph apparatus. 

H.R. 21829, Mr. Steenerson (by request).—To amend section 
1661, Revised Statutes, relating to the annual appropriation for 
arms and equipments for the Militia. 


QUARTERMASTER’S DEPARTMENT, U.S.A. 

H.R. 21831, Mr. Kahn.—To increase the efficiency of the 
Quartermaster’s Department of the U.S. rmy. That the 
Quartermaster’s Department of the Army shall consist of 1 
Quartermaster General with the rank of brigadier general; 19 
quartermasters with the rank of colonel; 18 quartermasters 
with the rank of lieutenant colonel; 39 quartermasters with the 
rank of major; 117 quartermasters with the rank of captain, of 
which number 60 shall be appointed, and fifty-seven detailed in 
accordance with the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, except as otherwise 
provided herein, and 250 post quartermaster sergeants. 

Sec. 2 That all vacancies in the grades of colonel, lieu- 
tenant colonel and major created or caused by this act and here- 
after occurring in said grades shall be fulfilled by promotion 
according to seniority, as now prescribed by law, and to fil! 
original vacancies occurring hereafter in the grade of captain 
through promotion of the captains to be appointed, the Presi- 
dent is authorized, by and with the consent of the Senate, to 
appoint officers from the Army at large, from the grade in which 
the vacancy exists or from the grade lower, and officers so ap- 
pointed shall rank from date of appointment. 

Sec. 8. That details of officers to the Quartermaster’s De. 
partment, under the provisions of the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, shall 
be limited to the 57 captains herein provided for, and may be 
made from the grade in which the vacancy exists or the grade 
below, and officers so detailed may be again detailed for service 
in the department after they have served one year with the line, 
and in that event shall take rank from the date of their original 
detail in the Quartermaster’s Department. 


H.R. 21832, Mr. Kalanianaole——To provide for the con- 
struction of a revenue cutter for service in the Hawaiian Islands. 
Appropriates $250,000. 

H.R. 21834, Mr. Bates.—To equalize Navy pay with that 
of the Army. That in construing the new pay law of the 
Navy officers with creditable Civil War service records shall 
not receive less than Army pay for precisely the same condi- 
tions and grades. 

H.R. 22006, Mr. Livingston.—To construct a military high- 
way between Fort McPherson and the military rifle range near 
Waco, Ga., utilizing the labor of the U.S. convicts. 

H.R. 22007, Mr. McCall.—To authorize and direct the Secre- 
taries of War and of the Navy to collect and compile, with a 
view to publication, the scattered military and naval records 
of the Revolutionary War; all such records in the possession 
of any official of the United States to be transferred, the records 
to the War or Navy Department. Appropriates $60,000. 

H.R. 22010, Mr. Broussard.—That the Secretary of the Navy 
be authorized to cause to be certified to the Secretary of the 
Interior, for restoration to the public domain, the whole or 
such portion or portions of the several tracts of land in the 
state of Louisiana heretofore set apart and reserved for naval 
uses as are no longer required for the purposes for which they 
were reserved, or for any purposes connected with the naval 
service. 

H.R. 22070, Mr. Creager (by request).—Providing for the 
creation of a reserve oil-fuel supply for the U.S. Navy. Same 
as S. 6631. 
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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., March 3, 1910. 

The fourth classmen are highly pleased over their athletic 
victory of Saturday might. It is the first time in the history 
of the Naval Academy that the plebes have won an athletic 
meet in competition with the other three classes. The pres- 
ent fourth class has broken all but one of its own class field 
and track records, was second in the interclass football matches 
and made a creditable showing in the basketball series. It had 
two men on the football eleven, a representative on the gym- 
nasium team, and Coach Glendon is credited with saying that 
the bunch of crew candidates is the best fourth class lot that 
he has ever had. 

The fourth class in the interclass indoor track meet on Sat- 
urday night captured the meet with a total of 32% points; 
their nearest competitors, the first class, made 380 points, the 
third class, 14%, and the second, 12. The contest was close 
and not decided until the final event, the pole vault. The 
plebes swept everything before them in this, however, when three 
of their entries tied for first place, giving them nine points. 
Considering that the track in the balcony of the gymnasium is 
about eight laps to the mile, the time in the races was good.

Midshipman Hasel H. Dick, of South Carolina, of the third 
class, who was found deficient at the recent semi-annual exam- 
ination, has resigned. 

That President Taft has for seven months sidestepped her 
efforts to see him in connection with the death of her son, 
Lieut. James N. Sutton, U.S.M.C., on Oct. 12, 1907, but that 
she is not discouraged or contemplating abandoning her fight, 
was the announcement of Mrs. Rosa B. Sutton, who, accom- 
panied by her two daughters, Misses Daisy and Louise, was 
in Annapolis last week.

W. Owens, a lawyer. She intimated that there were excellent 
chances of the whole matter being taken up by a Congressional 
committee.

12TH N.Y.—COL. GEORGE R. DYER. 


Brig. Gen. Walter Howe, U.S.A., in temporary command ot 
the Department of the East, who reviewed the 12th N.Y., under 
command of Col. George R. Dyer, in the armory on the night 
of March 2, introduced quite an innovation hereabouts. Dur- 
ing the inspection of the regiment at standing review, the Gen- 
eral, instead of first passing along the front of the regiment 
from right to left, passed around the companies of eacn bat- 
talion separately. 

Beginning with the first battalion, he looked carefully at 
each company in it, from front to rear, and then went through 
the same program with the second and third battalions. He 
would frequently stop and look at some particular man, cele- 
brated for rifle shooting or other duty, and looked carefully 
at the men generally from head to foot. 

He found that the men had all been careful to clean their 
shoes and get a clean shave, as well as having their hair 
trimmed properly, and he expressed himself as being highly 
pleased at the pride the men showed in oe a soldierly 
appearance, and he was impressed with their good physique. The 
General said he had experienced great pleasure in reviewing the 
command. The inspection made by General Howe took close on 
twice the time ordinarily devoted to this part of the ceremony, 
and it served all the better to demonstrate the splendid steadiness 
preserved by the men under the strain. General Howe was ac- 
companied by a staff consisting of Col. G. Andrews, A.G., Lieut. 
Col. J. A. Hull, J.A., and Lieut. Col. A. Cronkhite, Coast Art. 
General Howe was so much interested that later in the evening 
he went through the company rooms and looked into a num- 
ber of lockers to see how they were kept. 

The equalization of the regiment into twelve companies of 
sixteen files each, and its formation into line of masses by 
Adjutant A. D. Porter for the review, was very quickly done, 
and this snap and promptness prevailed throughout the eve- 
ning. In the passage all the companies went by in elegant 
shape, and in the review, the evening parade and regimental 
drill the command made a fine showing, and in fact, in the 
opinion of those qualified to judge, it was among the best the 
regiment has ever made. 

Colonel Dyer was suffering with hoarseness, so the parade 
was taken by Lieut. Col. T. W. Huston; the regimental drill, 
however, was in charge of Colonel Dyer, who never once gave 
a verbal command, but directed a bugler to sound them. The 
movements were splendidly executed. At the conclusion of the 
drill Co. B, Capt. W. E. Downs, was marched to the front and 
was formally presented with the Riker trophy for shooting, 
General Howe making the presentation. The grand march, fol- 
lowing the military ceremonies, was led by Colonel Dyer and 
Mrs. Burr,. wife of Major N. B. Burr, other officers of the 
regiment and members and guests following. The special 
guests were entertained at a collation by Colonel Dyer and his 
officers. Among the many present were Col. Peter S. Bomus. 
U.S.A., retired, Gen. T. A. Bingham, U.S.A., and Fire Com- 
missioner Rhinelander Waldo. 


The annual inspection of the Florida National Guard will 
commence on March 7 and continue until April 4. The in- 
spections will be conducted for the U.S. by 1st Lieut. Charles 
H. Danforth, 17th U.S. Inf. 

Colonel Bates, of the 71st N.Y., has received a very flattering 
report from Lieut. Col. B. B. McAlpin, inspector on the di- 
vision staff, on the recent annual inspection and muster of 
the regiment. The remarks of Colonel McAlpin are as follows: 

“General appearance, military bearing, discipline, courtesy 
and efficiency shown by inspection excellent. This command 
has taken its place in the first rank of National Guard Infantry 
organizations. It is to be commended for the decided and 
marked improvement shown by this inspection. There is evi- 
dent a unanimity of opinion and a strong esprit de corps.’ 
The departments are well organized under competent officers 
who appreciate their responsibilities. The property is clean 
and well cared for; the armory is in splendid condition, with 
the exception that the walls need painting badly. Books and 
records excellent. Funds kept as prescribed. Treasure bonded. 
Capt. R. F. Walton represented the War Department and 
Major A. W. Little the 1st Brigade.” 

After a conference at Albany, N.Y., Feb. 25, between 
Governor Hughes and the members of the Militia Council, it 
was decided that the proposed new Highland Park would 
not provide an acceptable site for a state camp for the Guard 
in place of that at Peekskill, which was wanted as a site for 
the new state prison, which was to have been placed on Bear 
Mountain in Rockland county. National Guardsmen are op- 
posed to giving up the Peekskill camp for a prison site unless 
they could secure another advantageous location in the vicin- 
ity of Greater New York for the camp. It was shown that 
the Bear Mountain site was deficient in space for the placifig 
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ig military camp and parade ground, and to replace 
_* *oeakekill one site will call for an estimated expenditure 
of $110,000. 5 

In the Delaware National Guard sixty-two per cent. of the 
average strength qualified as marksmen during the year 1909. 
Of 238 officers and men firing eighteen qualified as expert 
riflemen, eleven as sharpshooters and twenty-nine as marks- 
men. The figure of merit was 29.39. 

At the annual convention of the National Guard Associa- 
tion of New York, at Albany, on Feb, 24, Col. William G. 
Bates, Tist Regt., was elected president; Col. William Wilson, 
3d Regt., first vice-president; Lieut. Comdr. Russell Rayner, 
Naval Militia, second vice-president; Capt. William F, Whee- 
lock, 10th Regt., secretary; Major David Wilson, 1st Batin., 
F.A., treasurer for the twenty-fourth consecutive term. At 
the dinner Governor Hughes presented Brig. Gen. Nelson H. 
Henry, adjutant general, with the brevet of major general, 
and the state a long-service medal for meritorious service of 
twenty-five years. The Governor made an interesting speech; 
as did also Hon. J. B. McEwan, Major J. K. Sague, Gen. 
Charles Dick, Col. Charles A. Larned and Hon. J. W. Wads- 
worth, jr. There were numerous songs, which included ‘*A 
Stein Song,’’ ‘‘Has Anybody Here Seen Kelly?’’ ‘‘Yip-I-Addy- 
I-Ay’’ and~‘‘They’ve Got Bells on their Fingers and Bings 
on their Toes.’’ The latter song brought Major Turgeon, 
Colonel Bates, Major Wilson and some others prominently to 
the fore. In addition to listening to interesting papers on 
military subjects the convention favored a three-year enlist- 
ment term, instead of five, as at present, and also the reten- 
tion of the state camp at Peekskill for the use of the mili- 
tary. 

The companies of the 3d South Carolina Infantry, Colonel 
Cogswell, will be inspected: and mustered at their respective 
stations between March 22 and April 18. 

The annual dinner of the Veteran Association of the Ist 
Company, Signal Corps, N.G.N.Y., of which Eugene K. Austin 
is president, will be held at the Gainsborough Studios, N.Y. 
city, Saturday night, March 5. 

Gen. John G. Eddy, commanding the 2d Brigade, N.G.N.Y., 
was quite busy this week in taking reviews in Manhattan. 
On Monday night, March 1, accompanied by his staff, he re- 
viewed the Field Hospital, under command of Major W. S. 
Terriberry, and also witnessed an interesting exhibition of 
litter drill, pitching camp and rough riding. On Tuesday 
night General Eddy reviewed the 1st Battery under com- 
mand of Capt. John F. O’Ryan, and enjoyed the mounted 
gun drill and other exhibitions, for which the battery is 
noted. 

First Sergt. James G. Campion, Co. ©, 12th N.Y., one of 
the best posted non-coms. in the organization, has been ap- 
pointed post Q.M. sergeant. Company A will hold a ball at 
the armory April 9.

MASSACHUSETTS. 


Co. K, 5th Inf., M.V.M., of Hingham, will celebrate the 
possession of its new armory on March 28 with becoming 
ceremony. Governor Draper has promised to attend. 

The court of inquiry in connection with the copyrighting 
of certain books by Col. Walter E. Lombard. of the C.A.C. of 
Massachusetts, which he thought he had a right to do, has ren- 
dered its report to the Governor, and the latter has taken 
the stand that the Colonel was in error and had no right to 
copyright them. The court, however, recommended no fur- 
ther action, and after presenting the facts of the case, said, in 
part: ‘‘We do not find that there has been any suppression of 
facts by Colonel Lombard in regard to the conduct of the 
work of his board. The cost of the work contemplated was 
much in excess of the appropriation of $2,500. It was prob- 
ably expected that other appropriations would be necessary. 
The manner in which the money was expended is some evi- 
dence of a design to commit the Commonwealth to further 
appropriations for furthering this work, otherwise the pay- 
ment to. the Lombard Company for drawings to accompany 
pamphlets 6, 7, 8 and 9 was wasteful.. We find that the 
appropriation was not prudently expended in this regard, and 
that a mass of material was accumulated for future pamphlets 
which may never be published. Under the circumstances 
there may have been more or less reticence, and a failure to 
submit to the Adjutant General for his approval details as 
the work progressed. It does not appear, however, that Colo- 
nel Lombard was responsible for this. The Chief of the 
Coast Artillery is charged by the Resolve with the duty of 
expending this appropriation. There was no evidence before 
the court that Colonel Lombard was ever called upon by 
proper authority to report in writing the progress of the 
work assigned him by Colonel Nutter. We do not find that 
Colonel Lombard or the Lombard Company has made any 
charges to the Commonwealth for work which has not been 
performed, or that they have improperly received any money 
from this appropriation.’’

doubt give you some valuable points in addition to those you 
may secure from the C.0., Remount Station, Fort Reno, Okla. 
The question of the horse supply in the British army is ever 
a burning one, and we have frequently alluded to the plans 
for overcoming the shortage. One plan of the British army 
is to subsidize farmers who will send approved mares to the 
government stud and give the government an option of the 
progeny. The London Army and Navy Gazette of Feb. 19 has 
a leading editorial on the question of the British horse supply.

If the death was a result of service 
the widow might be pensionable. State the facts of the case, 
whether the service was in the Civil War or otherwise and 
as to date of widow’s marriage, addressing Commissioner of 
Pensions, Washington, D.C. 

GENERAL SERVICE asks: (1) Qualified as sharpshooter, 
target seasons 1905-06; E.R., 1907; sharpshooter, 1908; re- 
enlisted July, 1908; qualified as sharpshooter, 1909; dis- 
charged, by purchase, Oct. 22, 1909; re-enlisted for general 
service Oct. 28, 1909. Am I entitled to pay as sharpshooter 
for one year from date of last re-enlistment, Oct. 28, 1909? 
(2) If not entitled to pay as sharpshooter, under above cir- 
cumstances, would I become entitled to this pay if I were 
transferred to a line company, armed with the rifle? (3) 
After re-enlistment a charge was made on pay rolls against 
me (overpayed on final statements). I don’t think it is cor- 
rect. Is it correct for me to write to paymaster for an 
explanation upon this matter? Is it necessary for letter to 
go through military channels? Answer: (1) No. (2) No. 
(3) Yes. 

ENLISTED MAN.—Just what studies you will have to 
prepare yourself in to try for a commission in the Army will 
depend a little upon which branch you wish to enter. An 
application to the A.G.O., through the channel, will bring 
you the pamphlet giving the requirements. In either branch 
you would be examined in grammar and orthography, mathe- 
matics, geography and history, the U.S. Constitution and the 
Army Regulations. For the Infantry you would be examined 
in Infantry Drill Regulations; for the Cavalry, in Cavalry 
Drill, etc. The drill books may be purchased of the Army 
and Navy Journal, as shown on the last page of this issue. 
Other prescribed text-books through military book publishers 
whose advertisements appear in our columns, 

SUBSCRIBER asks: (1) Is the three months’ bonus upon 
the first re-enlistment at the rate of monthly pay the soldier 
is drawing when he is discharged, or is it at the rate of 
pay on second enlistment? (2) Enlisted April 28, 1907. If 
I re-enlist either the day following my discharge, or within 
three months thereafter, will I be entitled to the bonus? 
(3) Does the bonus include the twenty per cent. increase for 
foreign service, and the thirty-five cents per day extra duty 
pay, when the soldier serves in Alaska when re-enlisting and 
draws the above previous to his discharge? (4) When an 
agreement in writing is entered into, about one year previous 
to the end of enlistment, to re-enlist on expiration of pres- 
ent enlistment, if sent into Alaskan service; but, in the mean 
time, the soldier finds that his own interests render it im- 
practicable for him to fulfil the agreement, yet does not de- 
sire to place himself in a position that would affect his mili- 
tary record, or prevent him from re-enlistment at some future 
time, what is the best course to take in order to secure an 
honorable release from said agreement? (5) Is it probable 
that a violation of such agreement, if his record has other- 
wise been excellent, so far as conduct and character is con- 
cerned, would bar him from re-enlisting at some future time, 
more favorable to the soldier concerned? Answer: (1) He 
receives three months’ pay ‘‘at the rate he was receiving at 
the time of discharge.’’ (2) Wes. (8) Yes. (4) We know 
of no ‘‘best course’’ to advise in such a case. Ask your 
C.0. (5) Yes, 

HANCOCK asks: (1) Where boatswains and gunners are 
warranted on the same date, which takes precedence? (2) 
Do gunners of an earlier date take precedence of boatswaing 
of a later date? Sec. 28 of Navy Regulations is not as clear 
as it might be on this point. Answer: (1) Neither grade has 
preference over the other, and if appointed on same date the 
two officers would be on an even footing—neither with pre- 
cedence. (2) Yes. 

M. R. asks: (1) I served with the 14th Cavalry in Min- 
danao, P.I., from Oct. 3, 19038, until Oct. 3, 1905, taking 
part in the Taraca expedition, Lake Lanao, and also in Jolo, 
Jolo, P.I., from April until June, 1905, taking part in third 
Sulu expedition. Am I entitled to a medal? (2) Enlisted 
Feb. 15, 1901; discharged April 1, 1903, convenience of Gov- 
ernment, and immediately re-enlisted, service thereafter being 
continuous. Does the above enlistment count as three years 
in computing the present pay? Answer: (1) He should make 
application for the medal to which he seems to be entitled to 
a Adjutant General through proper military channel. (2)

W. S. W. asks: Will the 4th Field Artillery relieve the 
2d Field Artillery upon expiration of latter’s tour in the 
Philippines? If so, what batteries will go to the islands, and 
about what date? “Answer: It is impossible to figure out any 
probable movement of Field Artillery, as there are some Artil- 
lery organizations that have not yet had a Philippine tour. 
Ordinarily, the 4th Field Artillery would not relieve the 2d; 
éut these are mountain artillery, and probably it will be de- 
cided to keep that form of equipment in the islands, and in 
that case the 4th would go. 

J. R. MeF. asks: (1) When is the 15th Cavalry going to the 
islands? (2) Did Cuba count as foreign service for the regi- 
ment? Answer: (1) The 15th Cavalry returned from service 
in Cuba in February, 1909, and would not be due for foreign 
service until some time in 1912, probably. (2) Yes. 

COMMISSARY asks: (1) How many sergeants in the U.S. 
and in the P.I. took the recent examination for post commis- 
sary sergeant? (2) About what time will papers be graded 
and marked? (3) After papers are marked will the depart- 
ment publish a list of successful candidates, with the per cent. 
in each case? (4) Will the vacancies for 1910 come up to 
the average, or are there liable to be more this year? (5) 
How many names are on the eligible list at present? (6) 
Will all the names on the eligible list now be appointed be- 
fore any of the successful candidates of Feb. 1 examination? 
Answer: (1) About fifty. (2) A month or more. (3) It has 
not been the practice heretofore to give the percentages, 
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though an alphabetical list of the successful candidates will 
no doubt be published, as last year. (4) That is entirely a 
matter of casualties. (5) Eight. (6) Not necessarily. 

I. X. L. asks: What is the next Cavalry regiment on the 
list for Philippine service? Answer: The 5th Cavalry will 
probably, on the return of the 1st and 3d Squadrons from 
Hawaii, be stationed in the U.S., and the 8th Oavalry would 
then be first on the list for foreign service. 

P. C. S.—The papers in the examination for post com- 
missary seargeant have not come in yet. It will be several 
weeks before they are all in and read. 

MILITIA.—See answer to P. C. S. 


COOK.—Retired enlisted men have in some cases been ac- 
cepted for re-enlistment. The soldier must meet all require- 
ments for enlisting and forfeits his retired status. It is not 
easy for a retired non-commissioned officer to go back for the 
purpose of retirement in higher grade. 

J. B. L. asks: (1) When is the 5th Infantry due for the 
Philippines? (2) Are there any battleships of the Dread- 
nought type in the U.S. Navy? If so, what are their names 
and tonnage? Answer: (1) Probably in 1912. (2) The 
Delaware and North Dakota, recently completed; the Florida 
and Utah, under construction, and the Arkansas and Wyoming, 
also under construction, are regarded as Dreadnoughts. The 
first four can fire ten twelve-inch guns in broadside; the last 
two will fire twelve twelve-inch guns in broadside. The first 
two are of 2,000 tons, the next pair are of 21,825 tons, and 
the last two about 25,000. 

R. S. M.—The forfeiture of citizenship because of desertion 
(Sec. 1996, Revised Statutes) can be incurred only as a con- 
sequenee of conviction by a general court-martial duly ap- 
proved by competent authority. You did not lose citizenship 
in the case stated, when dishonorably discharged for absence 
without leave. 

J. S. O. asks: How many were on the eligible list for post 
quartermaster sergeant prior to the examination of Feb. 1 
of this year? Answer: About six. 

J. GO. B.—The fort to be constructed at Galveston, and 
known as Fort Crockett, will not be completed and ready 
for garrisoning until about 1912. 

CONSTANT READER.—To learn the address of the retired 
sergeant, 25th Infantry, write the Adjutant General’s Office, 
giving reason for inquiry. 

CAPTAIN.—You are right. 
slip in the paragraph you cite. 
this issue. 

B. G. N.—In the case of the man who receives the three 
months’ bonus pay on re-enlistment, a full year must elapse 
before he is eligible for purchase of discharge. Prior to the 
enactment of the new pay law providing for bonus for prompt 
re-enlistment at end of first period, a re-enlisted man could 
at any time after re-enlistment apply for discharge by pur- 
chase. But it was soon found necessary, under operation of 
the new law, to issue G.O. 13, 1909, for the protection of the 
Government against the unscrupulous, as indicated in the first 
sentence of this paragraph. 

C. H. J.—We would refer you to the publication on ‘‘Ord- 
nance and Gunnery,’’ by Lissak (Wiley and Sons). Also to 
the Ordnance Department, Washington, D.C., for its pamphlets 
on ordnance material. The information yod seek would fill a 
column or more of this department. 

A. J. W. asks: How could I transfer from the 11th Infantry 
te the 27th Infantry at Fort Sheridan from Fort D. A. Rus- 
sell, Wyo. Answer: It would require the consent of your 
0.0. and of the C.O. of the regiment to which you would 
transfer. 

R. A. C.—The colliers Hector, Mars and Vulcan have a 
coal carrying capacity of 7,200 tons cargo. They have a dis- 
placement of 11,200 tons and were all built at Sparrows 
Point, Md. The Vestal is a boat of 12,585 tons displacement, 
built at the New York Navy Yard. The Prometheus, same 
size as the Vestal, is a product of the Mare Island Navy 
Yard. 


Cc. E. D.—James P. Drouillard, who resigned from the Army 
in 1905 when a captain, was born in Tennéssee and appointed 
to the Regular Army from the 4th Tennessee Infantry in 1898.

Answer: Apply to the nearest District 
Court of the U.S., where full information will be given you 
without cost. 

J. J. H.—The headquarters and six troops of the 9th Cav- 
alry left Manila on the Logan Sept. 16, 1902; six troops of 
the 9th Cavalry left Manila on the Sheridan Oct. 6, 1902. 
You had better ask the A.G.O. as to the particular troops on 
each ship. 

M. C. S.—The pyramid tent was developed by officers of 
the Q.M.D. and worked out at the Philadelphia depot. Gen- 
eral Garlington, Major John T. Knight and Capt. J. R. R. 
Hannay had a great deal to do with it.

HAWAIIAN NOTES. 


Honolulu, H.T., Feb. 15, 1910. 

On Jan. 31, shortly after five p.m., the U.S.S. Tennessee, 
flagship of Rear Admiral Sebree, of the Pacific Fleet, was sighted 
at Quarantine station, and the steam whistle told of the ap- 
proach of the fleet. The Tennessee was given a berth of 
honor on the north side of the new Alakea wharf, the U.S.S. 
California occupying the south side. The U.S.S. Washington 
and the U.S.S. Glacier, supply ship, came in ahead of the 
other six cruisers, reaching this port shortly before noon. 
Some sickness, which proved to be slight, on board the 
Washington detained her at Quarantine. She was released on 
Feb. 3, when the sailors were allowed shore leave. 

Coaling was done by two cruisers at a time, all working 
with such energy and despatch that the average time in {fill- 
ing bunkers was only seven hours. The Pennsylvania and 
Colorado were first to coal The Second Division was in 
command of Rear Admiral E. B. Barry, who flew his flag 
from the West Virginia, located at the Oceanic wharf; U.S.S. 
Maryland being a close neighbor at the Matson wharf. 

During the stay of the fleet two balls for the petty officers 
and enlisted men were given by the University and Pagific 
Clubs and the Merchants’ Association of Honolulu. Chief 
petty officers were entertained on Feb. 2 at Young’s Hotel; 
the second ball occurred on Saturday night, Feb. 5, at the 
Moana and Seaside Hotels, joined by a plank walk. Mrs. 
A. G. Hawes, jr., was hostess at this ball, assisted by Mrs. 
Corwin P. Rees, Mrs. Samuel W. Dunning, and many other 
ladies named by the Merchants’ Association.

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CHANGES IN NAVY REGULATIONS NO. 9. 
Navy Department, Washington, D.C., Feb. 7, 1910. 

The following changes in the “Regulations for the 
Government of the Navy of the United States,’ 1909 
edition, having been approved by the President, are 
hereby ordered to be made immediately upon the receipt 
of this order. 

G. v. L. Meyer, Secretary of the Navy. 

Article 62.—In paragraph 1, next to last line, strike out 
the word ‘‘seventeen’’ and substitute therefor the word 
‘*nineteen.’’ 

In paragraph 2, third line, strike out the word ‘‘seventeen’’ 
and substitute therefor the word ‘‘nineteen.’’ 

Add two new paragraphs as follows: 

**(3) With the exception that the officers shall wear dress 
uniform and that the national ensign shall be displayed at 
the fore during the salute, the same honors as prescribed in 
paragraph 1, article 62, shall be extended when a ship of the 
Navy is visited officially by a member of the President’s 
Cabinet, other than the Secretary of the Navy.’’ 

Insert opposite this paragraph the marginal title: ‘‘Mem- 
bers of the President’s Cabinet.’’ 

‘*(4) Upon visits to naval stations of members of the Presi- 
dent’s Cabinet other than the Secretary of the Navy, the 
salute shall be fired upon arrival instead of departure.’’ 

Article 64.—In paragraph 1, after the word ‘‘uniform’’ in 
the second line, insert a comma followed by the words ‘‘that 
the salute shall be seventeen guns’’; and in the fifth and 
sixth lines strike out the words ‘‘by a member of the Presi- 
dent’s Cabinet, other than the Secretary of the Navy.’’ 

Strike out the marginal title ‘‘Members of the President’s 
Cabinet.’’ 

Article 67.—Modify paragraph 1 to read as follows: 

(1) The following officers are entitled to salutes, ruffles, and 
flourishes, as follows: 

‘*(a) Admiral of the Navy: Nineteen guns, four ruffles and 
flourishes. . 

**(b) Admiral: Seventeen guns, four ruffles and flourishes. 

‘*(e) Vice Admiral: Fifteen guns, three ruffles and flour- 
ishes. 
‘*(d) Rear Admiral: Thirteen guns, two ruffles and flour- 


es.. 

**(e) Commodore: Eleven guns, one ruffle and flourish.’’ 

In the table of ‘‘Honors and ceremonies,’’ on page 39, in 
the column headed ‘‘Guns,’’ and opposite the ranks ‘‘Secre- 
tary of the Navy’’ and ‘‘Cabinet Officers,’’ change ‘‘17’’ to 
“19.” In the first column, change ‘‘Admiral of the Navy’ to 
“Admiral,” and insert immediately above the rank ‘Admiral,’ 
the rank ‘‘Admiral of the Navy,’’ with honors and ceremonies 
entered in the appropriate columns as follows: 

Uniform: Dress. 
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Salute: Arrival , departure 1. 
Guns: 19. 
Ruffles: 4. 


Guard: Full. 

Air: March. 

Side honors: 8 S. boys. 

Flag: In case of foreign officers, national, at fore, during 
salute. 

Article 107.—Modify paragraph 2 to read as follows: 

“*(2) The commanding officer shall clearly define the limits 
of the quarter-deck; it shall embrace so much of the main 
or other appropriate deck as may be necessary for the proper 
conduct of official and ceremonial functions.’’ 

Article 513.—In paragraph 1, strike out the last sentence. 

Article 619.—Modify paragraph 3 to read as follows: 

_ “*(3) He shall prepare and keep corrected tables of devia- 
tions of the standard, battle, maneuvering, and auxiliary bat- 
tle compasses, copies of which shall be kept posted near those 
compasses in such positions as to be accessible to the officer 
of the deck and other officers concerned in the navigation of 
the ship.’’ 

At the end of paragraph 5, change the period to a comma 
and add the words ‘‘and an opportunity is available to swing 
ship for residuals.’’

use.’ In such cases the officer requesting the survey shall 
expend the articles from his books by expenditure vouchers, 
forwarding one copy of the survey with his quarterly balance 
sheet to the Paymaster General.” 

Article 1264.—Amend paragraph 2 to read as follows: 

“*(2) When a ship is away from a navy yard, totally un- 
serviceable articles, if without value and unsalable, such as 
broken china, tin and wooden ware, worthless paint brushes, 
ete., may, be treated as indicated in the foregoing paragraph: 
small articles, such as tools, spare parts, etc., the invoice 
price of which is less than one dollar and which are dam- 
aged beyond repair, may also be so disposed of. In such 
cases the officer requesting the survey shall expend the arti- 
cles from his books by expenditure voucher, forwarding one 
copy of the survey with his quarterly balance sheet to the 
Paymaster General. 

Article 1284.—At the end of paragraph a, change the 
period to a comma and add the following words: ‘‘the whole 
of which shall be forfeited in case of default.’’ 

Article 1510.—In the sixth paragraph, seventh line, strike 
out the words ‘‘compass reports’’ and the comma following 
the word ‘‘report.’’ 

Article 1525.—Designate as paragraph 7 (a) the subpara- 
graph added to paragraph 7 by Changes in Navy Regulations 


0. 4, 

Add the following new subparagraph: 

‘*(b) When a telegram from a ship is sent by wireless to 
be further forwarded by cable from the receiving wireless sta- 
tion, such message, when received by the Department, often 
shows only the place and date of the wireless receiving sta- 
tion, leaving the Department in doubt as to the movements 
of the ship. Special care shall, therefore, be exercised in 
sending wireless messages to include in the body of the mes- 
sage, in all cases in which confusion could arise from their 
omission, the position of the ship and the date of the mes- 
sage.’’
